Contractor Fitzgerald will finish the 
macadam work 1111 ihe new road acioss 
Myopia Hill this week. There will then 
remain rhe grading of several embank- 
ments alongside of the road. This large 
tract of land it will be icmemhered was 
purchassed by Messrs. McCall and 
Fernald about a year ago. The land has 
all been laid out with roily fool streets, 
parks and ornamental pluts, but thus far 
nitly this one road lias been built leading 
from Cambridge street at a point near 
the boat club house up over the hill to 
Arlington street. This roatl has a ma- 
cadam surface of twenty feet, built as 
thoroughly and as handsomely wilti 
crushed stone as any street in town. The 
town steam road roller and stone 
crushing plant have been hired by the 
contractor tor this wrek anrl also the 
operators of Ihe same, so that il will be 
MM the same care has gone into the 
mad as if done by the town. As all the 
streets have been laid out forty feet, it is 
wisely deemed best to macadamtie but 
twenty feel. Paved gutters and catch 
basins follow the new road its entire 
length, and in these paiticulars it may 
said 10 be belter provided to care for 
surplus water during storms than is any 
street in the old pari ot ihe town. The 
length ol this new road is about 3400 
leet. 

A reporter for the Star who visited 
the locality Wednesday was more lhan 
surprised at the beautiful woodland seen 
ery and the magnificent and varied views, 
overlooking as much of the land does the 
Mystic lakes and surrounding country. 
No wonder that Mr. Uicknell the well 
known arust chose this locality for his 
home and his workshop.

This land 
right in the heart of the centre ol the 
lown. has the great advantage of being 
free from the noise of the trains and elec- 
tric cars, and besides affording all the 
room required for a large building and 
besides would give space for a small 
training ground. Also there would be a 
good opportune)' for a tioat house, thus 
adding boating 10 the other attractions at 
present afforded the young men. It is only 
the question of a very short time when the 
engine house will follow Ihe town stable 
oul of Winchester place.when no doubt the 
land will be placed on the market.

ation : but its friends every wln-rc 
mav be fajrlv ajwure«l that^ consider- 
ing the obstacles to I* met anil over- 
come, and the limited means at its 
clUjxiaal, a measure of success has 
attended iu brief career quite as 
large as could reasonably be ex- 
pected. Its mission is not yet 
completed, 

Wobnrti, June 1*5, 1 S81 . 

It will be seen that the foregoing 
sketch of the Kmiiford Historical 
Association was written and printed 
nearly eleven years ago. In a new 
manual in 1892 it may properly tie 
added that the association, though 
at no time noisily proclaiming its 
prosperity, enjoyed a steady increase 
of usefulness, in various ways, to 
the pr>'s t <tit time. Every year has 
added to our collection one or more 
valuable historical papers, given, 
either publicly or privately, at an 
appointed time, llesides this, in- 
dividual tne tubers, stimulated hv 
the general aims of the association, 
have engaged with fresh zeal in re- 
search, and have contributed, in 
various departments of our local 
history, a large amount of interest- 
ing uVtail. 

Meanwhile our library, though 
never an object of primary interest, 
has gradually increased in value, 
and our "anthpies" and "curios" 
have gained in number ami interest 
each year. A bequest of five hun- 
dred dollars from the late Mrs. 
Abigail Winn has furnished the 
means of making some needed re- 
pairs and changes in the Rumford 
House, liesides a reserve for future 
demands. 

In view of the past of the Kmofoi il 
Historical Association, it may, in 
this fifteen years of its history, 
modestly lie said that it has ac- 
complished quite as i mi eh as, if not 
more than, it hnd reason to expect. 
Ami there are now more urgent and 
more promising inducement*! than 
ever to advance in our chosen de- 
partment of historical labor. 

Wobum, March 2tf. 1892. 

The last seven years in the 
history of the association have been 
marked by a large increase in its 
membership and a widening interest 
in its purposes. 

During the present year the asso- 
ciation has received a bequest of 
one thousand dollars from the late 
Leon a ill Thompson, Esq., the in- 
come of which, according to the 
provisions of the will, is to tie used 
in keeping the Humford House in 
repair, 

Mr. Thompson had been the 
chairman of the Hoard of Trustees 
and Directors ever since its organ- 
ization : anil whatever success the 
association may have had has been 
largely dne to his constant and 
generous interest in its welfare. 

For several years the association 
had been considering the feasibility 
of obtaining for Woburu a replica 
of the famous bronze statue of 
Count Humford in Munich, and it 
had l>een proposed that a commit- 
tee he appointed to raise funds for 
that purpose. This has Wit ren- 
dered unnecessary through the 
n iiriosity of Mr. Marshall Tidd of 
North Wobum, a director of the 
association, who has furnished the 
necessary fnnds. and the replica is 
now in process of construction. 

The situation of the Rumford 
House is such that water stands in 
the cellar during the greater part 
of the year, causing decay in the 
timbers and woodwork of the build- 
ing. It is the intention of the 
directors iu the near future to raise 
up the building about two feet, fill 
in the cellar the same depth, replac e 
all unsound timbers and woodwork, 
and put the building iu thorough 
repair, without changing in the 
least its present antique style of 
architecture. The estimated ex- 
pense of this work \s one thousand 
dollars, for which there is available 
the Winn bequest of five ho in Iris I 
dollars, leaving a balance of five 
hundred dollars, which is now Vic- 
ing raised bv subscription.

The object of the Corporation shall he 
to hold and preserve a certain lot of land, 
with the building, »itualed thereon, in 
Woburn. known as the birth place of Ben 
jamln Thompson, or Count Humford ; 
also to collect and preserve for exhihi- 
turn or use, hooks, manuscripts, object*, 
of antiquarian interest, and whatever mav 
illustrate the life and times, and perpetu- 
ate the memory, of the distinguished man 
whose title is prominently associated with 
our organiiatton.

All of the officers, 
with the exception of the Board of 
Trustees and Directors, shall be chosen 
by ballot, and shall hold office for one 
year, or until their successors are elected. 
Article IX. 

The Corporation shall hold a meetint; 
annually, for the choice of officers, and 
the transact lot] of such other business as 
mav properly come before it, on the 26th 
of March, or the first week-day following, 
at the Rumlord liirlh-plare, in North 
Woliurn. Other meetings may be called, 
from time to time, hv the President and 
Hoard of Trustees, as they may deem 
necessary. 

Article X. 

The Board ol Trustees-who shall elect 
their successors bv a majority vote, taken 
bv ballot — shall consist of seven mem 
hers, the majority of whom shall be resi- 
dents of YA'nhurn. They shall be em- 
powered to hold in trust and preserve all 
and everv property of the Corporation, 
anil legally represrnt the Corporation. 
Article XI. 

Hy-laws of tbe Corporation may be 
made or amended bv a vote of three- 
fourths of the members present and vot- 
ing at any meeting, notice of the same 
having been given, in writing, at a prei i 
ous mreting of the Corporation, and en- 
tered upon the records. 

Article XII. 

No alteration shall be made in that 
article of the Constitution which relates 
to the election powers, and perpetuity of 
the Hoard ot Trustees. Any other article 
of the Constitution may be altered or 
amended at any meeting, hv a vote of 
three-fourths of the members present 
and voting: provided a written recom- 
mendation of such change, signed hv at 
least hve members, shall have been riiven 
at a previous meeting, and entered upon 
the records.

The New Joint Caucus Law. 

At the fall election the voters 
of Winchester as well as all other 
towns and cities in the State ex- 
cept Boston will be requested to 
vote on the question of the adop- 
tion or rejection of the so called 
Luce joint caucus law. This law 
was obligatory on the city of Bos- 
ton, but optional with other cities 
and towns. This act, passed by 
the last Legislature, was primarily 
intended for large cities and towns 
where voters had the opportunity 
of voting in the caucuses of the 
political pal lies with which they 
were not affiliated. That the 
law is a good one for cities was 
clearly demonstrated by its work- 
ing at the caucuses held in Bos- 
ton last week. Under the neworder 
these primaries are held on the 
same day and at the same places. 
A voter is obliged to state before 
casting his ballot which political 
party he intends to vote with. 
This prevents men being hired 
out to vote in caucuses where they 
have no right to. For one 
year thereafter they are obliged to 
vote, if at all, with the party 
which they selected at the Septem- 
ber caucus. 

The great merit of the Austral- 
ian system of voting was supposed 
to be the secrecy afforded the 
citizen in making up his ballot, 
but under this new laiv he is 
obliged to proclaim in public just 
how he proposes to vote and if he 
should decide not to vole the 
Straight ticket at an election then 
he becomes in a sense guilty of 
falsifying. 

From appearances now, the 

Independent "voter will find little 
satisfaction in attending the cau- 
cuses unless he has discovered in 
his make-up a slight leaning fur 
one party in preference to another. 

This new- law, if agreed to here 
at the November election, will 
mark no improvement over the 
present method of holding separate 
caucuses, as it is practically im- 
possible for a Democrat to take 
part in a Republican meeting, or 
vice versa, as trie political status of 
the citizens are too well known to 
escape detection. There appears 
to be no interest among the citi- 
zens over this measuie, and while 
we see clearly wherein it might be 
ol benefit to cities anil large towns* 
yet lor the reason given above the 
new law was never intended evi- 
dently for towns having the popu- 
lation that Winchester has.

The trouble was over the posses 
Skin of the 11 year old colored girl, Mary 
Edwards, about whom their was much 
excitement last week wheo she claimed 
to have bete kidnapped, aod which story 
turned out lo be a [airy tale. 

Mary Edwards was taken from the 
South six years ago by her uncle, Moses 
Glenn, of Raymond place, her mother be- 
ing unable to take care of her. Lately 
the mother became again married and 
came North, living in Winchester. The

While this la coneededly "wouiuns 
age." and while the sisters In some 
parts of the world, notably In the Unit- 
ed States, are entering in rapidly in- 
creasing numbers all the flelds of ac- 
tivity, no little surprise Is felt by those 
who for the first time leurn that in 
"durkint Russia" the woman doctor is 
more In evidence than In any other 
country on the glolte. Among the wild 
und scattered population of the czar's 
Immense dojnniu there is an almost In- 
exhaustible llebl for women as doctors 
and teachers, and it Is the knowledge 
of this fact that has reiuoviil the <>[■ 
IKMlUtiu tn their obtaining the educa- 
tion furnished by the highest univer- 
sities. 

In ISilT there were in Kiwsin li!'" li- 
censed women doctors. Since tbnt time 
tbe number ban doubled nnd Is con- 
stantly increasing. It li ulna a Tact 
that In this profession many Russian 
women have won distinguished names. 
Then- ure those among them who have 
enormous practices in tbe cities und 
large tnwus. niiil In many cuses they 
are employed as official physicians by 
tbe municipalities.

It I* a rery algnirlcanl fact that those 
who bar* lived where they could 
watch the practical working of woman 
lire, almost without exception. 
In their praises of the same. 
Hon. George P. Wheeler, ex-speaker 
of the house of representatives of Ida- 
ho, says regarding the results of worn 
an suffrage In Idaho: 

"Until the problem was thoroughly 
tried in Idaho I was bitterly opposed 
to granting the franchise to women. I 
voted against th« proposed constitu- 
tional amendment. Like thousands of 
other men, I wai honest In my convic- 
tions. We believed that our wives, 
mothers and sister* would very gener- 
ally stay away from the polls, white 
the women of tbe alleys would turn

It 
has worked magnificently from tbe 
first and has been of Inestimable value 
tn the state. It has purlBcd our politics 
Immeasurably. Our women can go to 
the [udls with no more fear of Insult 
than If going to church ." 

In spile of nil -ueh testimony as the 
above Ihe opposcrs will continue to 
assert that the btttef class of women 
will not vote nnd consequently the 
inortil tone of polities will not be raised 
through the admission of women. I 
have often wondered If tbe people who 
make this excuse are renlly sincere. It 
impresses me lhat they have a thiiiry 
whh h they are hound tn maintain In 
spite of all facts to the contrary,

to a stupendous tUeorr which hii fnr 
a •!..•• time been foresbsduwed and baa 
dow apparent]}- been substantiated by 
the atudy of tbe new allowance called 
radium. Professor Crookea and I"To- 
lessor* Lodge and Curie have eonfl- 
dently procla lined that It la easy to de- 
Sue thin great revolution of aclcnce In 
scarcely more tban a sentence. To com- 
prehend It. however, la almost ua far 
beyond the power of tbe human mind 
■■ the Idol of eternity or Infinite apnce. 

The oh! theory that the atoina of ele- 
menla consist of Indivisible onlta of 
matter lias now been definitely rtls 
carded. Inatead we are told that each 
atom la a whole atellar system of In- 
finitely amaller but absolutely Identical 
trnlts, all In orbital motion. A hydro- 
gen atom constats of "Oil aucb unlta or 
lona. Tbe natnre or Identity of each 
snbntancp depends npon the number of 
such lona contained In each atom. Thin 
11.2<WI lona In each atom produce what 
Wc know n» oxygen, and l37,2i«J of the 
name lorn* If combined in a alngle nlom 
would yield what we regard na K"ld. 
The nature of theae lona In. for want 
of n better word, electrical. 

In other words, electricity and mat- 
ter are one and the an me thing Thla 
theory hna been more or less familiar 
to scientific men for two or three years, 
bot ha a not tieen demons! rated umll 
recently, when the study of the Kocnt 
gen rnya sngg.nted It, ntid now radium 
ae»>ms to furnish a complete proof and 
also carries Ita conception Into a mar- 
velous elaboration. 

Professor IxaJge surmises that thla 
process of disintegration of atoms tuny 
oonatltute the evolution of the chein 
leal element*. He announced that 
within a few weeka Professor Ernest 
Rutherford of McRllI university in 
Montreal had observed the breakup of 
the most massive atoma. He found 
that some few atoms of a radio active 
substance seemed to reach a critical 
atage nt which they fling away aniiill 
portions of themselves with great rtO 

lence. the residue having the Si 

property of unstablllty for some time 
until ultimately It settles down Into 
what la presumably a different sub 
«ta nee. 

Changes of this aort In more stable 
Rtoms would seem to require millions 
of millions of centuries, so long. In fact, 
thnt the longest jwrlial In astronomical 
evolution would seem but hours [n 
comparison. Professor I,*mIcc affirms, 
however, that these changes seoni 
bound to occur according to fixed laws 

Bo the state of flux and decay la rec- 
ognized not only tn the stars ami plan- 
ets, but In the foundation atom* of the 
universe, which are the elemental 
atoms themselves. The process of re- 
generation, however, can also be Imag- 
ined, and It would occur if the sep- 
arate Ions ever aggregated themselves 
together by their mutual attractions 
Into fresh material.

god Inconvenience to astronomers lu 
the days before bla powers were fully 
rerognlxed.

Tula would be Inex- 
plicable were It not for the generally 
known Tact that when the Turkish 
army wlna a victory It gets everything 
In sight. Pillage, rapine and murder 
are the order of the day. The officers 
dare not Interfere, for soldiering would 
not appeal to the average Turk If It did 
not carry with It these delectable side 
f earn res. Besides, the offlcera do not 
wlah to Interfere, for most of them are 
not above participating, though on 
broader lines. In the deviltry of the sol 
dlers. 

The main point, however, la that the 
TurkMi soldiers do fight like demons 
and that they have a way of pulling 
themselves together after a seemlnjrly 
crushing defeat that has frequently 
challenged the ndmlratle.it of the world. 
Aa soldiers they are at least the equals 
of the Mulgnrlnn* nnd certainly the sil 
pertors of the Macedonians. It there- 
fore follows that If they can Induce 
the Insurgents to give thetn buttle when 
the ndvnntnges of position nre about 
equal they would be the eventual g:ilu- 
ere, no matter what the result of the 
battle might be. But there Is an do 
ment which favors the revolutionist^-- 
an element which appears to have 
largely escaped the attention of the 
prrss of this country. Macedonia and 
Bulgaria are both literally dotted with 
rocky defiles and fastnesses Which nr.- 
practically undlscoverable by the out- 
sider. If the revolutionists will ren- 
du rt a gnerrllhi warfare, retiring to the 
motiutnins when hard pressed, they 
may lie able to prolong the cotirllct to a 
point beyond which Turkey will not be 
able to go and beyond which sbe mny 
not be permllted to go by the powers 
of Europe, Of course It will lie fooIKh 
to expect that this Intervention will 
come at nn early date. That Is maul 
festly Impossible In view of the exlft 
lug jealousies. Just as It Is Inconcelv 
able that Turkey will abandon the fight 
until she shall have exhausted her re 
sources; but a harassing warfare waged 
for several ve?irs [liny nerve to hrlm: 
Turkey to a realisation of the fact, long 
patent to every one except the sultan, 
that she would he much better off 
without either Macedonia or Bulgaria. 
Indeed, the government gets compara 
tlvely little out of these countries ex 
cept through the opportunity they af- 
ford local governors for robbing the 

pi-ople. 

Despite the fact that the revolutlou- 
Ista have at the head of their small 
nnnii-H men who are patriots In every 
eense of the word and have the Inceu 
tlve of yeara of oppression to spin- 
them on. It Is Inevitable that they will 
Buffer by comparison with the Turkish 
generals when the lighting la done nn 
der normal conditions. Put If the In- 
surgent leaders will refuse to allow 
ttiemsel re* to be tempted to give battle 
In the opeii they may eventually lie 
victorious. It la true that In the event 
of this form of warfare being attempt- 
ed the Turks mny resort to the assas- 
sination of women, children Htid oM 
men In the villages, but It must lie re- 
membered that If they attempt this 
tbe revnlutlonlste are very apt to dem- 
onstrate that they are also past mas- 
ters of the game, and of this fact, by 
the way. Ihe wily Turk is already un- 
pleasantly aware.

A line bronie tablet representing the 
great tragedian in younger life, is above 
toe grave of the much loved founder of 
the Players' club. 

On 1'yrola path [ found the grave of 
Agassii. the great naturalist. The head- 
stune to this is a singular one. being an 
im.nense granite (I believe) boulder, 
bearing the inscription "Jean Louis 
Kodolpha Agassi/, born at Motier, Switz- 
erland.'' This Mone was sent from abroad 
where some of his wonderful discoveries 
were made, and from friends who held 
him in high estimation. 

It, the centre of this tot stands a 
brown slone cross covered with moss and 
overrun with ivy, giving the spot a 
charming, picturesque appearance. Pass- 
ing on, my attention was directed to a 
group of "colored brethren" standing 
with hats in hand, in attitude of protounrl 
respect. 

Approaching closer I saw them look- 
ing if a singlcgrave. I read the inscription, 
then I understood their respectful at- 
titude. What cared they for the falling 
rain upon their uncovered heads? He 
ncath that mound of myrtle, resolving 
back to mother earth, lies one who in 
life to them was a friend— Charles Sum- 
ner. Charles Sumner, the plain unpre- 
tentious marlile tablet bore no storied 
urn, or toweling marble column pro- 
claiming virtues and deeds well done. • 

There was no need of thai, the name 
alone spoke columns. Little heed the 
passing slrai.ger would give that simple 
stone, yet lies one Lenealh it who in life 
was a very giant in intellect. 

Passing on, I found the grave ol Knfus 
Choate. This is in a shady grand look- 
ing spot, the dark iron fence being 
covered with woodbine, and the brown 
slone tablet bearing his name, and the 
inscripiii n, "Thy brother shall rise again " 
The whole expression of this lot is of 
sombre dignity and quiet.

On Halm avenue close by the tower is 
the grave of Charlotte Cushman, the 
world's greatest tragedienne. I under- 
stand lhat on the lop ol this hill she 
stood and picked out the lot, saving as 
she ilid so, " 1 wish when I am gone to lie 
in sight of dear old Boston." and stand 
ing beside her grave one can look off and 
plainly see the glittering dome of the 
State House, Her early years were ol 
strugiL-s and labor, but " I'atenlia Omi 
Vinci ' must have been her watchword, 
for agai st all obstacles she conquered, 
until she reached the very highest pinnacle 
of fame, and on the highest and most 
elevatrd point of beautiful Auburn she 
sleeps the dreamless sleep. I, at one 
time, ha 1 the honor of being a guest ai 
an ovation given to her by admiring 
friends; at its close she was called upon 
to make some remarks. Among the things 
she said was the following, which im- 
pressed itse!f strongly upon "my mind and 
which I consider well worth recording: 
11 Art is a coy mistress: she will nut be 
trifled with, or coquetted, she requires 
entire self devotion anti she repays with 
grand triumphs." 

1 wandered round lo find the grave of 
Lucille Western. J was told it was on 
Saflron path. 1 passed and repassed the 
path, read the inscription on every slone, 
but could not find the name. I called a 
guide, and he pointed out to me a stone, 
bearing the name ol William II. English, 
and beside it*wilhout stone, or maik, or 
mound lies toe unhappy " Lady Isabel," 
Who dues not remember her in lhat 
role? Whose heart so callous is not to be 
touched by her impersonation of that 
character ? and yet here she lies with 
nothing but the tali rank grass waving 
above her grave, unmarked by stone or 
cross. I understand she was a woman of 
large benevolence, one whose ready hand 
was ever open to the call of charity, whose 
good deeds were done and not proclaim- 
ed, which made their merit great, and if 
she left lehind no wealth I hold it to be 
a duty to the profession she belonged to to 
elect a stone over her, and I would sug- 
gest that ils insciiplion be what her last 
words were, " Rest at lasi." 

1 his was the last grave visit and I 
turned my steps homew ard, stopping how 
ever on the way to visit my own lot, the 
l it asantest placelo me of all earth, for 
it contains one held dear in life. It is my 
wont to vi.it it quite frequently, and there 
my soul and I huld sweet communion 
with the one who is in another, and I 
trust, a better world than this. There I 
can dream and hope, for the lime to come 
when I loo, shall be gathered in. until Hie 
dream fills my soul 10 satisfaction, and 
the hope grows strong as life itself 

I think a visit lo scenes like these is 
beautilil. Among such scenes our bet- 
ter nature assumes supremacy, it is 
among such scenes that the spiritual and 
sublime part of our nature becomes man- 
ifest. Itisihtre we gather a lesson of 
the vanity ot all earthly things in com- 
parison to the lasting glories of immor- 
tality Mrs. C Thekese Davis.

A MENACE TO PROPEftTY 

nee that Should be 
Abated, 



A nuiiance has been created at the 
bridge on Main street where the water is 
supposed 10 past through into Black 
tiall pond, lhat call* for tpecial and 
speedy attention. It seems singular these 
days, where so much money i* being ex- 
pended in beautifying and improving 
river* and ponds in the Metropolitan dis 
tnct lhat Wedge and Black Ball ponds 
should be neglected and tn certain places 
allowed to become such bad smelling and 
unsightly nuisances. When the city of 
Boston used Mystic Lake as a source of 
water supply the Inlets, ponds, rivers and 
lake* were constantly looked alter and 
all refuse matter and weeds were prompt- 
ly removed, but when the aupply was 
taken from another source all was Icfl to 
neglect. One has only to go up Main 
street 10 the bridge mentioned above to 
tee and smell for themselves. 

There are lour arches under this bridge 
for the water to pass through, but three 
of them are so clogged wilh rubbish that 
but little or no water can past through 
them and it will only be a short lime be 
fore the remaining arch will be closed. 
When this occurs then look oui for a big 
rise in Wedge Pond Ihls winter wilh a 
consequent damage 10 all property in the 
vicinity and the puasibilily of Main street 
washing away at the bridge, That this 
will be an absolute certainty, all will 
admit after looking at the brush and other 
ill smelling luhbtsii that ha* been al- 
lowed to clog these outlets so completely. 
The neighbors complain of the slench 
that arises from this place, caused by the 
floating down of all Kind* of refuse even 
to dead cat* and dogs. 

When the sewer was built on Main 
street by the Metropolitan Sewer Com- 
mission, the pipe was laid across the cul- 
verts to wilhina foot or two ol the bot- 
tom of the river, and this has acted as a 
bulwark, thus preventing the large amount 
of driftwood and limbs of trees from 
floating down underneath the bridge with 
Ihe current. Mud, tin cans, an old mat 
tress, elc, have done the rest. Another 
thing that has contributed to damming 
up the river was the large amount of 
sand lhat was used as a bulwark to keep 
back the water when the sewer pipe was 
put into position. Instead of remuwng 
the sand when the work was completed it 
was left in the lull of the channel, with 
the result lhat much of it was washed 
under ihe bridge and into the culverts. 
Tab) should all have been removed. 

To whom belongs the duty of clearing 
out the cuiverts and removing the rubbish 
and mud from the channel is a matter of 
doubt, but it is clearly within the province 
of the Selectmen to have the work done 
as a mailer ot protection to property 
during the coming winter, and later 
charging the expense to wherever it be- 
longs. The Board ot Health would also 
lie justified in cleaning up the nuisance 
which the neighbors believe to be a 
menace to health. It is an injury to the 
town to have the Mam street side of 
Wedge Pond in such an unsightly ren- 
dition also the channel running through 
to Black Ball pond nn the oilier side of 
the street. 

These culverts will require constant 
attention because of the obstruction 
caused by the sewer pipe, which never 
should have been allowed to be plated in 
the position which it is. I he town 
should charge the expense to the Metro- 
politan Sewer Commission, or the latter 
should be compelled 10 keep the channel 
open.

A few day* spent at such a home 
will give strength, renew lost energy and 
restore confidence and faith in God and 
humanity. 

■ This home is not to be a hospital for 
the sick, but strictly a home with home 
comforts, a sanitarium in one sense — 
providing everything needed to create 
new life, to prolong lite and make the 
luiure look brighter. 

" The occupant* will be expected to pay 
a reasonably amall aum when able to do 
so, and when not able, the comforts of the 
home will be as free as the air of Heaven. 
It will not be a Charity Institution in 
name, so that nn lady who needs rest will, 
while enjoying the Home, feel that she is 
a dependent. 

" The sanitarium is lor women of all 
ages who are refined, respectable women, 
alio retrain from seeking charily, but 
who Irom unavoidable circumstances and 
causes have been compelled to provide 
for themselves and are reduced lo labor 
bevond their strength of endurance, and 
who, by overwork, need rest and sym 
pathy. They cannot obtain this while 
occupying small cheerless rooms in some 
densely packed tenement house, where all 
is contusion. They need sunshir.e, pure 
air, and sympathy and a place of quiet 
rest. - '

The process of blowing window elnst 
Is simple in theory, but difficult In prac* 
tie*. On the end of a long lube a mass ol 
molten glass la collected. This la tbet 
heated In n furnace and gradual ly dis 
tended by blowing Into a large tub* 
with si might sides. To accomplish thli 
wllhont the peculiar twisting and ma 
nlpulatlon employed by the humm 
gin** Mower bus puzzled many clcvei 
Inventors, and the Lubbers mm-lilm 
was nindi' MM essful only after a great 
many experiments. 

Ski i ■ 1 mechanics from the Wealing 
bouse factories In PHtsburg have beet 
working behind barred gates and litgl 
walls fur innniliH In the erection nno 
Installation of the machines, which nc 
man other than old and skilled em 
ployees of the company was allowed ti 
Sep. Patent" have not yet been grnnt 
ed on certain parts of the machines 
and therefore the secrecy.

The bag consists of a casing In which 
a rubber tubing Is snugly colled. Till* 
tubing lesds to a reservoir, which may 
be clamped at a convenient height to 
one of the hedposts. The water In tin 
reserv.ilr mil t * properlj heated by a 
lamp placed thereunder. The liottoni 
of the reservoir In licnt upward In tht

In 
my opinion, not from any prvdlrtlnna 
of what women will do with their 
votes after they get them, but on the

lot for self respect and self protection. 

The woman of old times wbo did not 
read books of political economy or at- 
tend meetings COStJd retain her self re 
sped, but the woman of modem times, 
with every step she lakes In the higher 
education, finds It harder to retain that 
se'f respect while she Is In a repub- 
lican government and yet not a mem- 
ber of It. She con study all the hooka

l'epys, according to his diary, after 
spending a gissl deal of money for 
himself, finds n little left and buys his 
wife a new gown, because, be says, 
"It is fit that the [ss-ir wretch should 
have something to content her." 1 
have seen many laws passed for the 
advantage of women, and liny were 
generally passed on 1 tin t principle. 

Women have lavished their strength 
to secure ordinary Justice in the form 
of laws which a single woman Inside 
the atatchmisc. antnsl wlih the posi- 
tion of member of the legislature and 
representing n sex who hud rotes, 
oiiild have hud righted with BO effort 
whatever.

At b meeting of the 
Itomlnlon election committee In Otta- 
wa It was decided to recommend to 
the house a law providing for com- 
pulsory voting. Any qualified elector 
who falls to cast his ballot will be de- 
prived of the right to do so at the next 
general election. 

Hut no one proposes that In those 
towns where a majority of the inters 
failed to turn out. all the men. Includ- 
ing even the public spirited minority 
that did turn out. should he disfnin 
chlsed forever after. Buch a scheme 
would be regarded as absurd Vet 
that Is precisely the way In which 
many persons still reason In regard to 
women. The majority of women are 
indifferent on the suffrage question, we 
are told, and until the majority of 
women want to rota tbo public spirit- 
ed minority tbnt are eager to do so 
ninst all he forcibly debarred. 

Statistics show that In the 1'nlted 
States, except at presidential eleo 
tloua, the majority of men do not gen 
orally vote. The majority of men. as 
well as the majority of women, are 
deplorably Indifferent on the subject. 
Yet the United States thus far has re 
J*H-ted every scheme for compulsory 
voting. It Is held that erery properly 
qualified man should have the option 
of voting or not, as he rtu-nses. and 
that no man may compel bis neighbor 
either to vote or to refrain from vot- 
ing Then. In the name of common 
sense and common Justice, why not 
apply the same rule to women? Aa 
tJeorgo William Ptirtls snys, why 
should a hundred girls who are con- 
tent to be dolls and do what Mrs, 
Onindy expects prejudice the choice 
of a single one who wishes to t«> a 
woman and do what her conscience 
requires?

The dt 
votees of the fly rod find the greatest 
degree of pleasure during the month uf 
June, in which month I nave visited the 
lakes for the paM twenty five years. Not 
until this year hart I seen this totality 
in September, that month of active wort 
in the studio of the Artist Creator. 
The autumn tinting an the slopes of 



two miles, passing some lumbermen's 
camps, now in decay ; inside are evidence* 
of occupancy by the hardy men through 
some busy long winter.

1 was almost persuaded to at- 
tempt a photo of the lake and mountains 
under its power. Such nights are tun 
ing— one is never lonely, nne hears a 
whistle, that reveal, the near approach 
nl a deer who is surprised at our camp 
lights. Once 1 heard the sharp inquist 
tive Kirk of a fos, still hunting for late 
suppers, and frequently you hear the 
who-o-o-o of the owl in a tree over your 
camp answered back by his comrade on 
the mountain across the lake. Another 
night the wind in all its furry blows in 
great bla.ta, with rushing, roaring soft- 
ness known only in the forest. And the 
thunder shower! It came at first in 
distant rumblings, soft, restful and sleep 
wooing: then heavy, rolling and trcinb 
ling, it came ; then I sprang from my lied 
to the cabin door to admire it. The 
lightening burst all along the chain of 
our little mountains in streaming, blinding, 
continuous dashes, lighting up the 
entire lake and surroundings. 

Kain fell in torrents on the cabin roof, 
and the thunder ! though perhaps M 
heavy as I ever heard, was softened and 
subdued in its detonations to a degree 
almost pleasing to the senses. It was a 
moment of ecstatic sensations, and in 
the space of a half hour the rain cloud 
had passed over, and that lovely big 
moon again shone out in all lis splendor, 
while the seeming echoes died away over 
the forest.

It is like a grand 
canvas stretched before you, bordered 
at the foot by the little lake, while the 
upper edge reaches to the clear blue sky 
for a background. 1 saw it at its best, 
in the bright red flame of the maples. 
Bordering the take and up the canyons 
the bands of dark green of the spruce 
prevailed. On the slopes the various 
shades of color of the maples, hirches and 
oak blended and predominated over the 
green, while the next higher altitude 
gives an even mixture of colors like a 
big checkerboard and all the peaks are 
capped with dark green ol the spruce. 
The setting and grouping was fascinating 
and inspiring. To view and study the 
surface of the e».rth as the Creator has 
designed, shaped and painted it, in this 
one locality, the days were too short and 
too few j for here too, we find all primi 
tive conditions and many wild creatures, 
not alone the beautiful trout and salmon 
of the waters, but the feathered beauty 
— the ruffed grouse here so void of fear 
-slowly escapes from your path into the 
thicket ; and the graceful deer leaps from 
ilia hiding to slop and gate in wonder at 
your intrusion. The beaver, once nearlv 
extinct, have had a house on our lake 
for m.ny years and are our old friends. 
Their house, built of peeled sticks and 
clay, is an object of great interest. It tl 
situated on the edge of the shore ; is five 
feet high by twenty broad at the water 
line, extending under water much out 
Into the lake ; the only entrance being 
under waier ; while the solid cone top 
does not leak and is fined with a dry 
nest for the young. The darling little 
things! How 1 desired to see them! 
How often I sat in my canoe in front of 
ithe house, at dusk, Hy casting— the while 
hearing the babies in the house ; crving a 
wee little squeal of impatience at the 
delay ol their supper and the old beavers 
an the lake behind me slapping the 
water with their tails lo scare me away 
so thev could get home. Their old dam 
at the foot of the lake is overgrown with 
trees more than fifty years old and all 
.evidence of its original construction if of 
course obliterated. Due day, a trail I 
followed led through a deep canyon out 
into an obsolete logging road alongside 
the alder stream. This I followed for

Valuable Indian Bella Found. 

Last Tuesday afternoon while on Glen 
road where a trench for the sewer is 
being dug, Mr. Kossell Fond made a valu- 
able find in the shape of an old Indian

THE OLD HOUSE AT WINCHESTER 

Previous to the introduction of 
railroads and canals, one of the best 
used thorough fares between the 
town of Boston and the flourish- 
ing settlements on the upper waters 
of the Mcrrimac, commenced 
at the "Ferry Way," now the 
northern extremity of old Charles- 
town bridge, and wound round 
Charlestown, Medford, Woburn, 
Burlington, arid Wilmington, until 
it met the waters of the river at 
Lowell. At the distance of about 
seven and one half miles from Bos- 
ton this road makes an abrupt 
angle, changing its western course 



direction, the first human habita- 
tion we meet, standing but little 
removed from the road on the 
right, is an ancient structure, bear- 
ing within itself strong evidences 
of its antiquity, which are con- 
firmed by tbe fact, that it was re- 
cently the scene ef the death of a 
highly esteemed lady who was 
born in the room where she died, 
having attained nearly to the age of 
ninety years, and remembered her 
home as an old house when she 
was a child ; its oaken timbers anil 
flooring are that of a plain, sub- 
stantial character that may well bid 
defiance to any moderate attacks 
of time. 

Less than one-fourth of a mile- 
further towards the north, stands 
the second structure, a solid square 
building with high peaked roof. 
Its heavy stack of chimneys, its 
small windows with dimtnutive 
panes, its low hanging ceiling 
ornamented, in the principal 
rooms, with heavy projecting oak 
timbeis, still evidence the taste of

There remains in the 
vicinity the shadow of a tradition, 
that long ago this land was granted, 
in lieu of certain arrears of salary 
to a popular minister of the gospel, 
Rev. Zachariah Symmes, and that 
the very numerous families of that 
name, now scattered throughout 
the adjoining towns, will find this 
Rev. Zachariah near the root of 
the American branch of their 
genealogical tree. 

The country near Symmes 
Corner is beautiful in the extreme, 
presenting a varied aspect of hill 
and dale, of wood and water ; but 
deriving a deeper interest in our 
present mood, from the fact that it 



the builder, and tell us something 
of his character which would lead 
us to believe that he was a hard 
practical man, that he held all 
ornament or display in contempt 
and sought only use and durabilitv. 
Like the house before mentionetl, 
this, of which we are speaking, 
turns disdainfully from the road 
(which at the time of its erection 
must have been a mere path in the 
forest) and presents its principal 
front to the sunny south. In this 
direction, so long a time has 
elapsed since the woods were de- 
stroyed that the searching coulter 
finds no remnant of a stump or 
root ; only a few half decayed 
greybeard locust trees remain, 
fringing the road, and mourning 
when the night wind blows over 
their departed brethren. 

Northeasterly from this old 
house, and in close proximity, are 
to be seen the granite boulders that 
form the summit of Black Horse 



reared of old in his capital city of 
Babylon, The Summit could not 
be remodelled without great ex- 
pense and labor, and exists as 
nature made it, only ornamented 
with an observatory* in the like- 
ness of a diminutive village school 
house, the cupola ol which 
trembles and cries aloud, when the 
northeast storm howls around it. 

The third of these old houses 
was, until recently, known 10 all 
who travelled the Lowell POad by 
the name of Hlack Horse Tavern'; 
of the three it exhibits least ol the 
original plan or original material ; 
it has been altered, enlarged, 
beautified, until could old cus- 
tomers return, they would BO lunger 
drink their "flip" with ease, amid 
so much that is new and strange. 

Standing within the door of the 
old house, the second we have de- 
scribed, and looking at the grey- 
beard mourning locust trees, it is 
with ease and pleasure th.it we 
leave the present time and v'unge 
into the forgotten past; that we 
may draw forth our storv from its 
depths, bid those who haw ^otteto 
live again, to stand anil spi ak ind 
act before us, — now in imagina- 
tion, as of old in reality, MM sit 
there up^n the threshold, the 
branches of an ancient pni a tree 
mingled with a running rose dotted 
with bright crimson blossoms and 
fruit yet green, above our heads. 
A little flower garden at out right 
—in front, a smooth lawn ol ,„ost 
luxuriant green, changing run the 
left to an equally glOOOtb and 
green bank, dotted with ancient 
apple trees whose bratu hes sweep 
the ground. At the foot ol this 
bank, a few rods from where 1 sit 
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contains three monuments of 
American antiquity, the unknown 
date of whose structure reaches 
far into colonial times. 

From the comer we have re- 
ferred to, towards the north, the 
great road occupies a narrow strip

«d as lo the Anal burial place of the re- 
mains of the two men most conspicu- 
ous In the discovery and coniiuesl of 
America, Christopher Columbus and 
Hernando Cortes. 

It has never been definitely decided 
Where the ashes of Columbus repose, 
for tbey »re claimed today by both 
Spain and Santo Domingo. The Do- 
minicans show the "veritable remains 
of I >on Cristobal Colon," and even the 
bullet which was fired Into hia body 
When he was pirating on the coast of 
Africa, also Inscriptions proving that 
these are the "only legitimate remains" 
Of the late discoverer of America. Oh 
tbe other band, the Spaniard* claim 
that they took these same remains to 
Havana In 1705 and more than a cen- 
tury later, or on tbe evacuation of 
Cuba by the Spanish forces and gav 
eminent, took them to Bp sin. 

Like Columbus, Cortes died In Spain, 
•nd his bones were transported from 
Seville to the new world, where. sc- 
cordlng to the term* of his last will 
and testament he desired them In- 
terred In a coDvent he hod founded at 
Cuoyacan. a suburb of tbe City of Mex- 
ico, In 1029 his bones were removed 
to a chapel of the Church uf St. Frnn- 
Cta, In the City of Mexico. Tbey were 
again removed tn 1TM to the Hospital 
of Jesua, which Cortes had founded. 
When the Mexican revolution broke 
out the Indian and half ensto revolu 
tjonlsls dug up Cortes' hones and after 
burning them tn the public sijuare cost 
tbe aKhca to the four winds Ills de- 
scendants, however, did not relish the 
ldeu of this snmronry cremation and 
In the dend of night removed them to 
• secret place of interment. That was. 
•ay, eighty years ago, and as those who 
performed this act have been dead for 
tunny years all knowledge of their rest- 
ing place seemed to luive been lost. 
But. now that Mexico Is at rcace anil 
•bout building a national pnniltenn for 
Its great men, Hernando Cortes' last i 
•nd only descendant. Senor Sebastian 
Alcman, reveals the fact that the sa- 
cred dust Is In bis possession, a fact 
that has been confirmed by tbe Investl- 
iratlons of Senor de Agredn. librarian 
Of the National library In Mexico: 
hence this report of Cortes resurrected 
■nd the prospect that at Inst his re- 
mains will have sepulture In the na 
tlonnl pantheon.

one of the grandest prospects on thia 
continent. Popocatepetl ban been own- 
ed by one Individual, General Sanchex 
Ochon, for more than quarter of a cen- 
tury. He has tried many times to cast 
entailed by the 
of • volcano likely st any 
time to blow Its head off and devastate. 

but hilherto 
At one time It 
was given ont that a company bad 
been formed to tnnnel Into tbe crater 
from Auiecameca, through which town 
• railroad runs; but nothing came of 
that. Again, the vast st|l|lt||i depoalta 
supfiosed to exist within the crater 
were to be exploited by mother com- 
pany operating over a tramway to be 
constructed from the gTeat pine forests 
below the line of perpetual snow. 

It Is presumed that tbe railway peo- 
ple will provide a anow slide attach- 
ment to all their trains by means of 
which the pnssengers may "streak It" 
down the cone. Otherwise tbe climb- 
ing of the volcano would be robbed of 
half Its pleasures. 

As to getting ont the sulphur In the 
crater, tbe first time It was tried was 
when Cortes and the other Spaniards 
invaded Mexico, about 1M0, when a 
man was let down Into the great 
chasm by a mpe and obtained sulphur 
for making the powder used In the sub- 
seiiucnt bombardment of the Altec cap- 
ital. Sulphur exists In the crater, but 
not In great ■lunntltles, being constant- 
ly sublimated In the nrltlcea opening up 
the nether world. 



Leprosy In Colombia. 

Here Is something that may throw 
light on the recent action, or, rather. 
Inaction, of the Colombians with refer- 
ence to the cnnal treaty. Professor 
Jonathan Hutchinson, the well known 
surgeon and expert on leprosy, hi a let 
tcr to the London Times renews his for- 
mer endeavor to establish the connec- 
tbe eating of decayed 
fast days and the 
spread of that loathsome disease. He 
says that his attention has been di- 
rected recently to Its prevalence In the 
United States of Colombia. It was In 
that region that tbe earliest Spanish 
settlements were made and where, ac- 
cording to tradition, the first cases of 
leprosy on the American continent oc- 
curred. Mr. Hutchinson lias been In- 
vestigating the case and directs atten- 
tion to some suggestive facta. He 
quotes the figures of Dr. Ashmead of 
New York city to show that, while 
there are SUO.oon lepers in India. 100,- 
000 In Chlnu and an equal number In 
Japan, there are 20.000 In Colombia. 
This, allowing for the difference In 
population, shows that there are about 
twelve cases of leprosy In Colombia to 
one In India. As a matter of fact, he 
•ays, the excess In Colombia Is proba- 
bly much greater. In India, where In 
vast districts Qsh Is forbidden rood, 
the ratio of leprosy Is six per 10,000. 
In Colombia, where the consumption 
of fish Is stimulated by religious ritual, 
the leprosy ratio Is 
10.000.

A plebeian company thronged 
the bar-room to repletion ; farm 
hands, factory hands, village idlers 
and professional inebriates.

name of the "Winchester Boat Club ' 
1 he active members ot the club were: 
George P. liroum, Charles A. Judkins, 
Fred Steele, j. B. Skillings Mian Max* 
Skilling*. Joha G. Honey, Edwin H. 
Stone and Kdvrsrd A. Staitb. Spaces 
for boats were rented by Metiers. Charles 
and Ed«ln Whitteo, Louis Lane. Kulus 
Herrlck. Clarence Thompson and George 
Thyng. 

A club house was built on the shore 
ol Wedge fond, then called " Echo 
Lake," in the rear ol the Congregational 
Church. The builders were Sumner 
Richardson and A. H. Palmer. 

The event ol the opening of the club 
house was made a gala occasion, with 
Music t>y the Medford band and 6re 
works Irom a rift in the center "f the 
pond. 

The dropping of a spark in the box o( 
fireworks caused their very sudden and 
unexpected discharge. The spectators 
thought this a part of the program but 
Charles Sleeper and Arthur Welch, who 
were in charge of the raft, did not so 
consider it. They were obliged to jump 
overboard and duck every time falling 
fire lighted on thtm. When the people 
in the boats realized the accident, the 
men were secured from their trying 
position none the worse lor their ducking 

1 he shores and boats were hung wiih 
lanterns and lights making the opening a 
very successful affair. While the club 
existed there were between twenty and 
twenty-five boats of various kinds on the 
pond, in this house and privale boat 
nouses. As there were no obstructions 
at that time, boats could be rowed under 
(he bridge into Mystic Lake. On the 
various holidays there was always a cele 
bration at the boat house, the flat roof 
affording a fine view ol the lake fur 
the spectators.

So much has been said and written 
concerning street car change* in which 
Woburn is interested, that a News rep. 
reseutative. believing some authoritative 
information would be appreciated by its 
readers, went straight to headquarters 
lor it— in other words, he interviewed 
General Manager Goff of fhe Boston & 
Northern system and Gen. Bancrott, 
president ot the Boston Elevated. 

Winchester Is also equally as much 
interested in this question as is Woburn. 
as from this town has originated the 
question of a through car to Sullivan 
square or a waiting room at Medtord 
square. 

Mr. GoB was asked aa to the truth ol 
the rumor lhat cars would soon be run- 
ning without change lo Sullivan square 
by way of Medford, 

"That may come," he said, "but the 
final determination of the matter does 
not rest with us. The Elevated owns 
the rails irom Medford to C'harlestown 
and we can't run over them without the 
permission of its directors." 

•'Won't they give this permission:" 

W J can't answer that. You'll have to 
see Gen. Bancroft." 

" How about the matter of a waiting 
room at Medford square." 

'We are on record as to that. We 
would prefer to run cars direct to Sulli- 
van square. We so told the railroad 
commissioners. But they can't order 
the Elevated to permit us to do so. The 
Elevated must consent to an arrange- 
ment to that effect before the through 
trips can be made.'' 

"Is the Elevated unwilling?" 

"I wouldn't say that; in fact, I wouldn't 
attempt to answer the question in any 
form except to say lhat we prefer througfi 
cars to a waiting room Any statement 
as to what the Elevated will do in the 
mailer must come from the Elevated 
authorities, but not from me." 

"What about the statement printed 
some lime ago that the Boston St North- 
ern proposed lo discontinue the line of 
through cars from Lowell to Medford, by 
Way ol Woburn, and divert the thruugh 
traffic to a line via Reading, Melrose, 
Maiden and Everett, to Scollay square." 

"I think we authorized your paper lo 
denv lhat any sui h change would be ef 
fected on the date mentioned in the ar- 
ticle containing that statement.'' 

"You did authorize the denial ao far 
as thai dale was concerned; but is such 
a change contemplated?" 

"No one can tell what the future may 
bring forth. It is aufficterl to say that 
we haven't any intention of injuring the 
Woburn line. That section ot the road 
is well patronized. It would not be to 
our interest lo injure that patronage. 
We want to give the public th* best ser- 
vice possible, for the very simple, selfish 
reason that the best service is usually 
the best paying service. We can't deal 
in futures. A lot of things may happen 
a year hence. 1 do not say that I 
have knowledge of any thing that will 
happen, but 1 do not think Woburn need 
distuib itself over any prospect ol reduced 
service." 

Thus Mr. Goff. 

When lien. Bancroft wa* asked the 
answer lo the conundrum about cars 16 
Sullivan square, he said: 

"It is our desire to take into lloston 
over our rails cars from as many subur- 
ban points as pcs-.ihle— foreign cars as 
we call them — but one of the things we 
are not trying lo do is to make two 
cars runn ng in opposite directions, pass 
each other on the same single line of 
track. For lhat reason we have double- 
tracked nearly our entire system. One 
of the beat remaining pieces of single 
track is the branch from Medford to 
West Medford. Over this line of track, 
from High street lo Medlord square, the 
Boston & Northern cars are now run. 

"But lhat single line of track cannot 
accommodate, with absolute salety, Ihe 
present traffic. It is true we have been 
remarkable free from accidents, but I 
always make this remark under my 
| breath. II we had double tracks on 
this branch we could not only give better 
service to West Medlord but take on 
your through cars to Sullivan square, 

"There is no question ol rales, and so- 
forth, between the Elevated and the Bo*, 
ton A Northern? 

"No; I won't attempt to speak tor Mr. 
Sullivan, but I think we could come 
to terms ii we had double tracks out 
there. That is the first question to be 
settled and that is one that Lies with the 
Medlord city govrument. Of cnurse, if 
we ran through cars we 'would take 
charge of those cars at Medford square 
and collect another fare, just as we do 
now."* 

■ Then why not double track lhat 
section of the line— aren't you willing?" 
"We're not only willing but anxious to do 
so. We have spent vast sums of money 
all over our system in order to put in 
double tracks. Wiih us ils a principle 
lo do so, whenever feasible. The answer 
to Ihe question why we have not done so 
is found in the statement that we have nut 
been permitted lo do ao. Wc petitioned 
last vear. for such permission, but our 
petition was not granted. I won't try to 
supply reasons lo explain why permission 
wa* denied. It is sufficient to say that 
we didn't get permission; consequently 
we didn't build. 1 don't know lhat con- 
ditions have changed. This year we 
i ag: ' 
e hi 

that the petition will be granted And 
once we get double track* 1 think there 
will be little difficulty in perfecting an ar- 
rangement with the Boston A Northern 
for the running ol thruugh cars to Sul 
livan square." 

The answer to one ol the much mooted 
questions, therefore, seem* to-lie with ihe 
Medford cily government, in its desire to 
improve the service to We*r*Medlord, for 
Ihe chances are that ihe wishes ol Win- 
chester and Woburn will have much les* 
weight with it than the desire of a consid- 
erable section of ils own constituents A 
guess lhat through cars would not come 
this winter, however, would probably not 
be wide o l the mark.

OILBEBTVILLE 

A Very Pretty Village In 
Berkshire Hills, Mainly 
by the George B Gilbert Co - 
Generous Gilts from the Grtlbert 
Family.— Tha Village and lta 
Great Industry 

To one visiting Gilbertville for the Erst 
time, the jeneraTair of beauty, combined 
with neatness, is striking, in some 
villages where the inhabitants are mill 
employes the appearance of poverty and 
oftentimes of squalor and wretchedness 
is painfully evident. Here we find neat 
rows of houses, each one in seeming ex 
cedent condition, well kepi yards, and in 
the upper end of the town some hand 
some residences. 

The greater part of the town is owned 
by the George H. Gilbert company and 
their large mill buildings extend from 
one end of the villtage to the other, 
while ;ao tenements are owned by them 
in the village. 

One of the first things that a visitor 
to Gilbertville will notice in looking aver 
the town is the handsome stone edifice 
of the Trinitarian Congregational church, 
which looks down irom a stately emin- 
ence with dignified magnificence upon 
the wayfarer in Ihe strert below. 

Few rich churches in larger towns and 
cities can boast so grand a place of 
worship as this little Gilbertville church 
soi lety, with a membership of perhaps 
a little over 100. The edifice was built 
and presented to the church society in 
187, by George H. Gilbert and family 
and wasdedtcated Sept. 10. 1874. lot 
cost has never been given out exactly, 
but it is variously estimated at from 
$50,000 10 fioo.ooc

In the upper pari nf the village among 
some nf Ihe moat handsome residences, 
is the Catholic church of SL Aloysius, 
the rectory and the large parochial 
scl'ool building. The rector of this 
this church. Rev William F Grace, has 
a large and growing parish to attend to 
and it is prWipally owing In his own 
personal endeavor that the church 
society is in as flourishing condition as at 
present. The parochial school building, 
in the rear of Ihe rectory, is a wooden 
structure two stones high and containing 
four rooms.

concerned, that he should not Live to a 
eery old age. 

"The heart," aalrl he, "la both a very, 
delicate and a very strong organ— that 
is, ir it I* well developed It will stand 
an enormous amount of Hlraln without 
any permanent injury, but if It la nut 
well developed It I* very easily weak- 
ened. Violent exerelae, like rowing, 
places a great deal of a train on the 
heart because when the body la being 
exerted It require* so much more pres- 
■11 re to force the blood through the 
body. Like any ether muscle that la 
worked, the heart under the added la- 
bor become* larger, and most athlete*, 
hare extra large hearts, Just us they 
also have larger muscles throughout 
the body. 

"If the strain la put upon the heart 
Hidden ly It dilates— It becomes larger, 
but not more muscular— and that la the 
danger In athletics. If a man exercise* 
gradually then bis heart also Increases 
in *lxe gradually because the muscle* 
beooaie larger, and tbla I* a perfectly 
normal condition. It almply mean* 
that the athlete uaa a atroufrr heart 
than the average and can cope with 
the extra strain that I* put upon It. A 
man needa a larger heart to row a 
race, and if gradual exercise boa so 
provided him with one then he can 
safely undergo ihe most severe test*. 

"It la the same way with the Jnnga, 
and they must I* developed gradually 
nntil they can undertake the extra 
work. A man with bla heart and lungs 
well develuiied Is In no danger, no mat- 
ter how bard the race, lie may com- 
pletely keel over at the end of the race, 
but It will likely be from sheer exhaus- 
tion, and hla heart la so strong that ri > 
effect la not at all Injurious, tie will 
be a* good a* ever In a few momenta."

Sle., who claims to have discovered 
last year tbe secret, long lost, of tem- 
pering copper, brass, lead and alomlnl 
um, now announces that he has Invent- 
ed a new dental metal similar to that 
now used for casting molds for rubber 
plates and for crown and bridge work. 

For these purposes a metal la re- 
quired that will both heat and cool 
quickly, and Duffy claim* that his 
metal, while possessing that quality, 
can also be produced at aliout one- 
fonrth the mat of the metal now In 
Use. 1 '■' ! dentists have tried It. and 
samples have been sent to dentists In 
Boston nnd New Tork. who report that 
It Is entirely satisfactory. 

When Duffy announced (bat be had 
rediscovered the method of tempering 
copper he exhibited a hatchet, a raxor 
and other Implements which had fine 
and hard edges and which he declared 
to be tempered copper. He then In- 
Tented a metal for Journal ben rings 
which he elalmed to be superior to 
Babbitt melsl and only about one- 
tenth as ex|M>nsive. This metal was 
tried In sawmills nt East Machlas and 
Is said to have proved all tbat the In- 
ventor claimed for It. 

Duffy says that a lumber mill owner 
In Minneapolis came to Mnehlaa for 
tbe purpose of purchasing this Inven- 
tion, but that be declined to sell or 
even rnlertnln an "ffer He declares 
that none of hla secrets Is for sale at 
any price,

Dr. Lyman Abbott, la bis recent ar- 
ticle In tbe Atlantic against equal 
rights for women, expresses tbe oplu 
Ion that tbe majority of women "will 
neither be forced nor enticed" out of 
their present state of. dlaf ram hlsemenl.

In the fall of 1839, a year made 
immortal in the political world by 
the canvass of ** Tippecanoe and 
Tyler too,'* a portion of the good 
eitinens of Woburn determined to 
try the experiment of printing a 
newswaper in this town. Politics 
weiv watm, and as a majoritv of 
the company were whipi, it was de- 
termined to make the juiper a 
liehal one and support the candidate 
of the whip; party for the Presidency. 
Several friends of the party in 
Reading, South Heading and Stone- 
ham, had previously printed a paper 
in Stonehaiii, called the " Regula- 
tor," lint thinking the influence of 
the sheet would In* greater if 
printed here, the press and types 
were removed to Woburn. This 
" Regulator " ceased, and the name 
of the Sentinel " was given to 
the papers. This first printing es- 
tablishment was valued at *»">00 
and the stock was divided into 
shares nf *20 each. The " Senti- 
nel " was printed in the rooms now 
occupied [in 18591 by the W'.lnmi 
Rank, by John Wiley and W. O. 
Blum 'hard, under the name of 
Wiley and Blanc hard 

\\ obnrii nt tluiT time was -unall, 
its inhabitants scattered, and the 
support uf the paper was meagre. 
The proprietors continued to pub- 
lish the paiier. however, for six 
mouths, when, finding that it did 
not pay, they discontinued it. 
The printing materials were re- 



very shortlived; though published 
in Wnbum, the people did not look 
u|Kin it as a home paper, and would 
not support it. It lived but six 
weeks. 

On March 27th, 184b, the "Ga- 
zette " was revived by Mr. White 
and published by him for seventeen 
ti ninths, when the office was dis- 
posed nf to Smith it Kelley & Co., 
who commenced publishing on the 
ordofScpt. 184(5, the "Weekly 
Advertiser." This was continued 
to seven number*, when the name 
of the paper was changed to the 
" Guide-Post." It continued under 
their management until May 13, 
1847, when it was disposed of to 
H. N. Hastings [of Lynn, 1902]. 
Neither Mr. Smith mir Mr. Kelley 
were practical printers, and wishing 
to devote their whole rime to their 
respective, businesses, they sold out 
as above.

The history of uewspaperdom in 
Winchester does not go back many 
years, when other town institutions 
are taken into consideration. By 
thU is meant a strictly Winchester 
paper — utie printed and composed 
here. Long liefore the toWTJ was 
incorporated iu 1851, the inhabi- 
tants wen* supplied with tile town 
news through the medium of the 
Woburn pa pei-s of which place 
Winchester was then a part. It 
was tint until August :il. lKK'.i, that 
our town had a home pi intetl and 
eomjaised paiicr fur the Hist time 
in its history — the Winchester 
S 1 a it. For eight years previous to 
that date the t-lAH was printed in 
Stoueham bv the brother!, R L. and 
W. E, Whittier, the first i*MM 
being on Friday, .June l!lj, 1881, 
and the only real connection it had 
with the town wuk iu its being sent 
through the local postolfioe, all the 
work being done in Stoneham. 
During tliose tlays the Woburn 
papers -the Journal and Advertiser 
— -had a large oHnfltoUli here, the 
late Edwin A. Wadleigh being the 
Winchester correspond* lit for the 
latter paper, and from hi* pen came 
racy and pointed correspondence. 
The Journal placed a great many 
j papers among the inhabitants dur- 
ing those days, and even today the 
j names of scores of the older people 
! are to be found among the list of 
subscribers of this staunch and 
fearless Kepublican paper. 

Fur several vears liefore the pres- 
ent owner purchased the St \K lie 
had been its Winchester correspon- 
dent, aud had aLo acted in the -ame 
capacity for the Boston Traveler.

SETTLEMENT OF MAINE, 



I nteresting Facts from the History 
^ at the State of Maine, 1602- 
Laying out the Site and Naming 
the Town of Yarmouth, etc. 



'In the beginning of the year 1603, there 
was not one European family un the 
whole coait of America, from rlorirla to 
Greenland. There had been made, 
previous to this time, three attempts to 
aettle Virginia, and one in 1602 by Gos- 
nold, to plant a colony on the aouthern 
coaat of Maasathuictta ; all of which 
failed. The whole coast of North 
America was now open to European 
enterprise, and although discouragements 
bad hitherto attended the efforts of com 
mercial speculation, yet it was not dis- 
heartened In 1 60 j, new esertions were 
made, which resulted in bringing the 
coast of Maine more into notice, and pre- 
paring the way for future settlements 
upon It." 

'* The township of North Yarmouth — 
originally called Wescustogo, the Indian 
name of Royal Kiver,— was granted to 
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each bouse-lot.' Ant two of the committee 
with the seleclmen, were authorUed to 
grant lands 'to such as they should enter 
tain as inhabitants.' A committee was 
appointed to procure a minister A grant 
of land was made to Walter Geodall, of 
100 acres, near the Falmouth boundary , 
'and George Pierson was appointed re- 
corder lo the town of North Yarmouth 
From history of Cumber 
aine. 

THF TOWN OF TAHKOfTH. 

The pioneer s-lller J if Yarmouth was 
William Royal!. He |wai a cleaver of 
timber and came from England in 16 ig 
In 1636 he built a log house near what 
soon came to lie known aa Koyall's rtner, 
and In 1643, he had prospered sufficiently 
10 purchase of Thomas Gorges a large 
tract of land in addition to his homestead 
property. In 1637, John Cousins bought 
and moved on to the land between the 
two branches of Cousins' rivet, after 
w arris occupied by Mr. Lane.

Joseph l'hippen and others in 1680— 
the same year it was Incorporated as a 
town and its name changed to North 
Yarmouth, probably from Yarmouth 
in England. The Danforth govern 
menl had then come into power, and 
■"resident Danforth, acting under 
authority of Massachusetts, came to Fal- 
mouth 10 aid in the resettlement of the 
towns which had been destroyed liurinu 
King Philip's War. While at Fort 
Loyal, in the discharge of this duty, he 
incorporated North Yarmouth, addina 
somewhat to Its dimensions on the west 
side, as the following act will show : 
' Fort Loyal ts Falmoi'th, 
:2d September, 16S0. 
•" For the further inlargemen! and m- 
couragement to the settlement of the 
townships by the governor and company 
Of the Massachusetts, on the casteily 
side of the Wescustogo River, on Casco 
Bay: It is hereby granted unto them 
that the waste lands lying between the

" The records commence with an order 
relative 10 the settlement of the town, 
dated July 13, iliSi, signed by llartholo 
mew Gedney, Joshua Scott, Silvatius 
Davis, and Waller Gendall, a committee 
'impowered lo older and regulate the 
settlement ol a township granted by the 
governor and company of the Colony of 
Massachusetts proprietors r.i the Prov- 
ince of M ante, ou the northerly part of 
Casco Hay. formerly called Wescustogo, 
and now name 1 North Yarmouth.' In 
laying oul the town, the committee deter- 
miner! that Hie place ot huil bng should 
tie on the land commonly c-xHert Maine's 



Point. Hugh Mnsier settled on Mosier's 
Island in 1647, and Nicholas White came 
me same year. John Holman settled on 
Prince's Point, near Mr. Mayne. In 
1658 a fort or stronghold was erected on 
Mr. Koyall's place, and a saw-mill was 
built at the lower falls bv Henry Saward. 

tireat care was always exercised in 
selecting defensive localities for dwel- ; 
lings. Kvery man's home was his castle. 
Forts or strongho ds of limber were 
erected singly, if alone, while near neigh- ! 
bors joined in a more substantial place of 
retreat and defense against Indian incur- 
sions, and in this one of the families lived. 

In June, 1675, the Indians began war 
ol extermination against the settlers who 
were fast encroaching upon their favorite 
fishing grounds. Lane's island had been 
their council ground, and its western end 
their burial place. Another burial place 
was at Maine's point. James Lane was 
the first victim to the Indian tomahawk ; 
and on the following afternoon two sons 
of Mr. Hazelton, who had recently bought 
the remaining half ol Cousins' island, 
were killed while hunting their cows in 
the woods. The panic-slrii ken settlers 
abandoned their homes in haste. Royall's 
fort was destroyed, the mills burned, and 
the dwellings and improvements laid 
waste. Alter three years, peace was 
made, and the inhabitants relumed to 
their desolate homes. 

In September, i'j8o, the name was 
changed 10 North Yarmouth. A com- 
mittee appointed bv Governor Danforth 
10 determine Hie most delensible place 
tor laving oul a town, fixed upon' the 
neck or flat south of Koyall's river, for- 
merly occupied by John Mayne and John I 
Holman, and comprising all the land 
south of the Meeting House Ridge. Tile 
former owners were awarded lands else- 
where in eschange lor their old lilies, on 
condition of actual settlement. 

In 1680, when the King Philip War 
with Uie Indians broke out anew, there | 
were thirty six families settled along the 
shores of North Yarmouth most of whom 
were in the prtsent town of Yarmouth. 
The mills were again burned, and the in- 
habitants of Lane's Island butchered. 
Again forced 10 abandon their homes 
ihe remaining settlers removed to Jenelfs 
Island and built a fori there 10 protect 
themselves until they could return to 
Massachusetts. 

It was in 1715 before the inhabitants 
and their descendants began 10 return to 
llicir old homes, now covered with a 
second B ro.vih of young trees. Through 
all the denruciion fie Indians had pre- 
served only the barn of VI r. Sayw.ird. 
Five soldiers were sent from Hos on to

the redoubt is for many rods composed 
of shells intermixed with the soil, the ac- 
cumulation of those annual Indian leasts. 

The town of Yarmouth was incor- 
porated August 8, 1N49. and comprises 
the southern half ol the town of North 
Yarmouth. It is bounded on the north 
by North Yarmouth, on the east by 
I'ownal and Freepott, on the? south bv 
Casco Hay and on the west by Cumber- 
land. 

The town comprises the greater por- 
tion of the early settlements formerly 
called Wescustogo, and taken possession 
of by Walter Anthony lirackell. 

The islands belonging 10 the town are 
Cousins, Liltlejohns, Creat and Little 
Mogea, Lane's and Crab Islands. Koy- 
all's river, passing 10 Ihe southward 
through the center of the town, furnishes 
three fine water powers, the lower of 
which is at the head ol steamboat navi- 
gation. 

The beautiful hay, abounding with fish 
and fowl, dotted with verdant islands, 
the bountiful supply of timber upon its 
shores, and Ihe immense profits of trade 
wilh the Indians, were allurements not to 
be resisted by the hardy sons of Ihe I'll 
grim Fathers of New Kngland. The ex- 
tensive mud fiats along the shores 
abounded in clams, the shells of which 
had accumulated in immense heaps 
through many generations of the red 
men.

The first issue was the 
first Saturday in January, 1888. 
I nlike the Star this paper was 
printed in Boston. Its life was 
brief, ami the outcome can liest be 
summed up in the following taken 
from a contemporary of issue of 
Aug. 11, 1888: 

Over three weeks ago there was 
placed in the post office a placard 
informing the people of the town 
that the Times newspajs'r bail sold 
out and that publication would be 
suspended until Aug. 4th. The 

| time for its reappearance has come 
and still it has nut made its appear- 
ance, and the prosjiects are it never 
will. This defunct paper stirted 
oft' with a great deal of bluster and 
promise. The village was to have 
a publication such as it never 

i before had possessed. It was to 
I', devoted to literary dissertations 
from the pens of prominent people 
of the town, and as the expected 
rush from this cause was to lie so 
great the writers were informed 
beforehand that articles would he 
limited to a certain space. This it 
seemed was all moonshine, and only 
originated in the brain of the writer, 
as they failed to appear in the 
paper. There was no room for the 
Times in town, as there is not busi- 
ness ;m ,l inhabitants enough to 
properly rammt two paiiers. From 
the first few numls'rs of the 
Times it began to fail as a news- 
paper, and was only noted for the 
miscellaneous matter published, 
w hich had not the remotest connec- 
tion with the town. It showed an 
unpardonable lack of enterprise ami 
its subscribers ceased to look to it 
as a medium of town affairs. Its 
advertisers and subscribers were 
assured before the paper started 
that it was to lie a village institu- 
tion presses, type, and everything 
pertaining to a first-class paper to 
la- in town. l*|ion this understand- 
ing many advertiser) and subscribed, 
who never would had they supposed 
otherwise. No doubt its patrons 
would have overlooked this unkept 
promise did the paper make any 
pretense of printing towu news. 
The inhabitants when they take a 
paper want the one that gives the 
news. The boast was made by the 
editor of the Times in its inaugural 
number that he pro|iosed to "scoop 
in" the Star. That he signally 
failed is well known, and the boot 
turned out to lie on the other leg. 

NEWSPAPER WAR. 

The proprietors of the Winchester 
Star are out in battle array against 
the Winchester Times, and are 
going to see which shall be success- 
ful in obtaining the supremacy in 
the town. 

As an outsider, so far as the 
.mecess of either paper is concerned, 
we can look on and see the sport 
and can only advise our residents 
to patronize the "old and reliable " 
Wohnrn pajiers, whose correspon- 
dents have chronicled the little 
doings of this town for so many 
years, to the liest of their ability. 
January, 1888. 

Winchester's daily. 

On May 1, 18!t'2, Winchester 
received its first daily newspaper, 
printed at Woburn by I'. Vey llol- 
maji. This paper of four pages, 
lived for but a short time and was 
printed as an annex to a Woburn 
pnoer. The news of Winchester 
was given in one column, while a 
like space was devoted to Woburn. 

THE next v enti re. 

The Winchester Press was the 
next venture, starting here as a 
corporation OctoW 29, 1900. 
The office was in the building on 
Main street formerly used as a 
postoffioe. The paper was eicht 
pages in size and for the first year 
a most excellent sheet was published, 
but the pace proved ton swift. 

There was trouble in making re- 
ceipt* and expenses meet with the 
result that the news service began 
to decline and ill order to keep with- 
in the income part of the paper was 
printed in Boston. For a year 
before the company assigned, a 
month ago, it had beeu steadily 
losing ground. 

Winchester is not and never has 
be«n a promising field for more 
than one paper financially. It is 
only by the closest attention of a 
practical printer who is a trained 
in ail the details that go to 
a paper, that even fair suc- 
ean be attained, and then only 
1 by constant hustle and watchful- 
ness both in and out of the office.

Lace Caucus Law 



Representative Robert Lnce will he 
present in the small Town Hall this 
Saturday evening at 8 o'clock to meet 
the voter, of both partleB and eiplaln 
to them the object of the Lnce caucus 
law, paused by the laat Legislature. 
Citizens will be expected to vote on 
the acceptance or rejection of this 
new law at the November election, 
therefore it In very Impoi tnut in order 
to arrive at a clear undemanding of 
the law, that they be present at this 
meeting. 

Register ana Tote. 

On the number of ballots cast this 
year will depend the question of 
whether Winchester la to become a 
separate Representative district here- 
after or not. Next year a new appor- 
tionment la to be made and unless a 
sufficient number of ballots are cast 
at the November election, then the 
town will continue to constitute but a 
section of a district as at present. For 
this reason especial efforts should 
be made to get out a large vote by 
both parties and thereby have a repre- 
sentative in the General Court even 
year. 

Not Needed in Winchester. 

At the dinner of the Republican 
Editorial Association in Boston last 
Friday, Mr. Robert Luce, the father 
of the new Luce caucus laws, was one 
of the speakers, and be advised the 
editors that If in their sections the 
people had regular town meeting 
caucuses for the selection of candi- 
dates for public office not to advocate 
the adoption of the Luce bill. He 
aald that legislation was aimed to shut 
off abuses in citea where the opposite 
party had a strong hand in nominat- 
ing candidates. 

Three weeks ago the Star took this 
same ground, and said that there was 
no occasion for Winchester adopting 
this new law at the November election. 

An Unwise Move 

Practical Politics la trying to make 
a little capital for Uov. Bates because 
of hia veto of the Winchester High 
school loan bill last winter. It would 
have been better not to have stirred 
up this matter again, as there are 
many fair minded oitiaena who be- 
lieve that the Governor's manner of 
showing his disapproval of the bill 
vmt. too dramatic and that a hint of 
hia int«ntiun would have been -iitti- 
cent to cause the gentlemen having 
the loan in charge to withdraw the 
bill. This proceedure has been com- 
mon at the State House, and should 
have been done In Winchester's case 
and thus prevented the scandal and 
sensation that resulted from this veto. 
It was a play for the gallery, and for 
this reason Practical Politics should 
not revive it in the hope of inrreaaing 
the Governor's vote, at least in this 
town.

W, L. Tuck, the only result being to 
stir up feeling and put a number ol 
people to considerable bother. 

Edward Danehy Discharged. 

Mr. Edward Danehy who was held in 
Ij.ooo bonds pending civil suit was ilis- 
charged by Judge Johnson of the 5th 
District Court, last Saturday morning. 
His case comes up before the court 
tomorrow when he will be an»werable 
to the charge of assault and battery.

On Wednesday of last week Mr. Danehy 
who is employed by Mrs. Heriitk as a 
gardner and caretaker fsf her place, saw 
two boys up in one of her trees stealing 
apples. He called to them and told them 
to get down at the same time running to- 
ward the tree. Just as he got there, he 
says, one of the ooy* who was in the tree, 
the other having already got down, jumped 
and injured his leg. It is alleged that 
Mr. Danehy kicked the boy while on the 
ground, hut this Mr. Danehy emphatical- 
ly denies. The boys lalher entered a 
suit tor damages against Mr. Danehy. 
In Court Saturday J urige Johnson, after 
hearing witnesses for both the defense 
and the prosecution held Mr. Danehy 
upon his own recognizance.

Reports Promising for Big Game Seekers 
Welcome again, October dayt! Ko« 
eagerly yuur approach has ueen awaiied' 
Tne atmospheie seems 10 work hypnotic | 
charms. Already thougnts and cares of 
business have been vainstied, and there is 
but one spot on mis cartn tor the eager 
Nimrod. Hundreds arc already journey- 
ing to the woods ol Maine: hundreds more 
are sitting around Hie smoking cimp-tires, 
telling tales ot woodland encounters, or 
in some cases weaving stories prompted 
by tne sight ot tiieit hanging fairies; 
hut the vast army ot Invading sportsmen 
are just anticipaiing.-and what antici- 
pations: t hey are an impatient lur their 
1903 crack at the deer and moose. 

Jusi louk oner this vast wilderness and 
picture, or try to picture, the hundreds ol 
naunu where the deer and moose arc 
herding, thoughtless of the impending 
Utility which is marked tor them. 

The hi 51 place is the Kangeley region, 
named Irom the chain ol lakes which are 
located here, and this is one ol the most 
proline hunting sections m all Maine. 
1 he altitude 01 this region makes it an 
especially desirable haunt lur the person 
seeking rest; and the plcntitude ot deer 
assures success, if tne hunter has any de- 
gree ol skill. Vou will surely sight tuem, 
and then it's up to you, 1 1 you are an 
experienced hunter, you know how to go 
about it; it not, your guide will direct vou, 
and you will teara your nrst lesson in the 
sport in which man. and also woman 
nnds health and recreation. 

Northeast ol the Kangcleys is the 
Mooseheaii territory, around the silvery 
lakes where the campers and fishermen 
have been dallving ail summer and watch- 
ing the lour-tooled scamperers, who, 
through familiarity, have bred, what now 
proves, a tatal contempt, Du just as you 
like here; build your camp, go to the hotel 
or seek out your last year s resort. On, 
yea, there arc some hotels in this region, 
and you arc thus saved the trouble of 
roughing it. 

To the east ol Greenville, which is the 
point 01 entry to the Moose head territory, 
is Mt. Katahdin. and around these pine 
and spruce lands the big fellows roam. 
This is a choice moose section, and every 
year hunters from as lar west as Cali- 
fornia journey to this famous rendezvous. 

South ot Mooschead going to the west, 
toward the Kangeleys, is Tiingham, the 
central puint tur departure into the Dead 
Klver region, where the deer and moose 
find excellent leeding grounds. This 
country is always the meeting place for 
hunter and hunted. L'aribuu are seen 
here, or at least in the Upper Kennebec 
region which is adjoining, but. unlike 
their brother moose, they are privileged 
to roam unmolestd, as the piotecling arm 
of the state ot Maine guards them for a 
number ol years to come. 

farther ouith is that famed section 
which holds the record lor moose and 
deer shipment,— the bangor & Aroostook 
region. One needs only to look at last 
year's shipment from this region, and the 
sportsman who yearns tor a moose will 
wrH go thither 

Another region which is still unknown, 
even to the lumberman who has penetrated 
into the thickest of the thickets in the 
pine wilderness, is the Washington 
County region. This territory is infested 
with deer and moose, ind something more 
trying, lor il the sportsman has the nerve 
to tackle llruin and heard him in his own 
domains, then seek ihe berry patches ul 
Washington L'ounty. 

The law this year provides that all non 
resident hunters shall, upon entering 
Maine, take out a license, if their quest is 
deer or moose. This is done tor the 
protection of the game, and these licenses 
can be procured lrom the Kish and Game 
Commissioners at Augusta, Me , and at 
\ it s n:li.-l |-i.inl> 



Should time allow, the forests of New- 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia, where nun 
dreds every year journey, will prove 
an alluring ground, fleer and moose are 
very numerous there, and good sport is 
poslively assured. 

However, deer and moose are not the 
only quarry to be found in Maine, — such 
delicacies as wild duck, ruffed grouse, 
woodcock, sandpipes. teal, gray duck, 
etc., and small game in any quantity. 

T he Boston & Maine Railroad, which 
connects for all points in Maine and New 
Brunswick, will send, upon receipt of 
two cents by the General Passenger De- 
partment, Boston, a delightfully illustrat- 
ed|bookletcontaining a map and a full dea 
crlption of the game region of Maine and 
how to reach it. t he title of this book 
let is " Fishing and Hunting."

The time eonaomed by n imlnter Id 
flipping bis brush Into a paint bucket 1 
and t-taortng any excess of paint tak- 1 
en up thereby la greater than might at 
Unit appear, and any device which 
would do away with thin Irksome de- i 
tall would surprisingly Increase the 
amount of work that a painter could 
accomplish In a given time. Such a 
Kpvloe ha a been Invented by Mr. John 
brabn of Rtoughton. Wis., and an II- 
*u*trsrkro of the apparatus Is shown 
herewith. 

The apparatus rornprlsos a reservoir 
for the point, which la lisl to the brush 
through a fleilhle tut*> by ulr pressure. 
The air pressure In the reservoir Is at- 
I by means of a band pump at the

Side, ns shown In section In the cut. 
The pump connects with the bnttnm of 
the reservoir and (Mm the ni' rtrroagfa 
the pntnt to nn air spm-e at the top. A 
vertical tube mounted outside of the 
reservoir connects at the bap nud at the 
bottom with the interior of the sit me. 
This tube la provide d with two viilves, 
and secured to n nipple tietwoen these 
valves Is a flexible tube, which lit Its 
lower end connects with a fixed tulie in 
the brush handle. 

A valve located at the base of the 
handle Is provided with a thumb piece, 
which by means of a leaf spring Is 
norma lly held In such position as to 
close the fixed tube. The lower end of 
the handle Is formiil with a threaded 
item, on to which the brush proper Is 
screwed. The stein ' Is also provided 
with an Internal thread ndnpt<*d ti. re- 
ceive a short tulie to which Is secured 
what l« called the "distributer." The 
distributer consists of n fan sjin|n*l 
canvas web. made double, unit between 
the rolds of which cords nn' pla-'wd. 
The webs are sewed together between 
tin- cords In such manner as to form 
channels throtiKh which the paint van 
freely flow to the brlstlea. 

The pnlnter can accurately control 
tin* flow of [mint through the brush by 
depressing the thumb piece on the 
thumb handle. After the painting Is 
done the lower valve of the reservoir 
la rlns.sl and the upper one opened to 
admit a flow of compressed nlr through 
the tube and brush, discharging all 
paint therefrom.

After a time the town officers, at 
suggestion of cituens. forced Ihe differ- 
ent companies into the Idea thai good 
square finished hard pine poles were 
none to good for our main streets and 
public places. Since that time, not 
many years ago, the spruce poles have 
been replaced by hard pine.have been kept 
in good order and have looked as well as 
such necessary nuisances can look along 
the way. A bright wideawake corres- 
pondent of the Star, " Echoes,'' ! think 
he styled himself, had a good deal to do 
in calling attention to the abuse ol cor- 
porate power in putting up such mean 
poles at were first planted in our streets, 
not painting them, etc. .and bringing about 
a reform in the matter for which he re- 
ceived and deserved a great deal of 
credit.

If the town 
officers do not care lo move in the mat- 
ter, a town meeting should be called and 
the people be allowed in express their 
mind on the subject.

Last Saturday evening Representative 
Robert Luce, father of the new Luce 
caucus law, was present in the Town Hall 
and spoke very interestingly on the bene- 
fits of this law especially in cities and 
large towns. The meeting was held 
under the auspices of the Republican 
and Democratic Town committeei. the 
object being to give the voters an oppor- 
tunity to learn about the new system. 

Mr. Luce said that the gist of the joint- 
caucus idea is the holding of the caucuses 
of all parties at the same time and place. 
Though called a primary election it is is 
one important regard distinctly con* 
trasted with the main election. On elect- 
ing day all citizens regsrdless of parly 
hold what was originally a mass meeting, 
and is still such In theory, for the purpose 
of selecting between candidates pot 
forward by parties and by independent 
groups ol nominators. Hut on nominal- 
ing day such citlrens as are members of 
partlea, and those only, are under the nest 
[aw to hold 5in.ultaneous mass meetings. 
It is to be noticed that independent groups 
of cititens. who may still as of old pre- 
sent candidates lor the judgment of all 
the citizens on electing day. by the use of 
nomination papers, are to have nothing 
to do with the work ot the political or 
municipal parties for wheyse convenience 
and protection the nominating day law is 
provided. 

In providing that the caucuses of all 
parlies shall he held on the same dav. we 
nave not deviated one whit from the 
long established theory that the work ol 
patty caucuses shall be confined to party 
members .As the voter enters the rail 
he announces to the officer who is giving 
out the ballots the paity for which he 
desires to vote and receives that party 
ticket. He llien proceeds lo mark his 
ballot according to Ihe Australian sys- 
tem. His name is checked on the list as 
belonging to the party for which he casts 
his ballot. He is then on record a mem- 
ber of that party and cannot vote for any 
other party in the caucus until he notifies 
the city or town clerk at least ninety days 
before he wishes to make Ihe change. 

There is the misconception that the 
voter's action on nominating day is to 
have some relation lo his action on elect- 
ing day. Misinformed people are saying 
that Ihe voter's balloi choice al the pri- 
mary is 10 restrict him to use of the bal- 
lot of the same partv on electing day. 
Whether a voter will then mark candi- 
dates of Ihe party whose ballot he took 
on nominating dav, will as of old rest en 
lirely wilh his own judgment and his own 
conscience.

The 
predictions of the last school re- 
port have been more than fulfilled. 
Winchester not only stands, as 
was predicted, in the same col- 
umn with Boston, in the gradu- 
ated scale of the Secretary's re- 
port, but within two of it, and is 
the fifth town in the State ; and 
in the next annual report it will 
stand higher still, unless there is 
quite an advance in some other 
towns. Our present position in the 
scale, it will be remembered, in- 
dicates our relative standing the 
first year of our existence, and not 
that of 

expired. In the next report 
therefore, we shall occupy a still 
more elevated position. 

Our High School has obtained 
a reputation, even beyond the 
limits of our town, which it fully 
merits, as a school of peculiar ex- 
cellence. Through the whole of 
last year, there were pupils from 
out of town who were allured to 
the place solely by the attractions 
of the High School. The admis- 
sion of such pupils has been 1 



equally divided among the num- 
ber of scholars stated above, would 
give nine dollars forty-four cents 
and three mills to each ; an amount 
greater than that raised by any 
other town in the State, with two 



that this is the poorest school 
house in the town. They will prob- 
ably ask the town to build them 
a new house in their own time. 

The salaries paid the teachers, 
during the past year, are as fol- 
I lows : To the teacher of the High 
School was paid the sum of 650 
I dollars for the year, or for 45 
weeks ; to the teacher of the 
Grammar School, 35 dollars per 
month ; to a female teacher of the 
same school, 26 dollars per month, 
fur one term : to the teacher of 
the Primary School, 22 dollars per 
month ; and to all remaining 
teachers, 18 per month. All the 
teachers pay their own board out 
of these respective sums. 

The iior.iucr of months that all 
the schools were taught during 
the year was 75 1-2, making an 
average of nine months one week 
and three and three fourths days 
to each school. The High School 
was taught 45 weeks, and it was 
the intention to have had all the 
other schools continue 40 weeks, 
but as some of the school houses 
were not completed at the opening 
of the term, only three out of 
seven continued that length of 
time. The whole number of 
scholars who have attended in all 
the schools in the summer term 
was 246 ; the average attendance 
wa» 185. The whole attendance 
in the tall term 260 ; average at- 
tendance was 202. The whole 
attendance in the winter term was 
265 ; average attendance 196 The 
average attendance for the year 
was 194 The number of scholars 
under five years of age, who h?ve 
attended the sc hools in the past 
year was 21 ; the number over 
fifteen years of age was 54, mak- 
ing 75 scholais who have attended 
the schools, that were not included 
in the number between five and 
fifteen years of age. 

The Mystic School was taught 
40 weeks, during the past year, 
with 30 different scholars, and an 
average of ahoui 20. The school 
has long bc?n under the instruc- 
tion of Miss Pamelia Synimes, who 
has uniformly given perfect satis- 
faction to the members of that 
division. The school was consider- 
ably broken up, during the last 
term, by sickness and bad travel- 
ing ; but at the final examination 
it appeared as well as could have 
been expected, under such cir- 
cumstances. Observations have

History of the First Meeting 
House, by Edward Russell 
Also Extracts from Mrs. 
Smith's Story of Old Meeting 
House, 1847, by Marshall N. 
Rich, a Native of Old North 
Yarmouth, Me. 



An mended notice ot Edward Russell. 
bi> talhei, and his descendants is given 
in ihe New England ^Historical and Ge- 
nealogical Register, vol. nvii, p. 390. 
From this it appears that he was great- 
ly interested in the history ol the town 
and state, and that at the time of his 
death, he had commenced 10 arrange 
materials (or a full history of. the town. 

From this writer's work, the following 
is copied, in which is found a complete 
account of the early history ol the lirsi 
Yarmouth meeting house, which stood 
on the plain below the ledge to a period 
within the memory of persons now 
living 

" A tax was assessed upon the home 
lots for raising money to bu'ld a meet- 
ing house in April, 1729. 1 find nothing 
further on record or on file, respecting it 
that year, except a proposal from a car- 
penler In Medford to do the work. As a 
meeting was held in the house, April 24, 
1730, to give a call to Rev. Mr. Cutter, 
there is no doubt the building was raised 
and the outside partly finished in 1729. 
The hoards were rafted from the mill at 
the lower falls, 1 suppose, to Larrabee's 
Landing, there beinn nn road by which 
lumber could be hauled from the mill to 
the meeting house. Five years after, 
a committee was appointed to clap 
board the house, and finish all except 
making the pews. In two years more, 
a vote was passed to phsier the meet- 



protected and hoed forty shillings for 
not attending to the Court! order for 
making a pair ol stocks, cage, and a 
ducking stool, t presume the whipping 
post and stocks erected one hundred 
years after, were in compliance with 
some statute, to avoid another line. 

" Among the things which recall to our 
remembrance the fashion of former 
times, the horse block deserve* a place 
in history. For many yeais, a large con 
gregation assembled lor public worship 
in this house, when there were cot two 
carriages in the town in which persons 
could nde to meeting ; yet every horse 
carried as many as at the present time, 
and to accommodate the ladies, a large 
piece of timber was placed at the east 
end of the meeting house, about three 
and a half feet high, with steps at one 
end. When the congregation was dis- 
missed, this became the centre of a most 
animated scene. The top was immediate- 
ly occupied. Men and boys, soon mount 
ed, came around with pillions ; the horse 
hardly stopped to receive his burden . 
a lady was ready to occupy a seat behind 
ber husband ; another tossed a child into 
her lap, and the next moment was on the 
succeeding horse herself. In this style 
hall the assembly were in a few minutes, 
without confusion or disorder, on their 
way home, the horses two or three 
abreast, and conversation was carried on 
by the riders, either grave or gay, ac 
cording as impressions had been made 
upon their minds by the sermon of the 
preacher. 

"The first minister employed here, of 
whom we have anv record, was Rev. 
Samuel Seabury, who preached from 
1727 to November, 1729. He received an 
invitation to settle here, which was uot 
accepted. Rev. Ammi Kuhamah Cutler, 
who began to preach here, Nov. 10, 1729, 
ana was ordained Nov. 18, 17J0, became 
the first settled pastor.

T his article first appeared in the I'ort 
land Transcript. It is from he pen of 
.Mr. Marshall N. Rich, a native ol old 
North Yarmouth, Maine. 

"The history of the first churches 
established in Maine, is fraught wilh the 
most thrilling romance, and intense in- 
terest, especially lo her sons and riaugh 
ters, a> the growth and progress of her 
churches are perhaps more directly and 
intimately identified with the increase 
and development of the State, than thost 
ol any other section of the country. 

" The vitality that has ever attached 
10 the most impoverished and feeble 
organizations, under the extreme adverse 
ami disheartening circumstances, has 
indeed been marvellous. 

'■ T he first church gathered in Maine 
was at York, in the year 1673 1 the next 
at Wells, in 1701 ; and another M South 
Berwick, the same year : the next al 
Kilterv, in 1714 1 then al Elliot, in 1711 : 
then at Falmouth ( Portlaj d ) the fir,t 
parish, in 17171 and the same year at 
Scarborough : then at llirldelurd and at 
Keenebuitk in 1730 . and the same year 
was formed the church that worshipped 
in the 'Old Meetinghouse by the 
Ledge' at .North Yaimouth Eorcside, 
which has, no doubt, the most remark- 
able history ol either of the above named. 
( excepting, perhaps, the First Parish in 
Portland.) and of which, few, if any, of 
Ulcr organizations, can boast.

" The old church has a history of 1 
events that is entirely unknown 10 the 
churches and church-goers of modern 
days. The splendor and luxurious mag- 
I nificence associated with temoles o( 
I worship of the present day. was entirely ( 
unknown to the ancient worshippers by ! 
ihe ledge: here came. Sabbath after Sab- 
bath, whole families from many miles 
distant, mounted on horseback, each 
armed wilh a musket to defend him- 
self from the frequent attacks nf the 
Indians, who were so exceedingly 
troublesome thai it was necessary to 
maintain a garrison for many years in 
the old Block-House, established near 
the meeting-house, to protect them- 
selves from the incursions of the aborigi- 
nes during their woiship. 

■■ The inhabitants were often obliged 
10 forsake their dwellings and take to 
Ihe garrison, and compelled to carry 
arms in their daily walks, and at Iheir 
labor, and many lost their lives, or were 
carried into captivity by the Indians. 
Indeed, history furnishes many thrilling 
narratives incidental to Ihe old church 
to which our limited space will not 
admit of more than a casual allusion at 
this time. 

" In striking contrasl to our warm, 
j comfortably carpeted and upholstered 
I churches, the devoted congregation wor- 
shipped for two years, through .ill the 
I rigors of winter, in the old meeting-house 
. bv the ledge belore il was shingled or 
I plastered, and. according to I'arsnn 
-.mith's Journal.' sermons in those days 
1 were seldom less than two hours long. 
" The interior of this quaint old church 
was finished not in polished walnut, or 
oiled ash, but in plain, unpainted -pump- 
kin pine.' T he pews were raised one 
Sep above the aisles, and were square, 
h .ving seals on four sides, designed for 
Urge families, and a door which 
fastened upon the inside, ami so high that

These stoves were suopjied 
with hot embers by the sexton, whose 
duty it was in winter to fill the foot- 
sioies as the old ladies came inlo the 
house, and at which the male portion of 
the congregation were accustomed to 
warm up their frosiv fingers, sufficient to 
laal them Ihroughout ihe service*. 

" I'nder all these vicissitudes and 
struggles with adverse circumstances, this 
church continued to gain strength and 
numbers ; and the records exhibit a rep- 
etition of the same name, down ihree, 
four, five and six generations; and there 
are instances in which an early member 
has had in the church a posterity of more 
than a hundred, and even more than a 
hundred and filly souls.

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TOWN HISTORY.

fifteen years of age. Miss VVent- 
■worth is a good teacher, and the 
school has made fair progress. If, 
however, she could exercise more 
energy, and inspire her pupils 
with more promptness, and en- 
force a more decided system of 
•order and discipline, her service 
would be far more profitable, and 
her labors more fully appreciated. 

The Hill School was taught 40 
weeks, during the pa»t year ; the 
whole number of scholars was 20. 
the average 16. The services ot 
its former active and efficient 
teacher, Miss Elvira M. Harring- | 
ton, were continued. Miss Har- 1 
rington unites a good education 
with decision, energy and prompt- 
ness, and withal an aptness to 1 
teach. The committee, and we . 
believe the whole division, were 
much pleased with the general 
management of the school. At 
the final examination, every thing, 
even to the time of the recess, was 
conducted in the prompt, business- 
like manner, that so peculiarly 
characterizes the present age, and 
that so certainly fits a person for 
the realities of life. In addition 
to the usual recitation, compo- 
sitions were read, written by schol- 
ars from seven to ten years of age, 
that would reflect great credit on 
many twice that age. The finest 
specimens of penmanship, with the 
exception of those to t>e mentioned 
in the Grammar School, were here 
exhibited. 

There is, however, one serious 
fault that prevails in this school, 
and that is an indistinctness of 
utterance. The teacher has spent 
hours and days in trying to over- 
come this pernicious habit. It 
seems almost impossible to induce 
some of the hoys in this school to 
open their mnuths, and when they 
were opened the sounds that are 
emitted seemed to be obstructed. 
This is all owing to a caieless 
habit of conversation while at 
home ; and the teacher must, in 
some instances, spend weary years 
of toil in overcoming it. Much 
assistance could be rendered the 
teacher, and an incalculable bene- 
fit to the scholar, it parents would 
see to it, that neither they no 
their children are ever allowed to 
utter a word or sentence in any 
other than a correct pronouncia- 
tion, and with a uistinct articu- 
lation. 

The Rataford School did not go 
into operation till the commence- 
ment of the fall term ; it having 
been formed principally, fmrn the 
Centre division. The fall and 
winter terms were taught 13 
weeks each. The whole number 
in attendance was 24, the average 
16. This low average was owing 
to an epidemic that prevailed 
Miss I.ydia Ann Pearsons was 
employed as teacher, and her 
labors have resulted in a very re- 
spectable improvement of the 
school, and a general satisfaction 
on the part of all interested . 

There is in this school a general 
fault of indistinctness in reciting 
andreading. and, in some instances, 
a very remarkable rapidity of utter 
ance ; which the tea:her might do 
much towards correcting, in future 
terms. The order was good, and 
an air of quiet and comfort seemed 
generally to prevail. The exer- 
cises at the close were quite in- 
teresting and various. Several 
declamations were listened to, 
among which was one spoken in 
French. 

The Washington School was 
taught during the summer and 
fall terms, of 12 weeks each, by 
Miss H. E. Chase. The school 
was small, consisting of onlv 14 
different scholars, and an average 
of about 10. It was kept in a 
private house, and consequently 
not so many conveniences were 
enjoyed as in other schools. The 
improvement was as great and the 
general management as acceptable 
as the circumstance of the school 
and room would admit. Miss 
Chase resigned the school in con- 
sequence of ill health. 

Miss Sarah H. Collamore was 
employed to instruct in the winter 
term. Owing to the new house 
not being completed as expected, 
the term continued only 10 weeks. 
There was a small increase in 
numbers : 18 different scholars 
having attended. In so short a 
time, it could not be expected 
that a new teacher would pro. 
duce any great degree of improve- 
ment ; yet it the close, everything, 
in the way of order and improve- 
ment, was perfectly satisfactory. 

In this school, also, indistinct- 
ness of utterance prevails to a 
great extent. It is a fault so prev- 
alent that we here recommend to 
all teachers, and especially to the 
teacher of this school, to pay- 
particular attention to it, ami 
ascertain if some measures can- 
not be devised to overcome it. 

The Primary School has been 
taught 39 weeks during the past 
year, in three terms of 13 weeks

each. 60 different scholars have 
attended during the year, 11 of 
whom were under five years of age. 
53 attended in the fall term, with 
an average of 42; and 50 attended 
in the winter, with an average of 
only 38. This small average was 
caused by the general prevalence 
of the whooping cough, and the 
severe cold weather and bad travel- 
ling. The school was kept during 
the summer term in the small 
building known as the Engine 
house; which was wholly unfit for 
so large a school, and it was ex- 
changed at the commencement of 
the fall term, for the new building 
erected for this school. This 
house is central, pleasantly and 
favorably located, the mom neat 
and convenient, and the happy 
faces of the little pupils bear faith- 
ful testimony to the desirableness 
of the change. 

The committee are h tippy to re- 
port that this school has continued, 
through the year, under the in 
struction of its former excellent 
teacher. Miss Harriet B. Cristy. 
Her faithfulness as a teacher, is 
well attested by the love and con- 
fidence of all her pupils ; her suc- 
cess must have been apparent to 
the hundred spectators who at- 
tended her final examination ; her 
arduous and untiring labors are 
fully appreciated by the committee. 

The excellence of this school, 
is not in the fact alone, that good 
order is kept, and the usual 
branches of education taught and 
practically illustrated, and that 
great and' rapid progress has been 
made in them ; but also in the ad- 
ditional fact, that many other col- 
lateral subjects are introduced. 
Among which, the cultivation of 
good manners receives attent'on 
The pupil is taught how to treat 
his mates, and his superiors ; how 
to appear in the house and on the 
way. In fact, although reading 
and spelling are in no degree 
slighted, yet deportment is by no 
means neglected. The teacher 
takes special pains to interest, and 
make her pupils happy, — to make 
them feel that they are at home, 
and that she is their friend. And 
the committee can only say, fur- 
ther, in the language of one of the 
little songs sung by her pupils at 
the examination, that " we hope 
she will long remain." 

The Gifford, or Grammar School 
was taught 39 weeks, during the 
past year The whole attendance 
in the summer term was 62, aver- 
age attendance was 40 ; whole at- 
tendance in the fall term was 53, 
average attendance 42 ; whole at- 
tendance in the winter term was 
50. average 38. Heing an average 
of 40 for the year. This school 
was taught 12 weeks in the sum- 
mer term by Miss Sarah A Hamlin. 
This lady was highly recommended 
to the committee, and during the 
first part of the term it was believed 
that the school was doing very 
well. Hut, lor various causes, the 
last part of term resulted in a com- 
plete lailure. We should be un- 
willing, however, that any one 
should infer that we attribute this 
failure wholly to the teacher. 
There were various causes that 
operated 10 produce this result. 
Some of which we will enumerate. 

The school is composed of two 
very dissimilar elements ; the first 
is a class of ambitious young schol- 
ars, fresh from the primary depart- 
ment, who are ready and willing to 
be governed by wholesome regula- 
tions, but who will take advantage 
and break over restraint if any op- 
portunity to do so is presented ; 
the other ilass is composed of 
young lads and misses, who, per- 
haps, disappointed in not being 
admitted to the High School, have 
become indifferent and somewhat 
reckless, and who take every ad- 
vantage, especially if the teacher, 
in their opinion, is not competent 
to instruct or govern them. Un- 
der such circumstances it could 
not reasonably be expected that 
much progress would be made; 
and during the spring term ( we 
speak advisedly) none was made, 
—except, indeed, progress was 
made in sport and mischief. In 
view of all these tacts, the com- 
mittee came to the conclusion, 
that it was essential to the inter- 
ests of this school, that it be under 
the instruction of a male teacher. 
Although this would necessarily 
increase the expense ot the school 
in a small degree, yet the com- 
mittee believed that they should 



be sustained in the experiment. 

William Moulton was obtained 
at a salary of 35 dollars per month. 
The fall term was taught bv him 
13 weeks. He had 53 scholars, 
and an average of 42. And al- 
though the school was commenced 
under all the unfavorable circum- 
stances just alluded to, yet the 
committee saw evident marks of 
improvement in many respects, he- 
fore the close of the first term 
Mr. Moulton continued the schooj 
13 weeks during the winter term 
with 50 different scholars, and an' 
average of 38 ; ll of whom were 
over 15 years of age. The system 
of gradual, quiet improvement, 
commenced in his first term, was 
continued in this, and with satis- 
factory results. A good degree of 
order has been attained, and a 
greater degree of studiousness, 
and a consequent improvement in 
the promptness of recitations has 
been the result. The committee 
are very happy in being able to 
say, that at the final examination, 
a very good impression was left 
upon their minds, and they believe 
upon the minds of all present. In 
fact, great improvement has been 
made in this school in almost every 
particular that pertains to "the 
scholar." And if this school can 
remain under the instruction of a 
master, who will carry out a mild, 
but yet a steady unflinching system 
of discipline, it will very soon take 
that rank among our other schools 
that its position and importance 
demand. The committee saw 
some specimens of penmanship, in 
this school, that reflect great credit 
on the writers. Not only were the 
books neat, and the penmanship 
good, but the improvement was 
commendable 

There are certain faults in this 
school which may be noticed. The 
first is an indistinctness of utter- 
ance, when reading and reciting, 
and especially in the latter. The 
month is not opened sufficiently to 
give a distinct utterance ; besides, 
the tone is so low that even when 
the utterance is distinct, it cannot 
be heard across the room. The 
teacher could do much to remedy 
this evil. There are also in this 
school ( and they may not be con- 
fined to this), a few scholars who 
arc such lovers of fun and mischief, 
for its very sake, that the pockets 
of our tax pavers have been fre- 
quently lightened by drafts to re- 
pair chairs, tables benches, banis- 
ters, doors, hinge9, locks, and 
clothes hooks, to say nothing of 
the numerous panes of glass that 
have been reset at the expense of 
the town. In some instances the 
perpetrator has been detected, and 
in others he has escaped. 

The High School has been 
taught 45 weeks, daring the past 
year. The whole attendance in 
the summer was 32, the average 
30 ; the whole attendance in the 
fall term was 31, average attend- 
ance 30 ; and the whole attendance 
in the winter term was 36, the 
average attendance 35 ; making an 
average for the year of 32 scholars. 

Respecting the High School, it 
will be necessary to say but little. 
Its success has been very great ; 
surpassing the expectations of its 
warmest friends. Mr. Stone is 
devoted to his work, and magni- 
fies his vocation. The discipline 
of the school is good It is rigo- 
rous without being severe. The 
last examination was the best the 
school has ever passed. The com- 
mittee, and the large number of 
citizens present, were highly grati- 
fied with the whole appearance of 
the school. There is exhibited by 
the pupils, a clearness of under- 
' standing.maturity of judgment, and 
I self-reliance, which are always the 
fi uit of toil, and which, in this case 
have come from the fact that for 
the last two years they have been 
compelled to think for themselves. 
The law of the school is ■ work 
when you work," and "work when 
here." The teacher is not satis- 
fied with filling the memory with 
dead facts, nor with carrying the 
pupils through, or rather over, a 
given amount of study, but aims to 
make them thoroughly understand 
the studies they pursue, and in re 
j spect to every new truth or princi- 
j pie which they learn, to render 
> them independent of the form in 
j which they found it. The result 
1 is an increase of mental power, 
and new ability to conquer diffi- 
culty, and find truth. And this is 
attended by a new and unantici- 



pated delight in intellectual exer- 
cises, and the sweet and thrilling 
consciousness of individual, spirit- 
ual power, unto which so many 
never attain. 

This then is the praise of our 
High School, that it prompts, en- 
courages, and leads the mind to 
habits of energetic, independent 
thought ; teaches ana persuades it 
to seek culture through toil, plea- 
sure through profit, and to expect, 
and to be content with disagree- 
able means in the attainment of 
everv great and good object. 

The principles in which thc- 
prosperity of this school lies, on 
which its peculiar excellence is 
founded, and in which its life, in- 
dividual and unique, resides, will 
be found, we think, in the follow- 
ing thoughts on mental culture, 
which we have chosen as the sub- 
ject of discussion in the body of 
this report.

It I.j Hi in Abbott contribute* to the 
September Atlantic an elaborate arti- 
cle entitled "Why Women Do Not 
Wish the Suffrage.'' It contain* man; 
■tateroenta that are true and tnanj 
that are pertinent, bnt the things tbat 
are true are not pertinent, awl tboae 
that are pertinent are not true. 

Dr. Abbott oajre: "It la for the alien* 
women— whoae voice* are not heard In 
convention*, who write no leader*, de- 
liver no lecture* and rlalt no legisla- 
tive assemblies— that I speak. It 1* 
their unspoken thought and feeling 1 
wish to Interpret." 

Now, thla Is pure humbug. Every 
Intelligent person- and I>r. Abbott Is 
very Intelligent— knows that most of 
these "silent women" are not thinking 
womsn suffrage, one way or tbe 
Dr. Abbott simply attributes to 
his own thought and feeling 
about woman suffrage nnd those of 
tbe little handful of women who visit 
legislative assemblies to oppose It, write 
lenders against it and travel from 
state to state delivering public lectures 
to prove that a woman's place Is at 
home. These ladies are Dr. Abbott's 
friends and allies. He professes great 
esteem for tbem. but several times In 
the present article be slurs them (by 
Implication) somewhat severely. 

Dr. At.lwitt lays down at great length 
a nutntKT of pri»|«tsitlons with which 
most of the advocates of equal rlgliit) 
for women would fully a»r«f. but 
wlilrh they re«urd »* trgnuiuutn for 
equal suffrage rather than ugulnst it. 

Dr. Abbott says, "The family Is tbe 
basts of society." Undoubtedly, iiud a 
prominent man of Wyomltii: has said. 
"To my mind this Is the strongest argu- 
ment fur woman suffrage (hat It dou- 
bles tbe power and influence of the 
borne element (always the best ele- 
ment) In the government of the state." 

Dr. Abbott sujs, "The distinction be- 
tween the sexes is universal and per- 
petual." Then why should any one 
fear that It will be. obliterated if worn 
en vote"; Dr. Abbott offers nut a shred 
of evidence to show thai I lie ballot tins 
nnide women le*s womanly In England. 
Scotland. Ireland, Australia, New Zen 
land or our own western states. In some 
of which they have been voting for 
more than a gencnnion 

Dr. Abbott says that women's work, 
the training of boys and girls. Is the 
most Important of nil kinds of work 
and the thing for which government 
and commerce exist. Mrs. 7.. t: Will 
lace, from whom tieneral Lew Wallace 
drew tbe portrait of the mother In "Ken 
llur." used to say that Just because 
this Is women's es|»vnil work a neither 
oaght to have a voice In shaping the en 
rtMUWM that m f y a wa dja her homo, 
and that until she has It she Is obliged 
to do her work of child training at * 
heavy disadvantage, t'ertainly. gov 
eminent and commerce at present lire 
not alwny* conducted ns If their nudn 
object was to enable mothers to bring 
up their children to l>e good men mid 
women. Dr. Abbott says. "W hether we 
operate a factor) or manage a store or 
build and conduit a railroad • • • 
or enact ami enforce laws, or whatever 
we do. the end of our activity Is the 
nurture nnd training of children." 

When factories work young children 
long hours by day and night, till their 
bodies and bruins arc hopelessly stunt- 
ed. Is It done for Mm sake of "the nur- 
ture and training of children?" Wlicu 
legislatures refus#. to enact or to en- 
force laws against child Inlsir. Is It 
done for the same admirable object'/ 
When a combluntlnn of con I operator* 
and railroads last winter kepi the 
price of coal so high that children died 
of cold were these railroads coudurtcd 
mainly to promote and protect "the 
nurture and training of children?" I* 
this the object of the laws which in 
some state* license gambling and in 
others place the age of protection for 
girls at ten years'; 

Dr. Abbott says. "She (woman! makes 
the home sanitary." What can her 
best effort* do lo make ber home san- 
itary If her children are poisoned by a 
typhoid wflter supply such a* ha* been 
maintained by the corrupt city govern- 
ment of Philadelphia? Dr. Abbott 
says. "She Instills Into the little child 
the love of truth and purity and the 
uiMle sense of honor." How much 
chance had a mother In the poorer 
quarter* of New York to Instill the 
love of truth and purity Into her chil-

A free Hand In Morocco, 

It la hardly likely to turn oat true, 
that report that England has at last 
given France ti free bund so far a* 
Morocco I* oc-ni*rned- It ha* been long 
■ apposed that the strategic valoe of 
Morocco, lying ns It doe* at the mouth 
of the Mediterranean and eoniniaudlng 
It* Atlantic outlook, was an asset tba* 
England would not allow to any coun- 
try strong enough to avail of It. Mo- 
rocco Itself, a* It exist* under the ef- 
feminate saltan. Is too weak to be a 
menace, but In the possession of France 
It would be different. 

So long, however, as Englnnd hold* 
possession of Gibraltar, which she has 
had now for nearly 200 year*, the 
should have no fear of any other na- 
tion along the Mediterranean, with or 
without Morocco. Perhaps at Inst Eng- 
land bas risen superior to her fear* 
and see* iwbat all thoughtful observers 
have long held to be true! that France, 
and France alone. I* qualified to take 
charge of the sultan's dominion*. It I* 
now more than seventy years since 
Prance Inraded Algiers, which lies con- 
tiguous to Morocco, and the Arab* 
there seem frilrty roll ( en 1 ell. The 
French bad a hard time subduing 
them nnd n tussle with Chlcr Abdel 
Kuillr nnd such, bnt In the end they 
won a complete victory, and It Is many 
years since they have had much trou- 
ble with the tribesmen of Algiers. Lat- 
terly the French have been pushing 
•outhwnrd townrd Senegal and Tim- 
buktu, skipping across the great desert 
from one oasis to another until now 
the surveys are completed for a great 
trumeiohurn railway from Ibe coast of 
Algeria at < Vnismntine to the bay of 
Senegal or gtllf of tilllnea. 

Last summer the Freni'h sent nn ei- 
pcdltloiiurj' force down Into the desert 
to overawe the Arabs of the onses of 
Tuat, Flgulg. etc., nnd suinaih-d In 
reducing those somlsuvages to order. 

"Ih- Algeria Morocco frontier has al- 
ways been rather Indellnlte, the only 
understanding respiHtlng It when the 
French acquired Algeria being tbat the 
old boundary line should continue. But 
In the past twenty or thirty years the 
lines have been drawn lighter and 
tighter along Morocco's eastern fron- 
tier, and the sultan's territory hns be- 
come smaller nud smaller. Tbi* terri- 
torial acquisition on the part of the 
French waa carried out In spite of the 
sultan's protest* and even threats. But 
now the frontier enn be "rectified" no 
farther without attracting universal 
attention to the schemes of France. 

There Is no doubt at all as to tbe 
ultimate benefit that would accrue to 
tbe world at large If France were to 
take charge of Morocco, for at present 
the country is a disgrace to clviliiatlon. 
Being 300.1**1 square miles In area, 
however, and occupied by fl.nOd.000 or 
fl.000.0li0 fanatical Moslems, France 
would have dlfneultr In establishing a 
protectorate over Morocco, even pro- 
vld**d England and ilerinnny wore will- 
ing. She would have to reckon on her 
Arabs In Algeria making common 
cause with their coreligionists In Mo- 
rocco, nnd perhaps the much feared 
"holy war" might he precipitated. 
Whatever may be the ultimate alms of 
Framv In north Africa, she pmbnbly 
will not be In a hurry to annei Mo 



Consular Service Reorganization. 

The National Business league thinks 
It can promote the foreign trade of the 
lulled Stales by securing the passage 
of the bill which Senator Lislgc of 
Massachusetts drafted lust year for tbe 
reorganirjitlon of tbe eunsular service. 
It was rc|>orted favorably by the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, but it wn« 
not acted on. It will Is- Introduced In 
the next congrea*. and lis Mend* any 
It will heoouie a hiw. 

A conspicuous feature of the bill 1* 
tbe taking of selections for the con- 
sular service out of the band* of con- 
gress. A man must undergo practical 
ly n civil servhv examination, especial- 
ly as to his qualifications for extending 
and enhancing our commercial rela- 
tions with other countries, and be must 
be able to speak at least one foreign 
language. Promotion from the lower 
to the higher grades. It provides, will 
depend upon ability and not upon In- 
fluence. Higher salaries will he paid 
and. it Is hoped, better men obtained 
for tbe service. Reform will begin at 
the bottom and work upward, and tbe 
last to be touched will be the minister* 
and consul generals. The advocates of 
tbe bill say that promotion will depend 
upon merit and that the man who en- 
ter* tbe service will have to 
the foot of the ladder-"

Alfred S. Hall Esq., Easily Elected Rep- 
resentative. 

A Big Surprise for the Democrats Sets Leaders 
Guessing. 

Pleasant Weather and Work of Republican Town Com- 
mute Bring Out a Big Vote. 



Tuesday was an ideal election day, the 
wtather being such that the must senci- 
tive invalid was able to go to the polls 
and can his ballot with the result that a 
big vote was polled for an 08 year. The 
leaden of both parties were surprised, 
especially the Democrats who confidently 
looked forward to an increased vote for 
Gaston over that of a year ago. The re 
suit showed that he polled 6] votes less 
than last year, l ast year Gaston had 
303 votes, while at this election he had 
3jo. The total vote this year was 1008, a 
year ago it was njj. The Republican 
Town Committee put in a great deal of 
hard work, so too did their opponents, 
and while there was a good average Dem- 
ocratic vote cast, the difference between 
this year and last is supposed to be due 
the independent vote which Is a factor 
difficult to anticipate. 

Alfred S, Hall won out easily in his 
contest for Representative, notwithstand- 
ing that there were three other candi- 
dates in the field in opposition to him 
If is total vote in the district w;is ioiJ to 
770 tor all the others. Lombard William, 
of Medford had a vote of 1 109 in the dis- 
trict last year, so that it will be seen thit 
Mr. Hall was close to him. No real active 
work was done by either of the candidate, 

Mr. S. H, Folsom for Register of Pro- 
bate led the ticket in this town, he having 
703 votes. This goes to show that his 
town was loyal to him. 

There was no excitement at the polls 
during the day. Those limes having 
been relegated to the past by the Auslra 
lian system of voting. The town came 
dangerously close to adopting the Luce 
joint caucus act, there being only the 
small margin of 11 votes preventing this 
—the vote being 319 in favor 10 351 in 
opposition. 

The vote was not announced until six 
o'clock, one hour and a half after the 
polls had closed.

MENTAL Cl'LTLRE. 

Culture is the fruit of toil, and is 
borne by no other tree. The 
degree of it corresponds to the 
degree of toil. Education is the 
result of labor, and nsists in thj 
ability to do great or difficult 
things. We mean, of course, 
things great or difficult relatively 
to the original power of the doer. 
This is true in all the departments 
of education, physical, moral and 
mental. A man's education, then, 
is exactly measuretl hv his mental 
labor ; not by the number of books 
he has read, or the years he has 
studied, but by the manner in 
which he has read, and the pur- 
pose to which he has studied. 
One may be learned and not be 
educated. Very good scholars 
have sometimes very little mental 



But out of information to bring 
knowledge, out of excellencies to 
educe excellence, out of powers to 
make power, is the business of 
education. Educo : to lead out 
not to fill in. The faculties are to 
be trained and drilled by a long 
and laborious process, like military 
cadets, till they work together and 
for one end, till they come up to 
every new onset, at the word of 
command, like the invincible guard 
of Napoleon. This is the source 
of power. The spirit that rules, is 
that which seems out of the reach 
ot what it rules. It cannot be dis- 
turbed, or broken, or routed ; it is 
always orderly, serene, and ready. 
This is the result of training, dis- 
cipline, culture. We would not be 
understood to say, however, that 
culture alone will confer upon any 
mind this intellectual dominion.

Roam- 
ing in the fields and woods, read- 
ing books or hearing lectures will 
not secure it.

the less help the better, or, the 
more work the better For the 
same reason are our colleges per- 
ceptibly raising their standard of 
admission, and increasing in the 
frequency, rigor, and severity, of 
their examinations. Slowly are 
they approaching the severe disci- 
pline of the universities of Ger- 
many. 

It is to be regretted that the 
same upward tendency is not seen 
in all the departments of educa- 
tion. Hut something quite differ- 
ent, we think, obtains in our lower 
schools. There ts prevalent in the 
good State of Massachusetts at 
least, a humanitarian sentiment, 
the effect of which upon education 
is extremely mischievous, making 
superficial scholars and puny men ; 
so that, as a matter of fact, the 
Granite State rears a verv large 
proportion of those men who oc- 
cupy the most responsible posi* 
tions among us. A great numbet 
of our best teachers, many more 
than the population of the State 
wouffl lead us to expect, have emi- 
grated from that rocky land, that 
land of severity, discipline, and 
toil. There is creeping into our 
schools, and into the whole educa- 
tional department, a sickly senti- 
ment, that the pupils must not he 
tasked beyond what is perfectly 
agreeable to them. And there 
seems to be a desire to make the 
privileges so great that our youth 
cannot avoid an education, if' they 
would ;

into pleasure f Doubtless, to get 
-certain things done without inter- 
fering with the inclination of the 
doer. This is a mode of operating 
which may possibly in some in- 
stances be expedient in the case of 
master and servant, but is disgrace- 
ful in a teacher with his pupil. It 
is subversive to the very idea of 
education, an essential part of 
which is a complete triumph over 
inclination. If we change the 
nature of toil, we necessarilv 
change its fruit. The tendency 
upon which we are now animadvert- 
ing has been extremely detrimen- 
tal, both in life and in science. Its 
object, we suppose, to speak more 
philosophically, is to bring into 
alliance the sensuous and spiritual 
powers. Now doubtless, where 
such an alliance between reason 
and sense has a legitimate object, 
it may be allowed. We can con- 
ceive a case ; for example, when 
we wish to call into vigorous and 
continued action a mind remark 
ably stupid and dull. For dullness 
cannot be moved in the first in 
stance, except by sensible impres 
sions. So far, then, as disinclina- 
tion to study is the result or 
deficiency, interest in appearance, i 
or mere sensuous pleasantry, is a I 
gain, and a decisive step towards 
culture. History affords an illus- 
tration of our meaning. We find 
those races which have just risen 1 
from the slavery of the animal eon- ' 
dition, delight in show, and mani- 1 
fest an inclination for ornament j 
and display, with a predilection for I 
bright colors. This same ten- 
dency, exhibited.as it sometimes is, 1 
by persons of cultivated minds, is 
anomalous. Daily life also affords 
tis an illustration. We see that 
class of persons termed "fops," 
who have got one step above the 
savage, but have as yet no real ] 
culture, decorating their (inspirit- 
ual 1 >crsons with brass or gold, ac-| 
cording to circumstances. Now 
this is the elevation of the animai 
into the notional creature, and is. j 
at least, a little nearer the intellec- 
tual. One spiritual faculty cer- 
tainly is in operation,— the imagin- 
ation. For, a mind that is enter- 
tained by ornamenting the person, 
is no longer pleased by that Which 
it receives, but by that which it 
docs, since show is the work of 
man, and not of nature. Now 
when the mind is conscious of hav- 
ing done something itself, it may 
be led to believe in its ability to do 
somethi'ig more or greater ;'it has 
operated in one sphere, it mav in 
another ; and there is at least a 
possibility, that the notional crea- 
ture which arose Irom the animal 
by means of pleasant artifices and 
spiritual play, may he still further 
elevated into the intellectual, by 
means of discipline and study. 

But though cases may be sup- 
posed where these artificial lures 
may he allowable, yet where, 
to accomplish the purpose, the 
pupil must act as a pure ration- 
al being, free from all sensuous in-

the purpose of securing attendance 
and study, is by no means compli- 
mentary to the already intellectual 
pupils in the High Schools of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
This use of by-play, and aesthetic 
jugglery, practised by so many 
teachers of youth, is not good, anil 
is always, eventually, rewarded 
with contempt. There are few 
pupils who would not prefer being 
brought into the harness by rea- 
sons r.,tlur than by lures. If they 
come voluntarily into the traces 
they will pull Setter and longer. 
If you lure them in, you must lure 
them on. 

The student's business is to 
•CQUire knowledge and act by it ; 
and effort is necessary, to both, in 
order to exclude the senses from 
what the mind does ; for percep- 
tion must be abstracted from all 
pure thought. When we think, we 
are in a state of activity ; when we 
perceive, we are in a state of pas- 
sivity. In the one case, the mind 
is directed to .some subiect, in the 
other it is diverted bv some cir- 
cumstance. Where, then, know- 
ledge or culture is the aim, pleas- 
antry can be of no service to the 
pupil ; rather is progress stayed, 
just so long as be is pleased, that 
is, diverted Irom his work. 

Now in the process of education, 
one object is lo impart knowledge, 
( not information ) knowledge of 



who think but little. This is so 
important that a teacher who com- 
prehends the nature of his voca- 
tion, will always prefer to dismiss 
his pupil with but an imperfect 
grasp of the general principle, to 
sending him out into the world 
with something special and contin- 
gent mistaken for it. Hence the 
reason for Bacon's style of closing 
his articles by a concise expres- 
sion ol the abstract truth, from 
which all above it has been de- 
duced, that the general pinciple 
may be last impressed upon the 
mind, and longest remembered. 

In teaching, the mind of the 
pllpi] must not only be led to per- 
ceive troth, but to prove it. The 
imagination has no place here. 
To see a truth, and to know it to 
be a truth, are two things. In 
this lies the cause of the difference 



lul to make him a complete posses 
sor of the knowledge which he 
transmits to him. But nothing is 
our own, except that which is 
transmitted to the intellect. 

Upon these grounds, we con- 
sider it injurious, that, in works 
prepared for the education of 
youth, scientific matters should be 
clothed in an attractive and allur- 
ing garb. It is true, such authors 
accomplish with their works tin- 
design of being introduced, of 
being used ; but always at the ex- 
pense of the more important de- 
sign, to what purpose thev are 
used. By such works the intellect 
is always exercised only in its har- 
mony wilh the imagination, and 
thus never learns to distinguish 
the manner from the matter, never 
gets able to hold the truth when 
the Fora in which it was found is

prominent there. This is true in 
all branches and departments. 
Arithmetic, fur example, should be 
taught, by enunciating and demon- 
strating the general principles, 
and then giving just enough ex- 
amples, in connection with thnse 
principles, to convince the mind of 
their practical application, and to 
accustom it to the use of its powers 
in the way of making that applica 
tion. The general principle is 
lost sight of in a multiplicity of

This is the reason why so many 
students fail in the application of 
principles laid down in the books 
which they have studied. In prac 
tice they are shiftless and in- 
efficient. The reason is not that 
they are mere theorists, but that 
they are not theorists at all. They 
do not deserve to be so called, for 
they are not, and never were, in 
possession of the general princi- 
ples of the science or art which 
they would make use of. Their 
book-knowledge, as it is called, is 
laughed at. and well it may be 
The mind, therefore, should be 
forced to independent action, by 
the very treatment of a text-book. . 
And the teacher should present to through profit 



his pupil a rigorous method, and 
where possible, make it an object 

of his desire. For the student 

verbal exposition so managed, as should learn to labor for an end 
to exclude everything individual land be content, too, with disagree- 



able means, for the sake of the end, 
He should early strive after that 
nobler pleasure, which is the re- 
ward of exertion. 

We really possess nothing but 
what results from our own mental 
action ; and we can reproduce 
nothing, but what has become, by 
reflection, incorporated with our 
own thoughts ; and we cannot ap- 
preciate what we cannot repro- 
duce ; the errors in judgment both 
of the solid and the showy. If an 
uneducated or ignorant person re- 
ports to you a lecture, a sermon, or 
a plea, w'hich you did not hear, -in 
one case he will tell you something 
the man said, and forget to express 
his opinion of it, unless, perchance, 
he pronounces it rather dull. In 
another instance he will say it was 
brilliant or splendid ; though he 
may not use these words. But 
when you ask him what the 
speaker said, he is wholly at a loss, 
and after a moment's pause he will 
say, " O he said so many things, I 
could not tell yc^i, — he spoke 
beautifully." Now be is quite un- 
conscious ofthese different modes 
of criticism, and the facts which 
they imply, while you, whoare inthe 
habit of tracing effects to their 
causes, will think less of the last 
speaker, as he praises him the 
more. And generally, and with 
justice, your estimate will be in the 
inverse ratio ot his applause. 

There is too much tendency in 
the prevailing ideas of education 
at the present time, in this St.ife 
at least, to produce such critics 
as the ignorant person to whom 
we have just referred. Nothing is 
attended to but the memory and the 
taste : nor are these in any proper 
sense educated; the memory fails, 
and the taste reaches nothing but 
appearance. A conception of 
something excellent is gained, but 
no excellence. An image is kept 
before the mind, instead of giving 
it the thing itself ; and the pupils 
merely imitate or ape, what they 
ought to be. Now the true mode 
is to secure the possession of the I 
substance, and the appearance will 
shape itself. Nothing but what is I 
already a living fact within us, can 
become so without us. Hence, as 
I writer or manners has truly re- 
marked, "It is generally a hazard- 
ous experiment, to form the taste, 
completely before one has ex- 
ercised the intellect as a pure, re- 
flective power, a"'' enriched his 
head with ideas. It must unavoid- 
ably be penicioustoa voung man to 
introduce him to the circle of the 
graces, before the muses have 
declared him competent ; and that 
which gives the exterior polish to 
the mature youth, hardly fails to 
make a fool of the immature." 

We have dwelt at such length 
upon this theme, because we feel 
it to be of very great importance. 
For, unless we err in opinion, 
there is prevalent in the communi- 
ty a very erroneous idea of what 
culture is, and the source from 
which it comes. And besides, 
true mental culture is the only 
basis, leaving divine grace out of 
account, on which a good and reli- 
able character can be founded. 
We cannot trust persons who have 
no mental discipline. Thev will 
not wear. It is the habit of 
thought, of subjecting every thing 
to the test of reason, which makes 
a safe and pleasant friend. Good 
feeling cannot be depended upon ; 
slight and insufficient causes may 
change the sweet into bitter ; and 
in undisciplined minds, affection 
tA easily converted to hatred, fond- 
ness and kindly esteem into cold- 
ness and leering ill-will. 

But we have neither time nor 
space now to speak of the fruits of 
culture : we are after the thing 
itself, and the means of gettin;. 

What we have said respecting 
the true mode of leaching, and by 
inference, the true mode of 
learning, is founded upon this 
truth, that the student! should 
seek pleasure through profit, and 
not profit through pleasure. That 
a rough and thorny road should be 
borne for the sake of the end, and 
not the end made desirable on ac- 
count of the agreeahleness of the 
way to it. We have endeavored 
to show that any one who would 
be really educated, must pursue 
this course, namely, seek pleasure 
And it would not 



are fundamental, if we have correct 
ideas on the subject we are treat- 
ing, we found the belief that every 
true student will like that school 
best which is most profitable ; and 
that even those pupils who have 
received sickly and lackadaisical 
ideas on this subject from parents 
or other sources, if they ever ac- 
quire sufficient mental independ- 
ence to render their opinions of 
any value, will coincide in this 
opinion. The truth is, we are 
thankful to those persons who have 
helped- us. L'ltimately, at least, 
we are always most "grateful to 
thnse teachers who have aided us 
most, even though their means 
were rigoious, severe, and painful, 
and though our pupilage under 
them was bedewed with tears. 
We bless the man who sought our 
good, even at the expense of our 
good will. We would not, in wiser 
years, that our youth had been all 
ease and sunshine, We regret not 
those early struggles between the 
impulses of animal life and obedi- 
ence to a rightful authority, which 
nerved and strengthened us for a 
manly victory over the flesh. We I 
thank those who introduced us to 
toil and self-denial, and made them 
our companions It was for our I 
profit. It seemed grievous for the 
time, but worked out for us what 
measure of glory we possess 
Only through pain comes the 
strength to banish pain. Only by 
suffering, do we get power over 
suffering. The young mind may 
hope and dream as it will , life has 
its pang, early or late. Karlv toil 
and pain make the buoyant' and 
victorious manhood, and'the peace- 



But early ease and pleas- 
ure reap a painful retribution, in a 
maturity feeble and unsustained, 
and an old age the sport of ac- 
cident and change Every valu- 
able possession of the soul must 
be bou-'ht, ex necessitate rei.

Deserted by the Christian clergy 
and congregations of this city, he put his 
brotherly hand in mine and nerved me to 
fight that jumbo hub of bell which was 
converted into a life saving station and 
is now housed in the St. James hotel. 

He was pious. His character equalled 
his creed, lie practised what he preached. 
His face was a sermon of peace, his voice 
a song of joy, and his hand a benediction 
of love. The auditorium could not hold 
the number of people be helped to » 
belter, wiser and happier life. 

As a man, mason, and minister, he 
gave Minneapolis a character richer than 
her banks, more beautiful than her art 
gallery and more enduring than the lake 
by whose side he sleeps. 

He was sincere and mirrored human 
sympathy as the river does the drifting 
cloud above it. He was spiritual and 
knew his God so well that he recognized 
His voice when He called. He was siren 
uous and believed there was something 
more in Christianity than pious platitudes 
or drivelling dreaming. 

His last Sunday morning sermon was 
a credit to his head and heart, and bids 
the ministry who remain to always do 
their best. The church he faithfully 
served, so appreciated him in lile that at 
Ins death it was not necessary to hide 
their past negligence under a wa^on load 
ol rlowers. 

He called on me at Denver. We drove 
where we could see the glorious sunset 
bark of mountains which climbed like 
Jacob's ladder into the sky.

Samuel Hubbard Davis 

Samuel H. Davis.a life long resident of 
this town, passed away suddenly of heart 
disease on Thursday noon at his home on 
Church street.

He received an 
early education in the public schools, and 
when 14 or 15 years of age moved with 
his parents to Hudson, N. H., where his 
father bought a farm. During that winter 
he worked in a rotten mill there. The 
following year he returned to South Wo- 
burn anil lived wiih a man by the name 
ol Bodwell on Salem street, where he 
learned the shoe makers trade. A few 
years following Mr. Davis' father re- 
lumed to this town and built a house. 
Mr. Davis then began the manufacture 
of shoes in partnership with his brother. 
1 he business grew and he built a shop 
on fond street, in what is now Woburn. 
Here he made slippers and "buskins," 
and at one time had over 40 men and 
women in his employ. 

On March ij, ^55, he married Miss 
Almira Swan of Winchester. In 1837 he 
united with the Baptist Church of Wo- 
burn and later with the First Baptist 
Church of this town, where he has always 
been a faithful attendant. In i860 lie 
opened a l>oot and shoe store on Main 
street, which he continued on Vine street 
until he retired about a year ago He 
had been in business in this town tot 
over fifty years.

ery day In populated districts, but hem 
tofore no provision has lieen mmU 1 for 
attnchluK a motor to the old bicycle, 
and It has been neceaanry to provide 
an entirely new frame to curry the en- 
gine which proiiela the cycle. 

The usual method of mounting the 
motor Is to place it in a circular frame 
In the position pccnuksl by the crunk 
alifift In the regnlnr bicycle. Howevi-r, 
this Is made unnecessary by the Inven- 
tion which we illustrate, which mnUes 
possible the use of the old machine 
with motor nttnclmif'nt. We would 
suggest, nevertheless, that the rear 
wheel be replaced by one of slightly 
stronger build, ns the bjKftMtd welglit 
and the force of the motor will soon ex- 
pose only weakness' which mny exist 
Jn spokes or rim. 

As the motor la shown there is little 
if any added strain placed on the tubu- 
lar frame, which Is a strong pulnt In 
Its favor when the attachment to old 
bicycles Is considered. The driving 
hub should be provided with a coaster 
brake, and a second sprocket wheel Is 
necessary to connect with the motor, 
while the gasoline reservoir and elec- 
tric outfit can be arranged as usual on 
■ cycles. 



rrofessor Charles L. Norton of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
has demonstrated that mud from the 
bogs of that state sod New Jersey will 
make good fuel. 

He has taken ten samples of eastern 
Massachusetts mud, s meritorious arti- 
cle, though much less viscous than the 
Jersey variety These samples, weigh- 
ing from 106 to 1L'5 pounds a cubic foot 
In the crude state, were air drlii] from 
three to eight or nine weeks. At the 
end of this bunting process they were 
trained down to lifty-Ove pounds and 
were as hard as board. The most mus- 
cular candidates could be split readily, 
hut were hard to saw. 

Professor Norton's conclusions are 
that air dried mud has a caloric power 
at least 68 per cent as great as first 
quality American innl. while the aver- 
age of ten samples from different bogs 
at varying depths was 75 per cent, nnd 
one specimen reached a value of H |wr 
cent, and these percentages approxi- 
mately apply to the finished coke also. 
He says: 

"With 4,1.5(10 feet to the acre and a 
depth, say. of twenty feet, we should 
have some *.i).imsi ruble feet of mud 
rier ncre. This will yield at a conserv- 
ative estlmntc (0,000,000 pounds of ntr 
dried mud, which Is espial In heating 
power to at least 2F>.iKHi,iiiin pounds, or 
I?.'"*! tons, of gfHid coal. If conven- 
ience In handling and diminished hulk 
will Justify the coking process we may 
still hoi*e to obtnln the equivalent of 
10.000 tons of cood coke from each acre 
of twenty foot bog. There is almost if 
not quite enough gas distilled from the 
cok" to make a pound of mud furnish 
ennutli gas to coke the next, so that 
the coking process, once started, will 
require no extra fni-l."

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A SINGULAR RULING. 

Men Doing Business, in Boston Must 
Purchase Stamps There. 

to be a Move to Force Entering Boston 
Postal District. 



The poetoffices in the to-called greater 
Boston, it least ihOK [hat do not tome 
under trsetSanige of the Huston office, are 
getting > shaxmg up these days. The 
question that is foremost is whether a 
man doing business in Boston and living 
io the suburbs has a right to purchase 
stamps at hi> home office. According to 
the posroffice inspector, he has no right 
to do so. and he *hould purchase al! 
his ftoppMcs at the Hnslon office. King, 
ham baa gone througn' the experience 
and the Med ford office is under investiga- 
tion. Mayor Baxter of that city said : 
" This is but another move in the at- 
tempt to make Medford a Italian of the 
Boston posloffice. The charges are out- 
rageous. We will fig-lit consolidation to 
the bitter end." 

By what right or authority posloffice 
officials shall determine where a oerson 
shall or shall not buy his stamp* is 
bevond conjecture. This bcin; a free 
country, many per.ois think that a* they 
are compelled to pay cash foi their 
stamps they should have the privilege of 
buying them wherever they please. How 
ridiculous it would seem to have a post 
master ask a purchaser where lie intended 
to mail hi* letters, and i I he in-ended lo do 
so in some other place than where he pur 
chased the alamos, to b? informed that he 
aid not have them, but must purchase at 
t place from which he intended to mail 
letters. Kidiculous as this miy ap 
,r, yet this has actually taken pi ice in 
'inchester, when Mr. Prank A. Cutting, 
the president of the Middlesex County 
National Bank, was told that he must 
purchase his stamps in Boston where his 
place of business is. Mr. Cutting 
promptly replied, in words to this effect, 
"That as he paid cash for his stamps, he 
had a perfect right to purchase them 
wherever he pleased." I urthermore he 
said he was just as liable to use the 
•tamps in Winchester as he was in the 



Jf course everyone is conversant with 
the fact that the rating ot a postofhee is 
determined by the amount ol business 
done, 'lake away considerable of the 
business of the local ohVe, and the town 
would be deprived of free delivery. No 
doubt for thi* reason much money has 
gone into ihe local office, because o'f the 



action of citizens who take a certain 
amount of pride in the town and are 
willing to advance Us interests even to 
the extent of purchasing their stamps 
here. It Is to be hoped, now that the 
oostoffice officials have undertaken to 
tell ihe inhabitants where they shall pur 
chase their stamps, that they will more 
generally get their supplies at the local 
office. 

The charge has been made that the 
whole agitation has been caused by an 
attempt to torce the cities and towns in 
the district that are not within the juris- 
diction of the Boston postoffie, into the 
Boston nosial district. Postmaster Hlb 
bard says this is not so. Nevertheless 
the facts appear to bear out the suspicion 
that a certain amount of pressure is being 
brought to bear 10 accomplish lhat end. 

Two matters are considered when a 
suburban postoffice Is joined to a met- 
ropolitan office -the wish of the people 
for the better service, and the saving to 
the department. Of course it the focal 
service Simula be curtailed then a cry 
would go up from the inhabitants for an- 
nexation to the Boston postal district in 
the hope of regaining the better service. 
Thus it is easy to see that any material 
reduction in the receipts of the local office 
might actually bring about this condition 
of affairs. 

The Star tried to interview Post- 
master Richardson regarding the pur- 
chasing of stamps, but he refused to talk 
further than to sav that he did not see 
how he could refuse to sell stamps ir, 
anvone applying for them. 

If Winchester was to be assured of 
bclier service than is now being received, 
I by becoming a part of the Boston postal 
district, then no serious objection would 
be made tn becoming a part of that dis- 
trict when the people got ready to do so. 
What the people are likely to object to is 
being forced 10 accept that which they do 
not want and also by not being allowed 
to purchase their supplies where they 
please. As three-fourths of the m?.lc 
population are employed in Boston, it is 
perfectly clear that if all the stamps that 
they and thtir families used were pur- 
chased in that r ily, Ihe receipts ol the 
local offi.e would not beiufficent to keep 
it in the bee delivery class.

Ser-ious Burning Accident. 

A serious burning accident and narrow 
escape Irani death occur rd at the resi 
dence of Mr. Geoige A. Guernsey, corner 
of Stevens and Eaton streets, on Sunday 
evening last. The victims of the affair 
were Miss Nell Stevenson, a nurse of 
this town, and Mr. Guernsey. 

A i about ten o'clock Miss Stevenson, 
who boards at Mr. Guernsey's and who 
had just returned from Cliftondale, 
started up stairs to her room, carrying a 
lighted lamp and a suit case. When ai 
the top of the stairs she made a mis- 
step anil fell lo ihe landing below, the 
lamp breaking and the oil igniting. Mr 
Guernsey, who was in his room, heard 
the crash and at once went to her assist- 
ance. The only available material at 
hand to right the Mantes were the rug. on 
the floor, and Mr. Guernsey at once 
snatched them up and attempted to 
smother the names. Miss Stevenson was 
stunned and unconscious from her fall 
and unable to do anything to save her- 
self. As he threw Ihe rugs over the 
Hamos Mr. Guernsey noticed a pool of 
oil beside Miss Stevenson '■ face, towards 
which the fire flashed. In order to save 
her face quick action was necessary and 
Mr. Guernsey smothered Ihe flame with 
his hand, brushing the burning oil away 
from her face. Mr. Guernsey was badly 
burned un his right hand in doing this. 
The flames were quickly smothered and 
Miss Stevenson regained consciousness 
from the pain o! her burns and a doctor 
was al once called. It was found that 
her right arm, shoulder and face were 
very badly burned and it will be months 
before she recovers. 

The whole affair, from the time Miss 
Stevenson fell until the flames were ex- 
tinguished, occupied less than a minute, 
and had it not been for Mr. Guernsevs 
prompt and heoric action she would un 
doubtedly been burned to death. Mr. 
Guernsey's son, George, also came to 
Miss Sienvenson's aid and assisting in 
smothering the flames. 

Miss Stevenson is well known in town 
as a nurse and will be removed lo the 
hospital as soon as she recovers from the 
shock of the accident.

The quaint pulpit, with 
its antique oak carvings ; the communion 
table, folded in its place and covered 
with dust, from which the elements had 
been distributed to Ihe pious and believ- 
ing now no more ; the crypt beneath the 
pulpit in which had been kept the rude 
• communion service,'— ihen the doors 
ajar, or slipped from hinges— the seat* 
once pressed by ihe young and beautiful, 
t he solemn galleries, the place of singers, 
he slender balustrade surmountiDg each 
pew, whiih left their tracery where the 
light tell through Ihe small glass.

john Fowler is a stepson of ex-Kepre 
I senlative Marcus Cook of Boston and a 
warm personal friend of Mr. H. C. Miller 
j ol Church street, this town, who was the 
prime mover in bringing about the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Fowler to a consulate. 

He is also well known to the older resi- 
dents. Through the recommendations of 
Senators Hoar and l.odge Mr. Fowler 
was appointed by President Harrison as 
lonsul to Niugpo, China. In 1S96 a new 
consulate was opened at Chefoo by Pres- 
ident Cleveland and Mr. Fowler was ap- 
pointed by him to rill this new consulate, 
which proved to be the most important 
port in China during the Boxer uprising- : 

Consul Fowler became famous for his ! 
war news furnished our government. I 
His services were recongnited and per- 
haps more deeply appreciated by the 
Chinese themselves, as they presented to 
him a magnificent vase of solid silver 
in the form of a punch bowl which stands 
two feel high and includes a silver goblet. 
The presentation was made recently in 
Chefoo and was the gift of the native 
guild and others in Chefoo. 

Consul Fowler says that the Chinese 
men hani is the most straightforward 
and honest in the world, and that during 
his 13 years as consul in Mid and North 
China he had yet to met a single Chinese 
merchant who had ever broken his word 
or violated his contract with an Ameri- 
can merchant.

Il is, then, the duty of the college to 
make him feel at his ease and to get him 
accustomed to Ihe various usages ot the 
place and imbibed with that " spirit " 
which every Dartmouth man should have. 
This process of gieeting a new student is 
accomplished in three way : the wel- 
come by the sophomores, the receotion 
by the V. M. C. A., and Uattmouih night. 

As to the welcome by the sophumores, 
" much might be said on b ,th sides." 
Thev are glad 10 see a Iresnma 1 — very 
glad indeed ; they rub their hands and 
chuckle with glee. The welcome he re- 
ceives is sure to be a hearty one. He is 
given many chances lo carry furniture, 
haul trunks and make himself generally 
useful ; he is aroused from sleep by mid- 
night visitors who insist upon hut enter 
(.lining them with singing, dancing, acro- 
batic teats and other amusemeii:s; he is 
conducted with solemn ceremony to the 
cemetery and left there to meditate— in 
short, " lile is real, life is earnest " for the 
first tew days. The final act of welcome 
is the foot ball rush. The two classes 
term in a body and and lr, to rush each 
other off the campus. For an hour and a 
half Ihe pl.ice is covered with a pushing, 
shouting perspiring crowd, swaying back 
ward and forward like waves ol Ihe sea. 
The victory generally rests with the sopho- 
mores, who then indulge in a " fee rack " 
around town, while the freshmen retire 
10 their rooms, counting themselves lucky 
if they have not lost a good pan ol their 
wearing apparel or made Ihe acqualn 
tanee of the watering-trough. 

In this way the new students are 
greeted by those in the class above them. 
Tn a few days follows a general reception 
to the new comers, given by Ihe college 
Y, M. C. A. with the object of making 
them better acquainted with one anoiher 
and with ihe upper classmen. The first 
part of Ihe evening is devoted to informal 
acquaintance-making. Everyone meets 
everyone else and talks over the events of 
the last lew days, the rush, the various 
studies, the prospect for foot-ball, and so 
forth. Later 011 come speeches by the 
Presidem of Ihe college, by the captain 
of the loot ball team, and by others who 
represent Ihe various departments of 
college activity. Refreshments are 
served and the freshmen return to their 
rooms in high spirits, much better 
acnuainted with one another, and much 
more interested in the different branches 
of college life. 

By these two means a student comes to 
know his fellows better and gels an in- 
sight into the several occupations of the 
college community. The task now is to 
make known to him the glorious tradi- 
bona surrounding the name of Dartmouth 
and 10 infuse into him the true spirit of 
the place. This is Ihe purpose of Dart- 
mouth night. The program consists of 
muBical selections rendered by the 
orchestra and glee club, and of speeches 
by the president and by various alumni, 
men who have won success in various 
ways ind who honor their Alma Maler 
for what il has done for them. The ex-, 
ercises are held in the great hall of the 
"Commons," capable of seating one 
thousand, and filled to overflowing with 
townspeople and sludenis. The walls 
are hung with portraits of men who have 
made the college what it Is, of Elearer 
Wheelock, of Daniel Webster, of Rufus 
Chuate, and ol many oilier famous 
throughout all the United Stales. A 
great hush falls over all as the presided 
rises to speak. In a few well chosen 
words he welcomes the gathering, and 
tells briefly the history of the college. 
Al each allusion 10 Dartmouth's glories 
his voice is drowned by the tremendous 
applause which breaks forth and he 
finishes his speech amid deafening cheers. 
The alumni follow, relating experiences 
of their own while undergraduates, tell- 
ing of Ihe great wurk their associates are 
doing in sending men to the college and 
of extending ihe helping hand 10 them 
when they come out, and pointing out 
the tremendous strides the place has 
made. Again and again they are com- 
pelled to pause by the shouts of laughter 
and the applause which greets some good 
I point or fu my slorv. All of them long 10 
b - students again, and every new student 
teels himself lucky to be able to enjov 
such privileges and proud to be a part of 
such a glorious institution. Al the close 
of Ihe meeting the Dartmouth song and 
the Dartmouth yell are given. Ihe 
buildinu fairly rocks with the volume of 
sound which goes up. Be a man as cold- 
blooded as he will, he is swept off his 
feet by the wave of enthusiasm and 
cheers till he is hoarse for "dear old 
I >art mouth. m 

So Dartmouth welcomes her freshmen ; 
so Ihey are made to feel lhal they, too, 
have a part to play in Ihe life here. They 
know their fellow students and they 
know what has been done and what is 
being done : il is incumlient on them so 
to work and conduct themselves that the 
1 ollege may progress as splendidly io the 
fu'ure as il has done in the past.

well ns nit the Pacific neeun. It Is more 
a nmltcr of pride and sentiment tlnin 
convenlenee with lite Colombians, who 
also recognize the very desirable ac- 
quisition they have In l'nnilluu. with 
Its potential millions In the mutter of 
tl until rights atone. 

But I'anania has. ns It thinks, almost 
a "i-iisus belli," or nt least goo/1 cause 
for a grievance. In the fact that It la 
not treated by t'oloinhln with the re- 
spect due n state of its eiiuiiiiiinillng 
situation and Internutinnul Importance. 
If It derisively separates It will prob- 
ably baa* Its contention, first of all, 
upon the statement tluit there lias been 
no renllj republican government In Co- 
lombia for nearly seventeen years, 
when the sovereignty of Its constituent 
stntcs was prnctlenlly abolished niirt 
they were converted Into "provinces." 
The di-pnrtmcnts of Panama. Cauca 
and Bolivar Joined In a declaration 
some time agn that Inasmuch ns toe 
so culled constitution had not been sub- 
mitted to the iieoplc It was not legal 
and therefore was not binding on the 
severul protesting states, and this atti- 
tude has been consistently maintained. 
If the Isthmian republic were to be 
act up It would probably be ronipoHed 
of the. three states of Panama, Cauca 
and Bolivar, wltb an aren of about 32,- 
LKJO square miles and u population of 
perhaps SOn.OOU, It would be rich in 
native resources, such ns gold. Iron, 
coal, cop|M>r, pearls, precious woods, 
rubber, coffee and all tropical products, 
and a vast trade could tie greatly 
developed. The continent of Central 
America has been likened to a cornu- 
copia, and though Psnau.u constitutes 
the small tip of this horn of plenty It 
will not necessarily "come out at the 
little end of the horn." With its world 
fatuous canal site and the short but 
important transcontiaental railway 
crossing the Isthmus It will always be 
en object of Importance to the world 
at large. 

Historically It Is one of the famous 
regions of the world, having been con- 
■plc iniiis ever since Balboa, from Da- 
rlen, Just south, discovered the Psclfle 
In UUaV It holds wltbin Its confines 
the site of one of the oldest cities In 
America, old Panama, founded In 15 18. 

In view nf what has recently tran- 
spired In Colombia and nf the manner 
In which Panama has been treated by 
that republic In the recent past the se- 
cessionists claim that not only their 
own Interest*, but those of the civilised 
world In general, would be served by 
the ™tablishuient of an Independent 
republic at the Isthmus. As to the 
complications that might arise, with 
tin- I tilled Htnies pledged to luuloiuin 
open transit across the Isthmus and at 
the same time have an eye to the In- 
tegrity of Columbia, neither the seces- 
sionists nor the diplomats have public- 
ly announced their conclusions. 



At last a treasure laden ship bas been 
discovered—off the Florida coast— snd a 
libel bas been filed against Its cargo of 
silver ore from the mines of Mexico.

Mr, Hinry Livingston Richards died 
last Sund y. November Sth, ai his home. 
No. 4 Black Horse Terrace, Winchester, 
in hi. 90th year. ^ * 

Mr. Kichards was born iu 1S1, in Gran- 
ville, Uhio, a tillage settled uy pioneers 
from New hnglano and named alter Gran- 
ville. Massachusetts. His own pcuplc 
came fiom New London, Conn , and his 
fatner was it e village doctor. In his 
youth he worked tor his uncle in the 
village store, but sacrificed his situation 
by refusing 10 sell liquor, in those days a 
most important item of Ihe trade of all 
such slores. He entered Kenyon College, 
Gamhier. Ohio, and graduated in iSjS 
Rutherford B. Hayes and James A. cat- 
field were of this college. In 1S41 he was 
ordained a minister in the t.piscopal 
Chuck, and lor 10 years was pasmr of 
St. Paul's church. Columbus, Ohio. In 
184; ne married Cynthia Cowles, dauih- 
terol Rensselaer Cowies of vVorthington, 
Ohio In 1S52 he bceame a Catholic, 
resigned his pastorate and entered bus- 
iness, in New York. In i«k) he came to 
Boston as New England agent [or San- 
derson Bros. Steel Co., of Sheffield, Eng- 
land. 

He was a member ol the Board of 
Overseers of the Poor of the city 01 Bos- 
ton until he moved to Wmchesler. Later 
and for about ac years he was a visitor 
for the Boston Cily's llurcau ol Charities, 
a position which he greatly valued be- 
cause it brought him into daily contact 
wilh the poor and gave constant oppor- 
tunity for the exercise of the strong be 
nevoient and philanthropic impulse which 
was always one of l is chief characteris- 
tics. In Boston he was a member of the 
Particular Council of Ihe St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, the great Catholic chari- 
table organization, established all over 
the world. He was the second president 
of the Catholic I'nion of Boston. 

1 he closing years of his life were passed 
in retirement from active business, in 
lilerarv puisuils and in preparation for 
the next world. 

Funeral sei vices were held in St. Mary's 
chuich Tuesday morning, Nov, 10th, at 
ten o'clnck. Solemn requiem Mass was 
celebrated bv his youngest snn, Rev.

The weight nf a growing child Is the 
most Important Index to Its general 
health. The standard of weight fur 
■rowing children, that usually given 
by authorities In the matter. Is thnt at 
Ave years of age a child should welsh 
about as many pounds as It Is Inchca 
high. As a rule, this will not tie much 
over or under forty pounds. Children 
who cotue of large parents should 
weigh something more than that. The 
rate of Increase should be alsMit two 
pounds for every Inch of growth- with 
a tendency for the weight to «eeed 
this standard proportionately rather 
that) to fall below It. When a child la 
rather heavier In proportion to Its 
height than this standard it Is a sign 
of good health. If the child Is growing 
rapidly It should not be allowed tu fall 
much below It without being made to 
rest more than has Iteen the custom be- 
fore. A deficiency of weight In propor- 
tion to height Is always an unfavorable 
■ign. Any Interruption In the progress 
of increase of weight. eBjieclully dur 
lug the continuance of growth, must 
be a danger signal th t should not be 
I lni< cited In the pa-

A trip to the Pacific ii not so lormid- 
able a matter as it wa* fifty yearn ago, 
and perhaps not as unique an experience 
hut it i» e»en no* sufficiently varied ami 
interesting, and still remains a delightful 
treat.

Mr. William Henry White, for many 
years a resident of Winchester, and a 
brother to Mr. Samuel B. White of this 
town, passed away al Pittsfh-ld, ft. H.. 
last I hursday, Nov. tnh, after an illness 
of hut a few hours duration. Fur a 
number of tears he his. made his home 
in Lowell, and his death cam : as a shock 
to his numerous business Iriends in thai 
city. 

William H. White came ot a ro% 'line 
of Puriiau ancestors 011 both the paternal 
and maternal sides. .The nrsr of the 
family name to come lo this country ' was 
William White, one of the Mayflower's 
passengers and a signer of the famous 
compact, Wilh him on the Alayflower 
came his wife and son, brought straight 
from Leyden, The lineage from thai 
lime lias been carefully traced and Mr 
While was the ninth in descent from the. 
original William. -His father was Samuel 
Barltetl White, who was born in llostdn in 
1803 and who died in Winchester in 1S78 
He had been honored by the towns of 
Winchester and Woburn and married a 
descendant ol a family as ancient as his 
own, Sarah Kichardson, descended from 
Samuel Kichardson, who came ovet 
rom England in 1636, 

Ol this stuidy stock, William Henry 
White was born in Woburn on Oct. 26. 
1819. He was educated in the common 
schools of Woburn and Winchester and 
attended Shcppard's academy until he 
was 16 years of age. From 16 to jo he 
was apprenticed to a machinist, study- 
ing diligently the profession of Ihe 
draughtsman, fitting himself to take a 
position in ihe liH:oinolive shops of the 
Boston and Lowell railroad at hast Cam- 
bridge. A* a latter period, Mr. White 
was employed as an engineer between 
Lowell anil Boston. hull later, following 
the railroad profession, Mr. White went 
to iffornellsville, N. Y., and later to 
I iunkirk, N . Y.. as master mechanic of 
the F.rie, He did much to start the 
brooks Locomotive works at this ti 1 e. 
Subsequently he abandoned railroading 
and returning to Winchester, where he 
entered a partnership in the business of 
pur- basing anrl sawing foreign woods. 
A few years later this firm's mill was 
burned, and he sold his interest in 
the concern, turning his attention lo the 
leather business, with which he afierward 
became so prominenlly identified. 

He was taken into business by his 
brother in 1S63 and located himself at 
Lowell, where he engaged in the manu 
fact art Ol leather, ihe firm name being 
White Bros. St Kilburn On the retire 
ment of the latter, a son of each brother 
was admitted, forming the firm of White 
Bros. Sc Co. The firm achieve I celebrity 
by its manufacture of valuable pro- 
ptietary shoe leather which achieved 
remarkable popularity, the firm employ- 
ing over 600 men. A few years ago tne 
firm was merged in the American Hide 
St Leather Co. 

Mr. Whue was a Kepublican in poli 
tics and in 1885 served in th- LnwiK 
Common Council. He was a mem- 
ber and a deacon of Ihe High street 
Congregational church, and had long 
been president of the Y. M. C. A., though 
not serving in that office at the lime of 
his death. He was a director in the 
Prescoil National bank and a trustee of 
the Lowell Five Cent Savings bank. 

Mr. White married Maria Theresa 
Towle and had the following children ; 
Edward L., H. Khk and William T. 
White, who survive him, and Maila 
Theresa who died but a short time ago. 
His first wife died many years ago. 
He was again married about 14 years 
ago to Mrs, Maria C. Lyon, who survives 
him. He also leaves two brothers, 
Samuel B. White of Ibis town and Cal- 
vin I. White ot Boise City, Idano, and a 
sister, Mrs. Mctrill, wife of Ilartlett Mer 
rill of Lowell. 

The deceased built the Admiral 
Thatcher house on Wedge Pond. and he 
is well remembered by tne older residents

"In very stormy weather a no-session 
signal for al) grades below grade seven 
may lie given by the fire alarm whistle— It, 
three limes-at 7 jo a. oi. lor no morning 
session. And at t^o p. m. fur no alter 
noon session." 

The rule above quoted from the" Kules 
and Regulations" of the Winchesier 
I School Comm tie.-, governs ihe action ol 
the superintendent in giving ihe 'signal 
lor omitting a session of the schools. 
What constitute* "very stormy weather" 
is left 10 the judgment of the superin- 
tendent, and, of course, he will sometimes 
err,— and because he is likely tu err. ,ii is 
due Ihe parents of the town that a word 
of explaination be given as lo ihe conse- 
quences which will befall a pupil who is 
kept from school because ol bad weather. 

The onlysaf.- rule islokeep the schools 
open 011 every school day, and to place 
upon Ihe parents the responsibility of 
sending their children or of keeping them 
at home.

absence he was sent to Philadel- 
phia and from there was trans- 
ferred to|the Monticello, command- 
ed by Capt. Cushing. of Alber- 
marie fame. On this cruise, having 
been exposed to much rough 
weather, he was taken violently ill 
and, ^rowing rapidly worse, when 
near HeHitfort, H, C, was sent on 
shore to the government hospital, 
where he tiied June 18, 1864. ] le 
was buried in the government ran- 
etery.

Mr. Harrison Parker, an 
old friend of Capt Ford, seeing 
the death of Count Sehawb, was re- 
minded nf the picture, and having 
been greatly interested in procur- 
ing it wished to try and find it, 
and alter much vexatious delav 
his labors were rewarded and ft 
was taken from its hiding place in 
a closet in the upper part of Fan- 
euil Hall, thearmory of|the Ancient 
and Honorahle Artillery Co., and 
sent to Winchester. It is proposed 
to have if placed in the rooms of 
the Historical Society.

I 
Captain Jefferson Ford was 
the son of John Ford He 
was born in Hudson, N. ft., June 
20, 1803, enlisted in the naval 
service Aug. 1861, with rank of 
Acting Master and Executive 
Officer. He died at Beaufort, N. j 
C, June 18th 1864, age sixty-one. 
Of Captain Ford it can truly be 
Mid that he had the COTrfi b-nce 
and respect of his employers in all 
his ocean life, and was noted for 
his ability, honesty, and integrity- 
For many years he lived in our 
midst, and was known to all as an 
upright Christian man. He was 
always to be found in his place at 
church and Sabbath school nn the 
Sabbath, when at home, and the 
prayer-meeting was the place he 
delighted to attend. 

He was an ardent patriot, a 
over of liberty, and hater of 
davery. In October 1835, Captain 
I marrietl Lydia W. Symmes 
of this town ; his wife and two 
daughters still reside inour midst 
and they may rest asured that 
no name is more honored with 
its than that of Caotaln Ford. 

In the family lot in Wild wood 
Cemetery, upon his headstune is 
inscribed as follows : 

Erected to the Memory of Act'g

COL. ALFKKi) \OHTOt». 

Col. Alfred Norton, who at one 
time lived in Winchester, and at 
the age of 88, is yet an inspector 
in the Boston Custom House, 
( 1903,) is a native of Newbury 
Port born January, 23, 1815, and is 
now, as he has' been for many 
years, a resident of Arlington. He 
was a member of the Boston Latin 
School, located on School street 
where the Parker House now 
stands and F. O. Prince was a 
classmate. When a young man he- 
went west for his hea'ith.and stayed 
for a time in the vicinity of 
Milwaukee, before that place' be- 
came a city. He was in the paper 
business in Boston, and had mills 
at Lowell, Lawrence and other 
places. This was before the eta 
of railroads, and the mode of trans- 
portation was quite limited. 

When he was twenty-one he was 
appointed deputy naval officer of 
the port of Boston, a position he 
held for three years, after which 
he went into the paper business, as 
above mentioned. During the 
Civil War he was connected with 
the commissary and quarter- 
master's department, and was 
stationed for a long time at Wash- 
ington. He was one of the last 
officers to receive his discharge. 
He enteral the Custom House, 
almost immediately after his dis- 
charge and is an 'inspector there 
to day. 

He has been devoted, in a con- 
siderable measure, to literary pur- 
suits. 

He attended Harvatd College 
and was a classmate of the late ex- 
Mayor F. O Prince and other men 
afterward of prominence 

Col. Norton was one of the 
founders of the Mercantile Lib- 
rary Association of the city. 

At the death of John Krown the 
citizens of Winchester Mass., in [ 
vited CoL Norton to deliver an 
address on the day of the exe- 
cution. This address was widely 
published. 

Col. Norton was secretary of the 
Boston Lyceum when Alexander 
Everett, brother to Edward Ever- 
ett, was its (.resident 

The address which Mr. Norton 
delivered before the Mercantile 

1836,

was well-nigh prophetio, Some of 
the theories it advanced were 
almost identical with opinions ad- 
vanced at the recent meeting of 
the Massachusetts Supetintend- 
ents' Association as to the further 
necessities of the schools. Col. 
Norton's theme v as public educa- 
tion, anil in the course of his re- 
marks he said : 

*'lt is as plainly indicated that the 
mind ot mail is constituted for 
an acquaintance with the works 
of nature, tn their extent and 
variety, as that the light is adapt- 
ed to the eye, or the eye to the 
light If this be a fact with all 
minds, then all oiiod* shnu'd *>♦ 
educated. Wedory.t ntftrni ilmt 
all should be educated i« the same 
things and to the same extent, but 
that it should be complete as the 
circumstances will allow and the 
exigencies demand. 

" Those individuals svhuso names 
remain with undimmed glory up- 
on the pages of history have been 
exclusively devoted to the partic- 
ular objects in which they have 
excelled. If an individual 'wishes 
success to attend bis efforts he 
must devote hims.-tf to some one 
result. 

•' The course pursued by many 
is the desultory manner ol being 
for the present absorbed in some 
subject, and the next moment 
diverted by some novel theme. 
The individuals who pursue this 
method are characterized by su- 
perficiality in all their knowledge. 

" I would urge upon you not to 
have a great variety of lubjects to 
attract your notice' 'and employ 
your time. Give prominence to 
some particular one ; let the mind, 
although not exclusively, have its 
greatest share of attention di 
rated to it." 

It is supposetl that it was he 
who wrote so much for the local 
papers of his vicinity, as a cor- 
respondent in r8Jt, 1853, 1855, 
etc 

His resilience was in the Samuel 
Thompson house in Med ford ad- 
joining the boundary line of Wo- 
burn and Mcclloid near the Black 
Horse Tavern. This old house 
long since disappeared hut will be 
remembered by a few of the old 
residents of Winchester.

Near the western bank of (he Caaco 
upon a high ridge in the town of Yar 
jnouth kno»n an the "Old Ledge" there 
15 the distinct punt ot a man s foot in 
the solid rock. A blood nam, supposed 
by many to be of human blood, is still 
perceptible in and around it and lus led 
n r.. 10 beliete that a murder was once 
perpetrated upon this historic spot. 

It was that much travelled man llayard 
Taylor, who said of the scenery about the 
" old ledge " that he had seen nothing 10 
equal 11 in all his travels. The Highland 
I'ark tower, erected a few years ago by 
Mr. C". (hooding, is very near the foot- 
print and hut a short distance from the 
line of the Yarmouth division ot the Port- 
land Railroad Company. 

Closely adjoining this spot is situated 
* Kocsiedge," an attractive summer 
estate, owned by Mr. Abijah Thompson. 
A handsome driveway surrounds it and 
It the front entrance is a stone bearing 
the words " Wescusiogo," " North Yar- 
mouth," " Yarmouth," alt of which 
same* the spot has borne since the first 
settlement of the town. 

The legend of the bloody footprint, 
which has been related in both prose and 
©etry bv writers wnosa names are now 



the arrow from it pierced the side of l ne 
betrayer. 

The wound was a ghastly one, the ar- 
row striking the young man with full 
force; as the white youth rled the blood 
flowed down over his side and dripped 10 
the ground where the earth greedily 
sucked it up. The clotted mass dyed his 
h ilf lorrned footpnri as the wounded 
man made his desperate flight down the 
hill. 

The white vt.iith though suffering the 

most horrible a<ony from his wound in 1 
whlcfa the arrow was still sticking kepi 
on in his flight without drawing it out. | 
When he reachrd the water's edge he 1 
stumbled and plunged into the waves of 
Cisco Bay where ne sank beneath the 
tide. His bodv was never found. 

The footprint hardened in the soft earth 
and remains to this day a monument of 
the just vengeance taken by the Indian 
chieftain upon the white youth who had 
wronged his daughter. The sue of the 
footprint is visited by many pleasure 
seekers and curiously inclined each year.

When only seventeen he came 
to the West Side o( Woburn, now 
Winchester, and with hi> brother 
Samuel en^n^ed in farming, hav- 
ing later a country produce store 
in Huston, where he had a South 
ern trade which took him to Mobile, 
Alabama, part of the year. 

He afterward purchased a part 
of the old Luke Keed farm at the 
" VVest Side," which he owned un- 
til 1878, when he sold it to Kdward 
Russell and purchased a place in 
VVest Medford where he cullivated 
small fruits until his failing health 
in September last obliged him 
to give up. 

Mr Carletun was one of the early 
pioneers of California going there 
around C?pe Horn in 1849 among 
the first, and was there most of 
the time for nearly ten years 1 lc 
was engaged in mining and in ex- 
tensive lumber business, having 
Jogs sent in raits down the river 
to his large saw mill in Sacra- 
mento. He had many thrilling 
adventures in those early days 
and exerted himself with others to 
maintain law and order in that 
rough community Was a mem- 
ber of [he famous Vigilance Com- 
trittee of 1856, and was deeply in- 
terested in the suppression "I the 
lawless gang which terrorized the 
city. 

Mr. Carleton, in 1851, united with 
the first Congregational Church in 
W.liurn, ano has never removed 
his connection. 

He was I wice married. In 1841 
to Dclphtj keed, daughter of 
Luke and Mary Winn Reed of 
Woburn. She died of consump 
tion in 1864, leaving a son and 
daughter who survive In 1867 he 
married Fannie M. Kendall, daugh- 
ter of Nathaniel and Lucretia 
( Wright ) Kendall, of Woburn, 
who survives him. 

He was quiet and refined in 
manner and had a large circle of 
friends who honored and loved him. 

Hib funeral took place Thursday 
afternoon from the residence of 
Mr. S. H. Cutter, 271 Main street, 
Winchester, where he and his wife 
have resided tor some years. Rev. 
Mr. Newton officiated The music 
was furnished by Mrs. Bailey of 
Winchester. Interment in Salem 
street Cemetery, Woburn.

Others should look upon this 
matter in the same light as Mr. 
Cutting. 

Congressmen in the district are 
entering protests at Washington 
against the order, and the result 
will be that the postoffice author 
ities will find that they have over- 
stepped their bounds and the 
people will be allowed to purchase 
stamps where they please. 

Trie order grows out of a belief 
that Winchester and other subur- 
ban towns are engaged in a con- 
spiracy to raise the grade of 
the postoffices, and so procure 
better postal accommodations.

They ascended Horn fond Mountain. 
L'pon reaching the lop, and being some 
what eahausied, they sat down for a rest. 
It was suggested ny Mr. liagley ihat they 
ascend still higher to a cliff not far dis- 
tant. Mr. Taylor ir, response said, " you 
fellows go ahead, and 1 will sit here." 
this was accepted and they started on, 
leaving Mr. Taylor 10 remain where he 
was until Ihtir return. After an absence 
of not less than five minutes or more than 
ten minutes they dm return, but Mr. 
Taylor was not to be found. Inquiries 
were made, but no one had seen him.

If my Mil is 
settled promptly I have a friend who will 
forward one by return mail. 

Trusting this will leach you a lesson, 
and ihat in Ihe future yuu will be more 
consideiate ol your fiiends, I remain, 
Yours Iruly.

OPERATION FOR ANEURISM. 



Cold Win i u lied lm Aorta to rarer 
1:1... in,- Carrrat. 
The II f* of Frank Mcllbatton of 
8107 North Bancrufl street, rhlludel- 
phia. haa been saved by an exceeding 
ly rare surgical operation, only nine 
other case* being regarded 

The mun was suffering from an aneu 
risni or dilution of the great artery 
which extended three Inches above the 
base of the breastbone and waa tlree 
and a half Inches wide. As a result of 
this enlargement be bad become unable 
to swallow, had great difficulty In 
breathing and sufTered excruciating 
pains In the bead. To lave his life It 
necessary tn reduce the aneurism, 
and to do that the hospital physicians 
had recourse to what Is known as 
"Corrldl'a operation." 

Mcllhattori was able to talk to hla 
wife five mlnntes after the tusk of tbo 
Burgeon win completed and Is reported 
as doing well. 

The operation was performed by 
Professor v.. W. Holmes, surgeon in 
chief at the Samaritan hospital, as- 
sisted by nr. Dietrich. Dr. Solvely and 
Lir. Flnck. Many men prominent lo 
the profession were spectators, 

Cocnlue waa applied to the affected 
portion of the aorta, the disease lying 
In the transverse section, or arch, of 
that artery. 

A hollow porcelain covered needle 
was Introduced Into the aneurism, and 
a section of gold wire fifteen feet long 
wua passed throogh the hollow of the 
Instrument and permitted to coll In the 
diseased region. The wire waa then 
conasHTtod with a galvanic battery, and 
the circuit was completed by the plac- 
ing of a negative plate upon the pa- 
tient's back, and a current of five mll- 
ll.'iui|iercs was lurned on. This was In- 
creased at regular Intervals until It 
had attained a strength of eighty milll- 
amperes and one hour'a time had been 
consumed. 

McMtuittoii experienced Immediate 
relief, and the operstlnn from a sur- 
gical standpoint was pronouni-ed flaw- 
less.

In myUit week's letter I lett you, or 
rather you left me. at Colorado Springs 
rtlting from a mountain climb. The 
trip from Colorado Spring* to Salt Lake 
City in made, much of it at lent, through 
the dreary I'tah desert, a moil barren 
and forlorn stretch ot white alkali plains, 
with patches of sage brush, and the odd 
looking mounds and cliffs with their 
peculiar aiure tint. One could easily 
imagine thehorrursof the early emigrants 
u I hey struggled forward day by Hay 
over these dreary spaces, fancying they 
saw a little way ahead pools oi precious 
water, only to find that it was the cruel 
mirage of the desert. 

Still, for some distance out of Colorado 
Springs we were climbing the mountains 
until at Tennessee Pass we were more 
than ten thousand feet above the sea. 
This it the place where people surfering 
from heart trouble become aware ot 
it. As we were climbing up in the 
ranfi-'d air a messenger came hur- 
t* edly through the train calling for a 
doctor. A genileman in one of the cars 
responded, and found in a forward car 
a young man overcome with heart trouble. 
This, 1 understand is no unusual thing. 

There are magnificent views from these 
heights, but the highest point was passed 
In Oie night, and when morning dawned 
we found ourselves in the dreary Utah 
desert, a most bleak and barren stretch, 
covert d much of it with ihe unending sage 
brush. A* we seared Salt Lake City we 
seemed to be coming to a great pl.iin, 
with fine fields of grass, and herds of 
cattle. Not long before Salt l ake 
City was reached Utah Lake was 
passed, a fine body of water nine miles 
long and four miles wide. One's attention 
Is at once called to the immense numl'cr 
of Lomhardy Poplars growing in and 
around Salt Lake. It is a tree well 
adapted to a desert country and though 
not a remarkably beautiful tree, yet ine 
thousands growing here are a welcome 
•ight after the endless bushes and scanty 
vegetation nl the plain. Salt Lake City 
seemed to me like an inr.mense country 
village, the streets not being curved and 
set in such rigid forms as in a modern 
city- Mountain streams running through 
the streets keep up a perpetualirrigation. 
We gazed on the outside of the stately 
• Mormon lemsile. >ntn whose hallnived 
courts no gentile ts permitted to enter. I 
aaked a Mormon leader why this prohib- 
ition was decided upon, and his claim 
was that at first strangers were allowed 
to enter it, but that relic seekers had de- 
faced the building anil some travellers 
had even spit tobacco juice on tne walls, 
and floors and pictures. Whether this 
il altogether true, or is a part of their 
scheme to pose as martyrs, 1 rannot say ; 
hut there are certainly many mean peo- 
ple In the world capable of doing such 
things. We were, however, permitted to

To Improve Surroundings of 
North Union Station in Bob 
ton and Benefit the 
North Suburbs. 

The Melrose Board of Trade has 'aken 
up the problem of the improvement o( 
the North Union station in Boston. This 
Is entirely with its relation u. the improve- 
ment of the north suburbs. It is be- 
lieved that the presence of a large number 
of saloons and stables, wnh the exhibition 
of horses in the public streets, in the ap- 
proaches to the North Station is a dis 
tincl injury to all the towns and cities on 
the north side of Itoston. The board of 
trade has secured plans of that section 
ol Doston, showing the presence of 161 
licensed places, allwithtn an area of 100 
acres There are in this section 141 bar 
rooms, 21 plareswiihout bars, and a large 
number of places with more than one en- 
trance, making in all iuS places where 
liquor is exposed for sale. There are in 
the him area u stables, all or nearly all 
for the sale and exhibition of horses 
These dealers in horses use the public 
street lor exhibiting their horses. For 
some years various attempts have been 
made 10 improve these conditions but 
without success, but under the present 
board of license commissioners, it is be- 
lieved that a strong movement for the re- 
moval of these saloons will result in a 
great improvement. It is proposed by 
the Melrose Board of TiaOe to cooper- 
ate with other similar organizations in 
about twenty cities and towns interested. 
Invitations will be sent out for a public 
meeting to lx- held in Melrose in lieecm- 
ber to Wakefield, Heading, Fveretl. Som- 
erville. Sloncham, Medfoid. Waltham. 
Chelsea, C'ambridee. Winchester, Wo- 
t>urn. Maiden, t w.n. Saugu*. Revere, and 
other place*. An appeal will be made 
to the Puthoriiies of Boston for the im- 
provement in the matter of staples, and to 
the legislature (or any needed leuislation 
The newspapers are especially appealed 
10 lor their cooperation in this woik.

It was a great relief to get away 1mm 
the dreary desert to the fertile hills and 
valleys of California, 10 have the hoys 
selling grapes, to see ihe fat tattle feed 
ing in the meadows. It was interesting an 
change to take the all around car through 
ian Francisco, to go through the streets 
of Chinatown, and. eat our lunch in a 
CM MaM restaurant, taking the mysterious 
dishes without a question, peering into 
the dark underground opium dents hear- 
ing the chorus of harking from the seals 
in the harbor, gazing out over the waters 
of Ihe Pacific.

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The No Session Signal 

In very stormy weather a no session 
signal for all grades below grade seven 
may be given by the fire alarm whistle— 
2a, three times at 7.50 a. m. for no morn- 
ing session, and at ij.50 p. m. fur no 
alternoon session." 

The rule above quoted from the " Rules 
and Regulations' ol the W'inchesur 
School Committee, governs the action of 
' tne superintendent in giving the signal 
far omitlirg a session of the schools. 
What constitutes "Very stormy weather" 
is left to the judgment of the supenn 
tendenl. and, ol cournc, he will sometimes 
err, and because he II likely to err, it is 
due the parents oi the town that a word 
of enpUnation be gi*en as to ibe eonse- 
qoerttes which wilfbefatl a prupif wwo is 
ke-pt from sahool because of bad weather. 
Thai mere may be no misundersianding. 
let me say that absolutely no penalty is 
attached to such absence. As thesuperin 
lendent is free to give Ihe no-session 
signal or not, as in his judgment seems 
beat, so the parent ii free to send his 
child to school or to keep him him at 
home, when, in his judgment, Ihe weather 
conditions endanger the health of the 
child. Of c urse in any good school the 
loss of a day, or even a half day, work a 
loss in scholarship upon the absent pupil — 
this cannot be avoided— but the absentee 
will receive every possible help from his 
teacher by way of making the loss goud 
A few tacts should be held in mind by 
all parents. Some want their children in 
school every day. no matter what the 
weather may be. Others are fearful of 
dire results if their children are exposed 
to the mildest rain or snow-storm. One 
party will be annoyed if the schoolsj are 
closed, and the ntliei will be indignant if 
they are not. The only safe rule is to 
keep the schools open on every school 
day, and to place upon the parents the 
responsibility of send-ng their children 
or of keeping them at hon.e, Thesuperin 
tendenl will, however, observe the rule in 
good faith, and will give the nosession 
signal when, in his opinion, it is "very 
stormy weather." 

The signal must be given at "7.50 a. 
nv and 13.50 p. m." but notice must be 
given at the engine house at 7 so a. m. and 
at fa. jo p. m. At these hours, it may not 
" storm" at all. but half an hour, or an 
hours, later, when the children are on 
their way to school, it may be " very 
stormy weather" Mistakes will be 
marie, but I am sure that charity will 
abound eicept with those whonever make 
a mistake.

Died, at his home, it 
Massachusetts, on Sunday, November 
8lh, rgOJ. in the ninetieth year 01 his age. 
of apoplexy. Mr. Henn L. Richards, eld 
est son of the late Dr. William S. Rich- 
ards, of Granville. Ohio, and eldest broth- 
er of the editor of this paper. 

Deceased was taken very 'II in August 
last and it was not until well along in 
September thai his family dared to hope 
thai he was likely to recover, and thai his 
life might be prolonged lor several years 
yel. The writer, also, lias indulged the 
nope that bolh he and his orolher might 
live until it was possible tor ihem to meet 
again. Bui it could not be so. and we 
can but atquiesce in Ihe ruliugi of an 
All-Wise Providence. 

1 1 ur brother Henry was the first of our 
father's children— the pride ol parents 
and of his brothers and sinters without 
exception. Of keen Intellect and indus- 
trious habits, and from ijovhoodan earn 
esl Christian, he tnok a high place in his 
social world as well as in business circles. 
About 1834. in company with a younger 
brother, he entered Kenyon College, at 
Cambier, Ohio, and graduating in 183*, 
heat once became jstudeni in Hexlcy 
Hall, Ihe theological seminary oi Ihe 
Lpiscopal church in the diocese of Ohio, 
and on completion ot Ihe course of study 
was ordained deacon, and In due lime 
advanced 10 Ihe priesthood, becoming 
rector of Si. Pauls church, Columbus, 
Ohio, which position he held for a num- 
ber of years with ever-increasing accept- 
ance and popularity. 

While here a gradual change in his 
theological views began and ended in his 
renunciation of ministry and his accept- 
ance of the faith and doctrines of the 
Roman Catholic church. Ueing a man 
with a family he was ineligible to Ihe 
priesthood, and so, without any abate- 
ment of his earnestness anil piety, he look 
up the duties of set ular life. 

This change cost him a mighty strug 
gle which notning but the strongest con- 
victions of duty would have induced him 
to contemplate or enalil. him 10 
through He bore all his grief 
rows and trials as best he could and final 
ly had the saiisfaclion of being joined by 
his wife and children. 

He was at one time in his early man- 
hood a teacher of music in the (iranville 
Lpiscopal F'emale Seminary and white 
thus engaged became affectionately at- 
tached 10 one ol ihe young lady pupils of 
that institution. Miss Cynthia C. Cowles, 
of Wonhinglon, Ohio, whom he alter 
wards wooed and won for his wife, and 
by whom he had five children, three sons, 
two daughters, all of whom survive him 
and all ot whom save one are living at 
the family home in Winchester, the ab- 
sent one, being a priest, is absent in the 
line of his duty. All ol Ihese, except 
his wife, who died some six or seven 
years ago, were present at the funeral if 
not at the time ol his death. 

In inking up secular employment he 
became agent lor a firm ol English iron 
and steel manulaclures. first in New 
York and then in Huston. He was on 
the road for a time as a commercial trav 
eler, which brought him some ihirly-lwo 
or thirty three years ago to Poriage, and 
be\n% so near his younger brother, the 
writer, he ran over to Harabno and made 
us a visit, since which time we have 
never seen him. 

Giving up ihe agency to his son he be- 
came oneol Ihe almoners of the charities 
of the City of Boston, and for many 
years "he went aliout doing good" in 
that city, and became well known and 
well beloved wherever known by the 
honest poor to whose wants he raaisteri il 
As years passed by and oki age 
crept' upon him he was compelled 1 
give up the walking part of hll work 
which he did, and took a desk in the ol 
hce which he held until a couple or three 
years ago, when he retired voluntarily 
to his home and children in Winchester, 
where his last days were passed in the 
peace and quietude of the home, sur- 
rounded h> his loving children who 
were ever devoted 10 his happiness and 
comfort. 

On Friday, November 6th t he was 
stricken with apoplexy from which he 
died on Sunday, the Bift. Few men 
stood higher than ne in Ihe estimation of 
ail who knew him and few there are 
whose hope of a blessed immortality is 
more sure than his own. His religion 
was always practical, and to do good was 
the chief enq and aim of his whole life. 
He had greHl talents and improved them, 
his opportunities were many, and as ful 
ly improved as >re those of most men. 
Like Paul tie niighl h.ive said, as well 
as any, " 1 am now re a ly to be offered — 
the time oi my departure is at hand; 1 
have fought a good fight ; ] have finished 
mycouise; I have kept the faith. Hence- 
forth, tlmas ks laiiL.up- for me a crown nf 
lighleousnesa which the Lord, ihe right- 
sous lurlge. will give me at that dav " 
He would,not have tresuTied I" speak 
thus ofTiimself, bid those who knew 
(im will feel thwt if . any one, except an 
X prist le indeed, 'had a fight to Use those 
words, perhaps he had. - He rest! from 
his labors and his works do follow him." 
* God grant him eternal rest, and may 
light perpeiual shine upon htm'' is the 
earneit prayer o I his voung brother.

They sre 
Dfioe too soon. as the chief putt of the 
timber supply of the country, both pine 
and bard wood, la now In the •outhern 
stntes. The pine of the northwest ha* 
been Inrjccly removed by Area nod eat 
tliiK. and what remains In Maine and 
other eastern atatea will he uaed up In 
paper milking. 

Few people have any Idea of the ex- 
tent of the southern forests. The hard 
wood la fonnd in the mountain districts 
of the Virginias, t'arollnns. Georgia. 
Alabama, Kentucky. Tennessee and 
northern Mississippi and some In the 
forests of Arkansns and northern I,on. 
tslann. The tine southern pine, which 
la such a favorite wood for hullilluj 
and for Interior finish, grows over n 
belt following the coast line from Vir- 
ginia to Texas. According to the New 
Orleans llrayune. this belt la 2,000 
miles long, averages about 200 miles 
wide and embraces an area of more 
than 250.000,000 acres. It seems an 
enonnnns area, but the yellow pine la 
cot at the rate of 10.000.000.000 feet of 
lumber a year. At this rate It will 
take but a few yearn to use np this 
last considerable area of pine stump- 
age, and aniens some steps are taken 
to preserve them the end of the forest* 
north snd sooth Is In sight. 

Writing In the current number of 
Forestry and Irrigation, Mr. H. C. Put- 
nam, a civil engineer who has bad long 
eiperience In northern and southern 
pineries, suggests two m ensures for 
forest preservation. The first Is to 
protect the small trees and the seed- 
lings after the large trees have been 
cut He says the southern pine lands 
have a marvelous capacity for resecd 
Ing themselves, even when they have 
been cultivated, His second measure 
Is protection against Are, to which f„« 
resinous southern pine Is peculiarly 
liable. Notwithstanding this the peo- 
ple In the pine belt are as heedless and 
careless as are those In the northern 
forests, and this, too, when "these 
states are worth more today, acre for 
■ ere. for the forests I hey can grow 
With the cheapest kind of care than for 
the corn and cotton which they pro- 
duce."

$1,000,000 PLANT. 

What One Man's Energy has Done— The 
Proposed Buildings at Beverly. 



As a dlrecl reault of the removal to 
Beverly of the three plants o! the United 
Shoe Machinery Company, the popu- 
lation ol that city, now nearly 15.000. will, 
H it clairr.ed. be doubled within two 
year*. 

Through the agency of ('resident Sid- 
ney VV. Winslow, a res.deni uf the city 
and the prime mover behind the torni.i 
tion of 181 company and its removal tu 
Beverly, an industrial S'-tilement uupar 
alleled in New England is beiicr created 
at a coat of more than $1 000.000. The 
company now controls, through purchase 
or bonding 150 acres of laud bordering 
on Elliot street in lieverly, on which a 
dozen factory buildings, covering aOoul 
jo acres of lind, are heinij elected. For 
tl> employees, on the rem lining area the 
company plans to erect 1000 model dwell 

I net. 

The construction of the machinery plant 
Is uni |ue in America in Hut each bu I.I 
inic, aside from a few lacings uf brick, 
will be one solid piece of cement com- 
position. In this construction a com- 
pound of cement, Hand, grave), hmc and 
crushed stone is poured into moulds 
made of planks, this forming the walls 
of the buildings. There is no steel an^le 
bar skeleton construction, as in the case 
of the modern skyscrapers, although the. 
rods ol spirally misled iron, made famil 
far by the Uoston subway and tunnel, arc 
used tn bind the mass togelhrr. 

This consummation ot President Wins- 
low's hopes reads like a romance. Fil- 
teen years ago he was a comparatively 
poor man. At that time the Heveriy 
Gas Company was in a dormant state. 
It had paid no dividends for many years 
and its stock was almost worthless. With 
Andrew VV. Kogers, another resident ol 
Beverly, and an official of the ishoe Ma- 
chinery Company, Mr. Winslow quielly 
picked up this stock at ridiculous prices 
until he controlled the company. He 
reorganized it as the Hcverly Oas and 
Electric Company, and soon it was a div 
idend paying proposition. The stock 
soared in vajiie and Mr. Winslow found 
himself rich. 

He and Mr. Rogers were next heard 
Irom in a small factory in Beverly, mak- 
ing a burling machine fur shoes. I'hey 
prospered and began to accumulate by 
purchase and otherwise vanou* patents 
on machinery for making shoes. I'hey 
next brought out a machine lor lasting 
•boes. which brought them in more 
money. All this time they were quielly 
■towing away shoe machinery patents 
in their in*, until at last they cootrssted 
the more valuable machines used in 
making shoes. 

Their next step, taken only a few vears 
ago, was the formation of the United 
Shoe M achinery Cumpany, whiidi soon 
became such a dominant fauor in the 
shoemaking industry that they could die 
tate effectively to shoe manufacturers 
They sold no machines to shoemakers. 
Kvery machine was leased by them, and 
finally they sent notice to all manufactur- 
ers of shoes using their machines that 
thev would not allow any ol their ma- 
chines to be used in lactones where 
machines made under patents nut owned 
or controlled by them were also used. 
This resulted in the displacing ol the 
machines not in the trust and lelt the 
United Shoe Machinery Company master 
hi the li Id. 

When the company was formed three 
of the constituent companies were oper- 
ating plants as follows ! I he McK.iv de 
partment factory .11 Winchester, employ- 
ing about S50 men; the l.oodyear lactui; 
in Uoston, with about 600 men, and the 
lasting department factory in beverly, 
with about 500 men. At present several 
smaller plants are also being operated 
so that when all are consolidated at Bev! 
erlv. a total of about a too hands ail' 
fie required. This in itscfl is a formid- 
able enough colony, but the families ol

Nevertheless, tfiev will turn over tu the 
town a school building that all will lie 
proud 01 and yet keep within the appro- 
priation.

The consolidation of the plants has oc- 
cupied some ttme, and beverly was se- 
lected as the site of the consolidated 
plant alter considerable effort on the part 
of President Winslow. A committee vis- 
ited plants o( similar character in New 
England. New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Illinois and Michigan, and the plan .of 
the ntw plant is the result nf this visit. 
Land to lit the model plant esistin* in 
the minds ol the engineers and mechani 
cal experts was sought, and all the va- 
rious manufacturing sites, which had 
been t 'ought to the attention ot the com- 
pany by different hoards ol trade were 
visited. Another investigation of all 
possible sues within a ramus of 50 miles 
ol Huston was also mine, and lieverly 
was finally selected as the best, if certain 
conditions could be brought about, no 
tabty taxes, rignts of way and railroad 
facilitit.s. All these details were arranged 
to the satisfaction of the company, and 
now the most perfect manufactui ing 
plant of its kind in the world is assuming 
shape. 

1 he land is marshy and required some 
effort to whip it into shape. There is a 
clay subsoil giving tenacions founda- 
tion. To the north and west is high land 
upon which the mode) houses will lie 
erected. Tide water bounds the suuther- 
ly end of the 150 acre tract, allowing good 
water freight (.icilities with some dredg- 
ing. A concrete rlam and canal have been 
built, a mi llpond filled, spur tracks Itom 
the tailroad, which bounds one long side 
of the tract, have been liuittand hundreds 
of laborers are doing things to the land 
scape. The land and buildings alone wilt 
cost in the neighborhood of 9700 000. 

I he plant will tie the largest ol its kind 
in the world and will be constructed ac- 
cording to the most modern and scien- 
tific principles. There will be two main 
machinery buildings, each 500 feet long, 
60 leri wide and three stories in height. 
Another building of the same linear di 
■nensions except that it will be of but one 
story, will be used exclusively for drop 
lorging. The storage building of three 
stories will lie atiout 400 feet long and 60 
feet wide with a basement. The black- 
smith shop, hardning plant and die 
Milkers' department will occupy a build 
ing bo by 330 feet. There will be an iron 
foundry with a capacity of 10 tons a 
day, requiting 7J.OOO square feet ; a cen- 
tral power plant capable of producing 
1500 to 1K00 horsepower anil a numtier ot 
other buildings. The power house alone 
will be 120 feet long and it is expected 
that all machinery that can be driven by 
electricity economically will be so oper- 
ated. 

The ideas of the subway and the travel- 
ling crane have been incorporated in this 
plant to a degree hiterto unapproached. 
All the buildings will be connected by 
undeiground tunnels in which rails will 
be laid so that heavy machinery may be 
handled with ease. 

In ihe uuuer stories, travelling cranes, 
electrically operated, will pick up he ivy 
casiings and transport them to any pait 
ol the three floors of the main buildings. 
Covered railways will also connect the 
various floors of the budding, all the 
stories of which will be at a common 
level. The payroll, when the plant is 
fully operated, wid approxiii.ate 150,000 a 
week. 

The Imo main buildings will lie parallel 
with the Uoston & Maine tracks. West 
of these will be the foundry, the drop 
forging building and the smaller build- 
ings, while on the western corner of the 
: area and facing Elliot street will be the 
administation building, three stones in 
height.

Police finieera and Homicide. 

The decision of Ihe supreme court of 
Pennsylvania defining the rlglils of pn- 
llceinen as to the use of their revolvers 

will gen, >raily be regurdisl as g ] law. 

The defendant In the caw 1 was a mem- 
ber of the police force of the town of 
Somerset and while on hit* bent sought 
to arrest an indlvlilii.il appai-cntii cu 
gagisl in atteiupling u burglary, 'nit 
who tied on his approach The ofib cr 
pursued and, falling to compel the 
fugitive to halt, tired with deadly ef- 
fect Au indlciiiieiit for murder fol- 
lowed, and the officer wns duly con 
rioted of the crime of manslaughter 
The defense wns that the officer bad 
ri'nsoiinble cause for believing Unit (lie 
deceased u*ns a criminal iilsiut tu com- 
mit a crime and that tbe right to arrest 
Involvi-d the right 10 compel the fugi- 
tive to holt, even hy resori to sbootlng. 
The trial Judge held agnhist tbe de- 
fendant, aud the refusal tu grunt n 
new trial bus been upheld by the su 
preme court. 

This IrlhtiuaJ held that an officer Is 
Immid to retreat wben he Is attacked 
or when a criminal resists him and 
may lake lire if necessary lu ihe pro 
hPCtJoU of himself, but that be has no 
right In kill merely because ibe huh 
vldual Whet* arrest is desired takes to 
tils heels In all effort to escape. This Is 
not a new printosltlott of law. but it Is 
well tlrut It should uow and then b* 
reiterated, as huiuiin life is too valua- 
ble to allow Its taking without due 
prisma of law.

The unruly scenes which were 
witnessed at the foot ball games 
on Manchester Field Thanks- 

fiving day w iuld not have occurred 
ad there been ample police pro- 
tection. This same condition 
prevailed at times last summer 
during baseball games. This field 
being in the care of the Metropoli- 
tan J'ark Commission, the duty of 
properly policing it belongs to the 
Commissioners and not to the town, 
although the local force would 
probably assist in preserving order 
jf it was requested to. Many peo- 
ple find fault with the park police- 
men in compelling spectators to 
keep to one side of the field only 
V hen thjre is a large crowd in at- 
tendance, as was the case on 
Thanksgiving day, this rule worked 
to the distinct disadvantage of 
many people who could not see 
the games, and the result was a 
pressing forward of the spectators 
which the two policemen were 
powerless to prevent and which 
finally led to the disorder during 
the progress of the game 1 lad both 
Sides nf the field been free to the 
crowd the trouble would not in all 
probability have taken place, as 
the spectators given an opportu 
nity to sec the game would have 
preserved the line and given the 
participants a chance to play and 
thus prevented the mixup which 
Occurred. 

The great popularity of M.111

Eijiioa Of THE STAR : 

It is just four weeks to-day since the 
passing away pi this grand character and 
though much has been said in eulogy of 
him by religious societies, in church 
circles and in the public press, yet hav- 
ing lived in the world and Ihe world 
being the better for his having so lived, 
it seemed but meet and just, that an 
humble layman should add some words of 
encomium expressing the sentinients, of 
the people at large in the community 
where he has gone in and out among us 
for many years. The Kev, Fr. Madden 
on Sunday last In pronouncing his eulogy 
on the life and cliaracier of the man, 
spoke of the simplicity of the funeral 
ceremonies as being in conformity with 
his life, and the desires of his relatives, 
yet as his pastor he felt it a duty he on eel 
to the memory of the departed, as welt 
as the living to say a few words of the 
man as he knew him. He then in elo- 
quent and impressive language referred 
to him as an example for all his people 
to follow. He spoke of him as an humble 
man and yet a great man, humble in all 
the walks of life, hut great In knowledge, 
virtue and all the higher attributes that 
give character and dignity to the man. 

The writer came to this town some 
twenty-three years atjn, about the same 
time Mr. Richards did. and he was one 
of the first persons 1 became acquainted 
with. 1 shall never forget the first im- 

fressions he made on my mind, nor can 
forget that as superintendent of St. 
Mary's Sunday school, the impression he 
made upon the minds of the children. 
Fortunate indeed were the boys and girls 
of those days who came under his benign 
influence. As 1 looked on him then 1 
thought of him as an old gentleman and 
used to wondet at his energy and activity 
but as years rolled by and we frequently 
met, I was still more impressed by the 
same strong characteristics, and hit 
tenacious faith in the religion to which 
he and his devoted wife became converts 
in their early life. He seemed to be en- 
dowed with the bloom of perpetual youth 
and was indeed the grand old man of 
Winchester, It was an inspiration to 
meet him and while a man of the world 
and ever ready to converse upon the 
topics of the day, yet one felt in his 
presence that his mind dwelt on higher 
and nobler thoughts. To those of us w ho 
knew him personally we shall miss the 
warm gTasp of his' hand, the cheerful 
sound of his voice, and the sunlight of 
his open cheerful countenance, while 
those who knew him by sight only will 
not soon look upon his like again. His 
life was an open book, filled with deeds 
of charity and help for the afflicted and 
his death will be taken as a personal 
affliction in hundreds of homes, while the 
people of the town will long remember 
him and his estimable wife as true types 
of the very besl American citizenship.

The Paget Bound Power Co. 

[Communicated by E. 0. Fletcher.] 

The Columbia Improvement Co. of 
Seattle aid Tacoma are buildm* a power 
plant twenty miles Irom the city of 
Tacoma, Washington. The corporation 
that wilt own and run this plant will be 
called the fuget Sound Power Co. 

The electiicily generated by this plant 
will supplv the lights and electric rail- 
ways of Tacoma and Seattle 40 miles 
away. The generators will be directly 
connected to eight turbines of 7000 horse 
power each. The water, which supplies 
the power ;o these enormous wheels, 
starts in the glacier fields of Ml. Tacoma. 
It flows in a conduit from the Mowich 
river to the power house, a distance of 
twelve miles; in this distance it drops 
Bine hundred feet. 

There is a dam built oi timber which 
will hold back water in case of a drought. 
From this dam there Is a gate built to 
let m or shut out the water from a flume 
eight feet square to supply water for four 
generator*. 

To build this flume men were 
iuspended bv ropea from the top of 
precipices and crevaaes 10 drill holes for 
Slavs and staging; in some places a mis- 
take or accident meant a dfop of eight or 
nine hundred feet. 

The last descent of the water is through 
what is called the penstocks, which arc- 
constructed of boiler plate iron three 
fourtns ol an inch in thickness. They 
ire fortv-right inches in diameter at 
the upper end, and six inches in 
diameter at the wheels. These pen- 
■locks are a scries of huge not/les 
eight humlred and fifty feet long. The 
power house is a magnificent structure of 
conceit and brick. The inundation is 
on solid roik which makes it difficult to 
eacac ate for the cellar or basement 

Pcrhap* the most interesting part of 
this work is the "Incline railway' which 
brings supplies.

Many early experiments in drugs anrl 
chemicals were discussed and investi 
gated in the drug store of Theodore Met- 
calf, whose successors, now returning to 
ihe old site on Treniont street near 
Scollay Square, may easily claim the <bs 
tinction of being Boston's most historic 
drug store. Mr. Metcalf was one of the 
men who had been experimenting wiin 
ether before the final discovery anil proof 
ot anaesthesia made a new epoch in med- 
icine and surgery and the names of 
nearly all the Boston physicians con- 
nected with the famous first operation 
under ether at the Massachusetts l.enei 
al Hospital appear frequently among the 
doctors whose prescriptions were com- 
pounded in the historic drug shop. 

Over a million original prescriptions 
are included In the archives ol tins 
store and to anyone familiar with the 
history of American medicine an exami 
nation of ihe old vo'umes in which they 
are preserved is full of significance, lor 
American medicine practically began 
with the 19th century. Just at the open* 
ing of the century Dr. Henry Martin, 
whose name appears on the Meicall 
prescription list in company with other 
distinguished contemporary local physi- 
cians and surgeons, brought vaccine 
from England and performed the second 
American inoculation for smallpox.

3. That as the cost of ma adam streets 
is mostly due to the labor of construction 
the ploxinniy of a stone supply, to the 
work to be done, is a very im- 
portant factor and it seems to me lhat 
rather than advise the town to purchase 
one large ledge in any one section of Ihe 
town il would be wiser to obtain say 3 
small ledges in (he outskirts and thus 
economise |in caning. For instance. I 
understand that where the neat macadam 
work will probably be done is on the 
easterly side hill s'.rcets and the easterly 
end of Highland avenue (more than I 
miles from the Twombly ledge). The 
town could never afford to macadamize 
those streets with stone I roan a west aide 
ledge. 

4 That when the town purchase* 
a ledge the one rootauitng Ihe best 
obtainable material should be Secured. 

3 That fn my judgment we are m no 
financial condiuon to make this expend 
ilure. The M Grade Crcissing" problem 
is right before us and should no longer 
be delayed.

Amert.nns spend too much on the ta- 
ble and thnt they cnn easily MftOM 
their food expewlltores In one-third of 
their Income without any inconven- 
ience and Ihut they should do so. 
There Is no dnuht that the American 
people could wive very much on their 
food and still live mucb better thuti 
people of the old world. 

in the matter of rent or nunrtcr* 
Americans spend much luore t than fam- 
ilies do elsewhere. The Hull l!.m-e 
committee believes that they can dn 
even better; that they can afford to 
expend even more on rent. Kor cloth- 
ing the Hull House committee believes 
we spend altogether too much. Cloth- 
ing Is generally higher In this country 
than in Europe, but vanity plays an 
Important part In this expenditure, es- 
pecially nm"!ia the women, and the. 
Judgment of the Hull House committee 
la that we spend nt len«t one-half more 
Tor our clothing than we should do. 
Fuel costs us less than It docs abroad, 
hot the committee declares that we 
stint too mucb In the matter of fires 
and that many families deny them 
selves warmth In order to have a better 
table and finer clothes. 

The percentages given In the ttKH 
leave for sundries, which Include sav- 
ings, amusements, books, medical nt- 
tendnnee. etc.. one-eighth of the b> 
come In America to one-sixteenth In 
Knjrland and one twenty-fifth on the 
continent. The Hull House committee 
thinks thnt more should be left in the 
sundry column— that at lenst one-ijuar- 
ter of the Income should be set aside 
for snvlnga or enjoyment, and points 
out how ibis can be done, the family 
enjoying nt the same time better quar- 
ters and greater warmth na>l comfort 
by a little more economy and core In 
the expenditures for food and clothing 
the two vanities or luxuries whlcb lead 
no many American families Into ex- 
travagance.

China, RuhU nod the I'nlted State. 

The rerenl reoecupntlon of Mukd.-ti. 
the capital of the Chinese province of 
Mnut'liurln. gave so much uneasiness 
to the Chinese government that It ap- 
pealed to the United States government 
for morn! support In resisting the re- 
occupaUou. Our government rould not 
Interfere and so Informed the Chinese 
foreign office. It being held that our 
Interests In Manchuria are wholly com 
mere la I. 

While the United States Is naturally 
coneeriHtt nt Russia's failure to eva, 1 - 
uate Mnurlinrla, as promised, and while 
we must be greatly interested in the 
Kussliin reoccupatlon of a city which, 
by our new treaty with China, becomes 
a trenty port, we have nothing wbstev 
er to do with the territorial status of 
Manchuria. Whether that province re- 
mains Chinese or becomes Russian, our 
one duty In the matter Is to see that 
the treaty rights guaranteed to u* by 
the Chinese government are not Impair- 
ed by any new ownership, it would 
seem that Rossis'* Interest lay. for the 
present nt least.ln guaranteeing to u*.a* 
she tins done, the perpetuation of those 
treaty right*. Itunsla may feel at some 
future day that she can do without 
American trade In Asia, but at present 
•he gains rather than loses by that

There I* one firm In 
Medina which has H00 colonic* devoted 
to the rearing of high class honey 
queens. 

There are many grade* of queen bees, 
and the breeder must thoroughly under- 
stand tbe highly orgnnlzed Insects If he 
expis;ts to produce vigorous, besltby 
stock. 

The prices vary according to the 
grades. An untested queen costs *•!. a 
tested queen J2 and those called select 
tested *3. Breeding queeus and select 
breeding queens brlna IS and »7.nO re- 
spectively, nnd an "extra select" oie 
year-old Is worth 110. 

Imported Italian queen* furnished by 
the best breeder* of that couulry are 

the ones usually WOt M tin- West In 

dies, and they are thoroughly tested In 
the western apiaries before shipment. 
They cost from *3 to f.1 each, but com- 
mon Italian queens bred In this country 
from pure Imported stock can be trought 
at low er flciires. 

Bee* cannot be anpplled before May 
15 nor Inter than Nov. 1.1. They travel 
In a certain amount of luxury, being 
shipped In rentllated Imxes containing 
one or more roomy apartment*. All the 
as they are called, are provl- 
wlth special bee candy, so that 
lay never go hungry, and 
the export cage* In addition with a 
small portion of sealed honey.

The cages are marked "Qneeo 
bee; deliver quick." snd postmen, ex- 
pressmen and »hip> officers follow ths 
instruction* faithfully.

1 have read the reply to my Town 
Ledge communication, and passing over 
much that is irrelevant let us get down at 
once to the questions at issue, and tirst 
in importance is Mr. Mills' contribution 
to this dicusnon. 

All that I have stated as coming from 
htm can be supported by witnesses or 
documentary evidence. 1'he citizens 
who were present at ihe Twombly ledge 
and who heard Mr. Nf ilia' opinion of the 
stone also heard him say when urged to 
attend town meeting that evening, that he 
could not as he was going West, and 
whether he was on his way vVest or was 
in Winchester is immaterial if lie was not 
at town meeting. 

Now as to the suppressed "vital'' ques 
tion. Here it is and here is Mr. Mills' 
answer. 

Ques. "Do you think it would be a 
good investment for the town to purchase 
the <Twomlily) ledge MVU ing an area of 
say 20 acresr 

Ai's. "Would want to examine other 
ledges before giving my opinion." 

My reason for cutting this question out 
was, that it added nothing in the way of 
information and I thought, Mr, Editor, 
I could shorten my article, and savt your 
valuable space to that extent. 

Again, when 'he gentleman slates that 
" Ihe committee did not depen I upon the 
judgment of any member of that com- 
mittee but consultrd the highest author- 
ity on the subj-ct in the country," -I 
thought something was coming that had 
escaped my attention, until I found it 
was ihal same page— McClintock report 
which has become ancient history, but 
reiterated until some members of the 
committee at least were weaned with it. 

I notice that it is to be trotted out again 
and 1 am glad it is, so that citiiens may 
read it once more and see what a ponder- 
ous affair it is, but 1 hope for your sake : 
Mr. Editor, this will he ''positively its last 
appearance," If we had not been using 
the stone ngni along that this report con- 
demns as absolute!) worthless, we, of 
I course, could not bre-ik its force and it 
imcht have stood as a - mighty detertant;" 
hut the gentleman does not stem to real 
j iie that the material has been use I long 
enough to be faiily tested and that his 
much vaunted leporl is already refuted 
by our experience. Ol the 3653 tons of 
stone purchased tins season 3317 tons or 
a trifle over 90 per cent, was this same 
worthless (?j material from the Twomldy 
ledge The street upon which the gen 
lleman resides was macadamized this 
season with the same stone and if this 
is so poor why did he condone its use 
ami the squandering ol the town's money 
without prof est. 

Instead of trying to get at the merits 
of the Twombly stone in the sessions 01 
the committee Mr. Pratt seemed to have 
prejudged the whole matter adversely, 
while I, still desiring an investigation, 
gladly availed myself ol an opportunity 
to meet Mr. Mills at the ledge. The 
gentleman accused me ol bad faith in 
town meeting because I did not inform 
him when and where I was going and ask 
h m along at Ihe time. Well. Mr. Editor, 
as I went myself by invitation, 1 was not 
authotlml 10 ask hnn, and to tell (he 
truth 1 was very glad lobe advised by an 
exper( unprejudiced by his opposition. I 
went directly from the Twomlily ledge to 
Mr. Pratt's office and 1 ni him, with the 
evidence I had I should offer a vote to 
purchase the Twombly ledge ; that was all 
and there was no "terrible secret" about 
it. I did not disclose to him what in 
tormation I had as I did not think 1 
I was under any obligation to do so, and 
whether thtre was the bad faith he 
ciiarges I leave 10 the citizens (0 judge. 

The question still confronts us, Mr. 
E litor : "Is it for the interest of the 
town to purchase a ledge?" I he gentle- 
man dismisses 11 under Sec. r. of his 
" own conclusions ** thus: That as the 
inatu thoroughfares have already been 
mi. adamired. ihe amount of that work 
to be done in the luture must, partially 
o,i account of our unfortunate financial 
condition, be quite limited '' and also the 
closing sentence in Sec. 3 via: "The 
town routd never afford to macadannzr 
those 1 easterly sldehill ) streets with stone 
irom a west side ledge. " on account ol 
distance as appears in same Sec. which i« 
loo lengthy to quote entire. Well the 
gentleman' advocates the parchase of

coin st: it would have to be teamed limn 
the K. K. to the west side or wherever 
needed. Will he kindly tell us about how 
much longer the distance is Irom the 
west side to Swanton street than it is 
from the K. K. yard to the west side? 
and is he aware that though •' the town 
could not afford " to do it, yet it has done 
it, and that tjiS tons were purchased and 
actually teamed way round thro 1 the 
west side from the Twombly ledge to 
Swanton street this very last season. 
Another of his arguments of the same 
weight as that of the impossibility of 
quarrying and crushing stone at 50c per 
ton. 

Verily there are experts and experts. 
[ wt uld like to quote Sec. 3 and 4 of his 
"conclusions" entire, but they are too 
long and I must content myself with that 
paragraph In Sec. 3 where he thinks it 
would " be wiser to obtair. 3 small ledges 
in the outskirts and thus economize in 
cartage, etc." Well, it will worry him to 
find 3, and I will challenge him to find 
one barring the Kelley ledge which is in 
Woburn and therefore out of the contest, 
aid also the Cambridge- Pond street 
ledge upon which I am told Ihe parties 
will not set a price. Once more 1 reiter- 
ate that I have no interest in the I worn 
I blv ledge more than any other citizen 
( neither has the Savings fiattk, as some 
surmise ) but if the gentleman will name 
another ledge, of equally good stone, as 
centrally located, as cheap and as desir- 
able in every way, then I will drop my 
advocacy of the Twombly ledge, ami use 
my best endeavors to secure the sub- 
stitute. 

"1 submit that we cannot at this time 
afford etc.," the gentleman writes. Well, 
there aie some of us who think there are 
times when we cannot afford net to do 
what will advanie the town'sinteresisand 
a plentiful supply of stone Is far more 
essential than some of the supplies we 
are providing fur the future at a greater 
outlay. 

There are some voters living on the 
east side who have noticed through a 
series of years the constant replacing of 
gravel caused by repeated washouts and 
who believe that the very wisest economy 
in town affairs will begin wiih a thorough 
reconstruction of the steep sidehill 
streets and the putting on of material 
that will stay, ever though only one street 
may be so treated in a season. I do not 
know just what the loss in lax revenue on 
the Twombly property would he for I 
have not yet ascertained its assessed 
value, but it would not be large and with 
j the interest on the loan ought not to 
make a charge to the town of over t: 
p?r year. Our "unfortunate financial 
condition " is bad enough but we could 
pay off 1 1000 per year and not feel it and 
In a few years it would stand clear and 
we would have stoneand loam practically 
for all time. I still believe, Mr. F;ditor, 
we cannot afford to let this opportunity 
slip.

In view of the fact that rio re- 
quest was made by any of the town de- 
partments lor the purchase of a lerlge, 
the varjuus boards were invited to appear 
before the committee lor an expression 
01 opinion regiriliiii; the purchase of a 
ledge. These various boards expressed 
themselves as opuoseil to the town pur- 
chasing the f'wombly lejge. 

In order to ;is.ert.iin tne ijualily and 
suitability of the stone of the Twombly 
ledge for road purposes, the committee 
consulted a previous report eoncei mug 
the quality of the stone. t his prctiuus 
report was made by a committee consist- 
ing of \V. U. French, J. L. Aycr, J. T Wil- 
son and f, v°. VVjisler, and their report 
was published in the " Winchesier 
i>TAK,'on March n, 180H. A report *as 
made to this committee by William K.

Fostofllce Supplies 

Two postoffice inspectors called 
at the SiAW office last Friday lor 
the purpose of ascertaining from 
the proprietor how many stamped 
envelopes and cards he had printed 
in the course of the present year 
anil for whom. This enquiry is in 
line with the recent agitation in- 
stituted by the post office authori- 
ties in regard to the purchase of 
supplies at the home office by men 
doing business in Hoston. As it 
was found that it would take too 
much time to look the matter up. 
the StXk proprietor did not 
furnish the int'utnat njn asked lor. 
At intervals during the past 
fifteen years the Star has advo- 
cate'd a liberal patronage of the 
home office, and does so now, if 
the present service, or even a 
better, is to be maintained. The 
electric ears draw scores of people 
to Hoston every day and while 
there many of them make their 
purchases of stamps, postal cards 
and envelopes, preferring to do 
this rather than get off the cars at 
tb'- centre and Dtiy at the local 
Office and thereby be obliged to wait 
trom tittcen to tnirty tn mules for 
another car. The postoffice at the 
North Station also furnishes 
supplies tn many Winchester 
people, so that it will be seen that 
it the Star did not occasionally 
advise a liberal patronage of the 
hmne office, the sales would be 
liable to drop off to such extent 
that the present service would re- 
ceive a set back. 

The trouble is that the present 
rating of postoffices is not what 
it should be. The service should 
be based on the actual needs of 
the inhabitants, and not on The 
■mount of supplies sold, and as 
long as the present system pre- 
vails, the Star would advise the, 
inhabitants to turn into the local 
oftiie every cent that is intended 
to bt used lor supplies. Only by 
this iik-.iiis can the present ser 
vice be maintained.

Edwin S. Small, president of the Mel 
rose board of trade, presided and made a 
strong presentation of the existing con- 
ditiuns illustrated by maps showing the 
iiuikeil COQt/asl in the number ol sa 
loons and stables about the North and 
South stations. 

Chas, A. Dean urged that every influ 
ence be brought upon the Boston author 
ities lo induce iheiu to ameliorate the ex 
isling conditions there are difficulties 
in the way ot .property interests and vested 
rights but with concerted action on the 
part of the suburban lowns much may be 
accomplished to mako the approaches to 
the station less dangetous and objection- 
able.

A Note to Tree Owners. 

Editor ttf thi; m ar : 

The town bv i*s tree department is now 
engaged in removing from die public 
shade Ltees the nests of the browr. tad 
rnolli and Ihe gypsy moth. It U doubt- 
less very gem tall) known by this nn.c 
that the brown-tails winter in tile 
form of baby tatrrpi'larg, rolled in a 
blanket of web and leaves, and hung by 
tics blanket from ihe lipsof ihe branches 
ot trees and shrubs I he gyps) winters 
in the egg form. 9 blotch of gtayish fel- 
low, usually Ihe size of a silver qu.tner; 
plastered on to a tree trunk or the under 
side of lim bs, and where they are plenli 
ful they are likely to be lound on the 
buildings. Phese egg clusters are coveted 
with a mat of yellow hair and contain 
several hundred eggs each. They arc 
very brittle and .luite easily broken up 
and sea tiered, l or tins reason .zb tiff OA 
any gtatHMj tittimpt to . lit ot umpe th »t 
fjf itUtA thtm. A paint brush and 
cieosote oil, the lalter Mixed with about 
15 per cent, of coal tar, will do the trick. 1 
.Soak the ml into eat Ii tiesl with Ihe 
brush. This kills the eggs. i><> not rub 
ill. nest with the brush lest eggs be 
loosened and fall to the ground where 
lhe> wilt hatch. The oil costs about Si 
a gallon ready mixed with tar. 

l o remove ihe brbwiutrli nests a pole 
prunirg tool is used. Ttiese come in 
varying ler.gihs from 8 lo 16 feel ( the ', 
Waters or Standard is b;si ) and cost 1 
about ft each, complete. Willi ibis eul t 
off the twin on which the neata hang. 
Cut as little vvood as possible. Gather 
Up the nests as fast as 1 ut off and so 
avoid missing any an.l butu thtm. 

When the lowu trees are all cleaned 
the department's men will be permuted 
lo do fetich private work as they can nod, 
I- or this purpose the department supplies 
the tool equipment and stipulate* dial 1 
the men shall charge the town rale of I 
wages, which is li.50 per day of eight I 
hours lor climbers and Si 20 for ground 
man. If owneis preler to contract will! 
the men lor a lump .sum bir any given 
piece of work the department makes no 
objection. The town bee department 
assumes no responsibility in this work, 
but the warden expects Ihe men to Be 111 
every respect a credit 10 the sei vice. 

In this connection the warden desires 
to warn tlie public that cotnplaioi has 
been made that men are going about 
townioli, idng this business and represent- 
ing thai they come from the liee depart 
ment of tiie town. It is even claimed 
tli at they have threatened people with a 
fine il lhey tailed 10 clean their trees. 
This matter has been leferred to the 
police, for the information of the pub. 
lie it ir ay be slated that ihe town force 
consists of U. S. U. Sanborn, lineman; 
A. H. Harrold, topman ; M. Maguire, 
groundman. 

Owners are al^o advised not to allow 
the use of "spurs" or climbing irons 
except in (be otherwise inaccessible tops 
oi elms. Climbing »ny kind nl tree from 
the ground with " spurs " should not be 
tolerated. A ladder should always be 
us -d to reach the lower bnibs. - Spur*' 
should never be used in maples or in any

Appar-ntly this did nol sloo I lie deer 
and a Second charge of No. 6 was Bred 
sli iking about ihe head and shoulders 
penetrating only through the skin. 

The animal escaped from the brutes 
who sought to kill a and died a lingering 

death Ir >in mollification ot the bowels 
U is difficult lo conceive of a person who 
could be so inhuman as to commit this 
act. 

Several times during the pasl two years 
deer have appeared in Ilie Fells, and il 
they had nol lieen killed, or driven out by 
dogs, they would have increased and ad- 
ded 10 tlie attraction of the Feds. Shool 
ing in Ihe Fells, especially in the northern 
portion, has been quite coiu non during 
the pasl season.

Ihe es 
labbsliment ot such a home would be 
lound to prove more enconomical than 
the present svstem of [arming these peo- 
ple out in private l.imilies where comli 
nuns are not always bentficial 10 llicm 
All surrounding titles and towns have 
their poor larms, and as lar as can be 
learned, from yeai to year, they are con- 
dueled in an eni omnuical manner and 
tlie inmates provided with nourishing 
tood, clean bedding and clothing anstd 
good satiitarv surroundings. Winchester 
spends each year aboul $6000 Ear the rare 
ot its poor, although this vear tins amount 
maybe exceeded. I here are some til 
1 eeti ot more unfortunates thai the town 
is obliged tu constantly care for, besides 1 
there are many mure who are assisted ' 
throughout the year and who could be 
provided lor more economically in a^ 
home, so that it will be seen that the tm.n j 
her is sufficiently large lo warrant Ihe es 
tablisl ment of a town farm. Then again ' 
there is the tramp problem. Willi a 
town larm these men could be made to 
1. am their lodging and board bv sawing 
wood, as it is done in Wakefield and other 
towns most satisfactorily. The tramps 
are now lodged in the lock up in the base- 
ment of the town Hidl. and dispite all 
ptecautiuns the vermin and smell 1* some- 
times prelty had, especially the latter 
which permeates the hall overhead. This 
building is no place for tramps and this 
fact has bet n rei ogtured bo many years 
by the t hief of Police. A lown farm 
would settle Ibis nuisance. 

this quesliun has been before the tow n 
for Ihe past twenty yeais or more hut as 
no re.il earnest work was done to bring 
lo a head the proje. t has 
dragged along to the present time, Ihe 
poor continuing to be farmed out to the 
lowest bidders, a condition nut sttO 
gether humane.
